S 2 Primary date changed to May GS 163 
Introducer: Alford Sent to Elections 


"An act to provide that the primary election shall be held tn May and 
to make appropriate changes in the eleetton laws." Amends GS 163-1(b) to provide 
that primary election be held on the Tuesday after the first Monday in May (now, 
third Tuesday in August). Amends GS 163-106(c) to (1) provide that candidates for 
party primary nominations for Governor, Lt. Governor, state executive officers, 
judge or justice, U.S. Senator or Representative, or district attorney must file 
notice of candidacy with State Board of Elections between 12 noon on first Monday 
in January and 12 noon on last Friday in February preceding primary election; 
(2) provide that candidates for party primary nominations for General Assembly or 
county offices must file notice of candidacy with county board of elections between 
12 noon on first Monday in January and last Friday in February before primary 
election. Rewrites GS 163-181 to provide that election contest stays certification 
of city, county, district, and state election after primary and general election. 
Provides that contest to be heard by appropriate local board of elections (city 
or county) with appeal to State Board of Elections and then to superior court (now, 
in primary elections, contest heard initially in superior court). Amends GS 163- 
188 to provide for date of primary canvass to be set by State Board of Elections (now, 
may not be later than eighth day after primary election). 


Ss 3 Day care coverage, injunctions GS 110 
Introducer: Davis Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To amend Article 7 of Chapter 110 of the General Statutes, entitled 
"Day-Care Facilities" to provide changes in the definition of day care and to 
provide that the commisston shall have the power to seek injunctive relief." 
Revises cited article which requires that day care facilities be licensed as fol- 
lows: (1) amends GS 110-86 to delete from definition of day care, day care 
facility and day care plan the requirement that payment must be made for care; 

(2) defines day care facility as any day care arrangement providing day care on 
regular basis for more than four hours per day for more than five children; 

(3) amends GS 110-93 to delete provision that allows day care operator to keep 
license pending appeal from revocation by Child Day-Care Licensing Comm'n; (4) adds 
new GS 110-104 authorizing Sec'y of Administration to seek injunction against day 
care center that is violating law in manner that threatens serious harm to children 
or that is violating order denying or revoking its license. Sec'y not authorized 
to seek injunction when matter being appealed under GS 110-96; (5) adds new GS 110- 


' - 98.1, which provides that proof of child care arrangement providing care for more 


than five children for more than 4 hours a day on two or more consecutive days, 
prima facie evidence of day care facility; proof that children in child care ar- 
rangement are children, grandchildren or wards of operator is absolute defense to 
operating facility without license. 
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| s 4 Homestead tax exemption increase GS 105 
) Introducer: Davis Sent to Finance 


"To amend G.S. 105-277.1(a)(2) to inerease annual ineome allowable under 
the homestead tax exemptton." Amends indicated section to raise from $7,500 to 
$10,000 amount of maximum disposable income owner of a permanent residence may 
earn before being disqualified for reduced property valuation of residence. (Other 
existing qualifications are that owner be at least 65 years of age or permanently 
and totally disabled, that owner make application for reduced valuation and 
that he occupy residence; if owner qualifies, first $5,000 of property exempted 
from property tax.) Effective Jan. 1, 1977.

"To amend Sections 2, 19, 20 and 26 of Chapter 388 of the 1973 
Sesston Laws concerning the Winston-Salem Fire-Public Safety Rettrement 
Fund Assoctation." Amends indicated session law which establishes Winston-Salem 
Fire-Public Safety Retirement Fund Association as follows: (1) provides that 
members of Association are those who were members on Dec. 31. 1976. or anv full 
time employee of fire department or public safety bureau, between ages of 21 
and 30 (now, has to be between 21 and 31 and have been employed for at least 


one year); (2) effective Jan 1, 1977, raises monthly retirement benefits by 

10% for those retired before Jan. 1, 1977 (now, if retired before July 1, 1964 
receives $75 and if retired between July 1, 1974 and Dec. 31, 1976 receives $100), 
and sets monthly retirement benefits for those retiring on or aftersJan. ol, 51977 

at $135; and (3) adds provision for disabled members who retire on or after Jan. l, 
1977 to get monthly benefit equal to $5.40 multiplied by number of years employed, 
but not to exceed $135. Effective on ratification; governs eligibility for mem- 
bership and payment of benefits as OfaJan seit os 7.

SUMMARY OF REMARKS BY SPEAKER STEWART 


The House today elected Rep. Carl J. Stewart.of Gaston County as Speaker of 
the House of Representatives. Upon taking office, Speaker Stewart addressed the 
House. 

He stated that North Carolina now projects a curious image to the South 
and the nation at large. On one hand North Carolina enjoys a reputation as the 
most progressive state in the South--a reputation earned in the two decades. after 
World War II. He especially noted the state's progress in higher education, 
research, elementary and secondary education, community colleges, desegregation, 
and integrity and honesty in government. On the other hand, he identified many 
areas that suggest that the state's "willingness to confront new and frustrating 
problems of State government vigorously and with conviction is, at least, ambivalent." 
Among these areas are: low average industrial wages; a high rejection rate of 
North Carolina men for military service; the incidence of veneral disease; 714,000 
elderly citizens living below the poverty level; 983,000 functionally illiterate 
adults; a large percentage of high school graduates who cannot read at 8th grade 
level; mental institutions that do not meet minimum federal standards; inadequate 
programs for nutrition, especially in the food stamp program; inadequate medicare 
and medicaid programs; and a high infant mortality rate. 

The Speaker challenged the House to address these and other issues. He 
expressed his belief that "the right combination of forces are conjoined to permit 
North Carolina to seize the initiative and again show the way", but he warned of 
Toynbee's maxim that "the solutions of the past are simply not good enough to solve 
the problems of the present." 

The Speaker asked the House to permit him to put forward a formal legislative 
program. He concluded by saying that North Carolina has been running behind, that 
"we are going to catch up", and that he hopes to "bring joy back to this house", 
the joy that reflects "the enthusiasm which comes with progress and the pride which 
comes from a job well done." 


SUMMARY OF REMARKS OF LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR JAMES C. GREEN 


The President of the Senate, Lieutenant Governor James C. Green, addressed 
the Senate today. He stated that he was looking forward to working with the 
Governor, the Speaker, members of the General Assembly and members of the executive 
branch. The Lieutenant Governor urged the General Assembly to operate within 
existing resources and not to adopt any new taxes that would increase the tax 
burden on North Carolinians. He called upon the General Assembly to carefully 

‘examine programs and set priorities on the basis of what is necessary for the State 
not just desirable. He asked members to be particularly careful to see that the 
State remains financially strong and that it strictly adhere to the balanced budget 
concept. 

The Lieutenant Governor also urged the adoption of a sunset law--legislation 
that would make programs adopted by the General Assembly automatically expire after 
a certain time unless they were reviewed and readopted by the General Assembly. 
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REMARKS OF SENATE PRESIDENT PRO TEMPORE HENLEY 


The Senate today elected Sen. John T. Henley of Cumberland County as President 


Pro Tempore of the Senate. Upon taking office, Sen. Henley addressed the Senate. 
He pledged his cooperation with the Governor, the President of the Senate, and with 
each Senator, saying that he would not be a part of any faction. He also stressed 
the need for good relations with the House. He suggested that the budget might be 
a difficult problem in the coming session by noting that the 1975 General Assembly 
was forced to cut almost $300 million from the state budget and that the Governor 
and Advisory Budget Commission have received requests for the coming biennium of 
$1.5 billion more than was appropriated last time. He said that it would be 
necessary to "continue to look at the base budget and to cut out undue expenditures," 
and that the people are saying "help those who cannot help themselves, but those 
that can should be put back to work.'"' He concluded by pledging his support for the 
Governor's efforts to prevent crime, improve reading programs in the public schools, 
and to involve citizens in community activities.

exist that outweigh aggravating circumstances found by jury. 

If jury cannot unanimously agree on sentence recommendation "within a 
reasonable time,'' judge must impose sentence of life imprisonment. 

When jury recommends death sentence, it must set forth findings in writing 
indicating which statutory circumstances it found, that sufficient aggravating 
circumstances exist to justify a death sentence, and that there are insufficient 
mitigating circumstances to outweigh aggravating circumstances found. If jury 
cannot unanimously agree on death sentence, judge must impose life imprisonment. 

Provides for automatic review by NC Supreme Court. Supreme Court must

SUMMARY OF GOVERNOR'S LEGISLATIVE AND BUDGET MESSAGE 


James B. Hunt, Jr., Governor of North Carolina, delivered his legislative 
and budget message to the 1977 General Assembly this evening. Noting that in these 
difficult economic times government must become increasingly efficient, the Governor 
promised to return later in the session with proposals to reduce costs, including 
reduction of personnel. While reiterating his opposition to tax increases, he did 
propose that North Carolina's citizens double the amount of voluntary services 
contributed to one another and requested $150,000 to create a Governor's Office of 
Citizen Affairs to facilitate the exchange of services. Among the other matters 
discussed by the Governor were the following: (1) Governor's veto and second term-- 
the people should be offered the opportunity, through the constitutional amendment 
process, to award the governor the veto power and the ability to succeed himself.

(2) Economic recovery and development--At a time of high unemployment and inflation 
on the national level North Carolina's narrowly based economy suffers even more 
severely than the average state. Remedies should include an open door policy to 
beneficial industry, a $1 million expansion of the economic development budget, 
transfer of the Economic Development Division from the Department of Natural and 
Economic Resources to the Department of Commerce, establishment of an Economic 
Development Board of business leaders and of a Labor Force Development Council within 
the Department of Commerce. (3) Transportation-Transportation needs can best be 

met by reestablishing a single Board of Transportation and by voter approval of a 
$300 million highway construction bond issue. (4) Energy--To provide adequate 

energy resources, the State Energy Division should be transferred from the 

Department of Military and Veterans affairs to the Department of Commerce. (5) 
Agriculture--A Governor's Advisory Committee on Agriculture should be created. 

(6) Natural Resources, Communities--A new Department of Natural Resources and 
Community Development is proposed to assist local governments to develop new 
programs and coordinate existing ones. (7) Education--Annual statewide standardized 
testing should begin immediately, with results available to parents and public. By 
1979 minimum competency in reading and mathmatics should be required for high school 
graduation. A Community Schools Act should be passed to ensure that school property 
is available as a community facility. Citizen involvement in education should be 
increased by appointment of school advisory committees. During 1977 $15 million 
should be. appropriated for reading aides and materials in 2,681 first, second, and 
third grade classrooms. During the ensuing three years the program should be 
expanded to every first, second, and third grade classroom. (8) Utilities-the 
Utilities Commission staff should be relocated under an executive director appointed 
by the Governor for a fixed term. The staff should be directed to argue the citizens’ 
case in all rate proceedings and a Citizens Advisory Council should be created to 


present consumers' claims before the Utilities Commission. (9) State Employees--State | 


employee salaries should be raised 6.5 per cent, at a minimum, and the present system |j 
of longevity and other automatic increases should be ‘reexamined. (10) Tax Exemptions- | 
The Governor proposes elimination of the $120 sales tax limit on luxury vehicles and 


doubling of the inheritance tax exemption, to $20,000. (11) Other--The Governor urged | 


ratification of the Equal Rights Amendment, announced a plan to create a Division for 
the Aging within the Department of Human Resources, and stated that he would return 
to the General Assembly within a few weeks with specific proposals on crime.

Sets out powers and 
procedures of city with regard to planning, zoning and building regulations, granting 
public utility franchises, regulating traffic, operating water and sewer systems, 
and exercising eminent domain. Requires claims against city to be presented in 


writing to city manager before court action instituted. Repeals Ch. 101, Private 
Laws 1883 and other conflicting laws. 


SENATE 
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THE PROPOSED BUDGET FOR 1977-79 


Introduction 


Bills were introduced today to appropriate funds for the state's operating 
(identical S 16 and H 51) and capital (identical S 17 and H 52) expenses for the 
next biennium. These expenditures from state funds are part of an overall budget 
of $3.92 billion for fiscal 1977-78. and $4.06 billion for fiscal 1978-79 recommended ~ 
by the Governor and Advisory Budget Commission. The recommendations summarized here 
are primarily those of Governor Holshouser but include all the changes that Governor 
Hunt had time to make following the November election. Most of the expansion items 
highlighted are part of the new governor's program. As the session goes on, Governor 
Hunt may recommend additional revisions. Parts of Governor Hunt's total budget 
package that have not yet been put into legislation, such as the highway bond issue, 
are not included in this summary. 

To achieve a balanced budget, the recommendations for appropriations must 

be matched with expected revenue. In determining what income to expect, predictions 
about the economy must be made. The projections made for the next two fiscal years 
are labelled as "cautiously optimistic," that is, a moderate-to-slow expansion of the 
state's economy. As an example of some of the projections which went into the a 
formula for determining state revenue, the inflation rate is expected to be around 
5.2% each year of the biennium, real personal income to increase by 5.3% in 1977-78 
and by another 4.4% in 1978-79, and unemployment rates for the two coming fiscal 4 
years to be 6.2% and 5.8%. Such an economic picture is expected to result in general © 
fund tax collection (the largest source of state revenues) increases of 11.2% next | 
year and another 10% in 1978-79. The average rate of tax revenue growth over the at 
last decade has been about 10%. (It is also projected that the general fund tax q 





collections for the current fiscal year will be 16.5% above those for 1975-76, 

but that increase includes a $67 million windfall from a change in the income tax af 

withholding schedule made by the 1976 legislature.) al 
The figures below give a broad overview of the state's budget for the cur- : 

rent year and the recommendations for the coming biennium. The main source of 

funds other than the state's general fund and highway fund is the federal govern- 

ment. Most of the federal funds are for categorical grants to the departments of 

human resources and education. Since federal general revenue-sharing funds can be 

spent for any purpose, they are included in the state's general fund revenue (and 

are expected to be about $57 million each year).

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The General Fund 


Introduction. Most state spending and state expenditures go through the ~ 
general fund. State tax revenues other than the gasoline tax go into this fund, in 
addition to federal general revenue-sharing funds. The appropriations from the 
general fund go to all state activities, except the Dep't of Transportation re- 
ceives most of its funding from the highway fund. At the end of this subsection 
is a chart prepared by the Division of State Budget indicating the amount of general 
fund appropriations for each dep't for the current biennium and the recommendations 
for the next biennium. 

It is expected that when the current fiscal year ends there will be $117 


million remaining in the general fund, $45 million of that being revenue that was 


not anticipated and $72 million being reversions of unspent appropriations. The 
general fund appropriations being recommended for 1977-78 are 10.4% above those 
for 1976-77, and the appropriations for 1978-79 are 14.7% above the current ex- 
penditures. Of the general fund appropriations recommended for 1977-78, all but 
10.3% is for continuation of existing programs (though in many instances continua- 
tion at present levels of service means greater expenditures than last year); in 
the second year of the biennium 12.8% is for expansion and capital improvements.

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Highway Fund 


Introduction. Highway fund revenues come from the gasoline tax, sale of 
automobile tags, driver license fees and similar highway-related sources. The pro- 
jections on which the budget are based call for the current year's gasoline tax 
revenue to end up 1.8% above that of 1975-76; for revenue in 1977-78 to be 4.6% above 
the current year, and for 1978-79 to show another 2.4% rise. Consequently, the 
appropriations from the highway fund represent only a modest increase over present 
spending. Appropriations from this source are recommended to increase by 4.7% in 
1977-78 over 1976-77 and by another 2.7% in 1978-79. 

Road Constructton. Highway construction and maintenance accounts for two- 
thirds of highway fund expenditures and is substantially supplemented by federal funds. 
For the next biennium it is recommended that about 36% of state construction and 
maintenance funds be spent on the primary system, 52Z% on the secondary system, 11% 
on the state-maintained portion of the urban System, and 1% on safety improvements, 
recreational highways and public service roads. The recommended highway fund 
appropriations generally show a decline in expenditure for road construction and 
increases for maintenance, as the following figures illustrate:

The appropriations bills carry forward the standard provisions of the Gh BS 
and earlier, appropriations acts on the execution of the budget (but without the 
limitations added in the 1976 act).

Unless 
otherwise indicated, the special provisions are identical in wording with the 1975 
provisions. . 

Human Resources: (1) medicaid payment schedule is the same except that 
the maximum payment for skilled nursing facilities is raised from $25 to $28 per 
day; (2) state to pay 85%, counties 15% of nonfederal costs of medicaid; (3) sched-

federal program funds.

institutes, with stated intent that increases in any per unit formula amounts are 
to be offset by decreases in other per unit formula amounts. 

Board of Governors: (1) same formula for aid to Wake Forest and Duke 
medical schools (but provisions extended to take into account students who are now 
in their third and fourth years); (2) aid to private colleges to follow rules set in 
1976 act; student grant raised from $200 to $300; (3) same schedule for grants to 
community hospitals for family medicine, etc., residencies. 

Cultural Resources: (1) symphony grants-in-aid to be administered by 
Symphony Society; (2) new GS 121-12.1 and -12.2 added to require Dep't of Cultural (\@ 
Resources to receive, analyze and make recommendations concerning requests for fund- | 
ing by private non-profit history, art and cultural organizations; provisions essent- 
ially same as uncodified section of 1975 act.

H 64 Pest Control Act amended GS 106 
Introducer: Creech Sent to Agriculture 


"To amend Article 4C of Chapter 106 of the General Statutes, the Structural 
Pest Control Act." (1) Amends GS 106-65.23 to create Structural Pest Control 
Division in Dep't of Agriculture (now, Structural Pest Control 'Program''). Provides 
that director of Division to be appointed by Comm'r, and director to request funds 
as needed from General Assembly. (2) Amends GS 106-65.27(c) (transfer of license) 
to specify that business may not be operated for more than 90 days in any 12 month 
period without having qualified licensee in control of business (now 90 days or until 
committee meets for each transfer); provides that transferee of license must correct 
all discrepancies for 12 months before transfer; defines discrepancy. (3) Rewrites 
GS 106-65.29 to list purposes for which structural pest control committee may issue 
regulations; purposes include training, testing of operators; records to be kept by 
licensee and safety procedures. (4) Adds new paragraph to GS 105-65.30 to allow 
Comm'r to appoint three special inspectors, with police officer's powers including 
power to arrest with or without warrant; provides that section (section includes 
regular inspections by inspectors) does not apply to licenses, applicators, or 
operators. (5) Rewrites GS 106-65.33 to change punishment for violating article or 
regulation issued by committee from fine and/or two years imprisonment to $100-1,000 
fine and/or 60 days-six months imprisonment. (6) Makes numerous technical changes 
to provide for issuance of operator's identification card (now only applicator's 
identification cards are issued).

"Creating a spectal commtsston to complete the Legtslative Research

As title indicates; creates Special Commission to Study the Feasibility of 
Constructing and Financing a Sports Facility consisting of chairman, co-chairman, 
study committee and advisory subcommittee members of Sports Facility Study 
Committee appointed by Legislative Research Comm'n, pursuant to Res. 119, SL 1975, 
as well as one appointee by Speaker and one by Lt. Governor. Provides that study 
may include study directives in Res. 119, SL 1975. Provides for per diem re- 
imbursement for public members; legislative members receive no additional reimbursement .¢} 
Comm'n expenses paid from 1976-77 Legislative Research Comm'n funds, not to exceed 
. $5,000. Provides that Comm'n report to General Assembly by May 15, 1977, and Comm'n . 

‘expires on that date or filing of report, whichever occurs first.

Board authorized to meet as chairman directs, but must complete duties 10 
days before date for fixing current year's tax rate. Requires notice of first meeting 
by publication. 

Gives board duty of equalizing valuation of all property in county. Requires 
board to hear appeals of valuation by property owners, but specifies no appeal to be 
heard unless owner files written notice of appeal with tax supervisor before board's 
adjournment (GS 105-322(g)(2)a. Allows request for hearing to be made by personal 
appearance before board as well as in writing. Requires record of disposition of 
each appeal to be available for public inspection. Specifies no appeal from board 
except to Property Tax Comm'n as provided by GS 105-324. \)

GS 15A-702(b) provides 9 circumstances excluding periods of delay from time 
limitations: (1) proceedings concerning defendant including mental or physical 
examination, hearing on mental or physical incapacity, trials on other charges, 
interlocutory appeals, pretrial motions; (2) written court approval of deferred 
prosecution so defendant may demonstrate good conduct; (3) absence or unavailability 
of defendant or essential witness; (4) defendant unable to stand trial; (5) when 
prosecutor dismisses case, delay from date of dismissal of original charge to 
date time limitations begin to run for subsequent initiation of charge; (6) when 
defendant joined for trial with co-defendant for whom time for trial has not run 
and no severance motion granted; (7) continuance "for good and sufficient cause" 
granted by judge stating reasons in writing; (8) defendant's case in county with 
limited number of court sessions; (9) defendant in jail outside court's jurisdiction. 
GS 15A-702(c) provides that if time limitations not met because defendant withdraws 
guilty or no contest plea, time limitations begin after plea withdrawal. 

GS 15A-703 provides that defendant may petition for trial when defendant's 
case in county with limited court sessions and time limitations not met.

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SUMMARY OF GOVERNOR'S CRIME CONTROL MESSAGE 


Governor James B. Hunt presented his crime control message to the General Assembly - 
this evening, and in the course of his speech made the following proposals: 


State Government: (1) The present Dep't of Military and Veterans Affairs should be 
reorganized as the Dep't of Crime Control, Public Safety, and Veterans; the new 
department would include the Highway Patrol, a new Governor's Crime Comm'n (to replace 
the Law and Order Comm'n), ABC Enforcement Div., Criminal Justice Information System 
Board, Security and Privacy Board, as well as divisions presently in Military and 
Veterans Affairs. (2) a Juvenile Code Revision Comm'n should be established, to be 
funded from Law Enforcement Assistance Administration funds and to report to next 
session of General Assembly. 


Community Watch Programs: These programs should be extended to all communities in 
the state. 


Law Enforcement Personnel: (1) Minimum salaries for law enforcement officers should 
be raised to $7,600 per year and 240 hours of training should be required of all 
officers (now $6,500 and 160 hours); (2) all magistrates, including those already on 
the job, should have at least 40 hours of training, and an increase to 60 hours 
should be considered; (3) each law enforcement officer should have $1 million in 
liability insurance protection. | 


Substantive Criminal Law Changes: (1) The death penalty should be reenacted for first 
degree murder, but not for rape; (2) presumptive sentencing (in which a judge must 
sentence a person convicted to a prescribed sentence unless he finds that aggravating 
or mitigating circumstances are present) should be considered, and judges" discretion 
should be limited; (3) imprisonment should be mandatory for persons convicted of 
felonies in which a firearm was used; (4) restitution to victims should be encouraged, 
and judges should be able to order restitution even when an active sentence is im- 
posed; (5) public drunkenness should be decriminalized; (6) laws prohibiting receiv- 
ing stolen goods and writing worthless checks should be strengthened; (7) enforcement 
efforts should be concentrated against hard drug pushers. 


Speedy Trials: Legislation requiring trials within 90 days of indictment should be 
passed, to be phased in beginning July 1, 1978, and 14 superior court judges and 
supporting personnel should be added to help implement the; speedy trial legislation; 
(2) unnecessary appeals should be limited, and the need for new appellate judges should 
be examined; (3) pilot programs funded through LEAA should be begun to insure prosecu- 
tion of habitual offenders as quickly as possible. 


Prisons and Correctional Policy: (1) Modular units and training schools should be 

used to relieve overcrowding; (2) Paroles Comm'n should consider early release of 
"low-risk" inmates; (3) money for long-range construction should be included in the 
budget, including money for renovation of Central Prison; (4) work should be required 
of inmates, including work on new prison construction; (5) participation in rehabilita- 
tion programs should be voluntary, and should not affect an inmate's release date; 

(6) parole should be abolished and replaced by a system granting time off for good 
behavior, based on a prescribed formula.

Terms of current members of Law and Order Comm'n expire Feb. 28, 1977 and 
initial appointments of members to new Comm'n to be made by March 1, 1977. Provides 
for three-year terms to be staggered initially by Governor. House and Senate Comm'n 
members to serve two-year terms beginning March 1 in odd-numbered years. | 

Rewrites GS 143B-338 to set out powers and duties of Crime Comm'n. Continues © 
present duties of Law and Order Comm'n and adds following new powers: (1) to serve ~ 
as chief advisory board to Governor on criminal justice system, (2) to develop 
statewide plan for improvement of criminal justice system, and (3) to set objectives 
and priorities for improvement of system. Provides that Crime Comm'n single agency 
responsible for planning for and carrying out LEAA grants. Actions taken by Comm'n 
to be administered by Director of crime control division of Dep't of Crime Control, 
Public Safety and Veterans.

S 82 Commercial fertilizer law GS 106 

Introducer: White Sent to Agriculture 

"To be known as the North Carolina Commercial Fertilizer Law." Adds new article 
setting forth comprehensive regulatory scheme for commercial fertilizers sold in state 
(makes no reference to existing GS Ch. 106, Art. 2 covering same subject). Does not 
apply to unmanipulated animal and vegetable manures and mulches for which no plant 
food content is claimed, nor to sales or exchanges between manufacturers. Requires 
(1) annual registration with Comm'r of Agriculture of all brands of commercial fertil- 
izers, manufactured manure, and fortified mulch before sale, followed by annual report 
of tonnage sold; (2) annual license of fertilizer manufacturers; (3) annual registra- 
tion of persons handling, storing, or distributing liquid fertilizer; (4) "reporting 
permit" (secured by $1000 bond or deposit) for manufacturer, importer, jobber, etc., 
who must make monthly reports, keep records, and pay inspection fee of 25¢ per ton. 
Requires that Comm'r give approval in advance of construction of any fluid fertilizer 
distributing plant. Sets forth required contents and labeling of various types and 
grades of fertilizers. Specifies procedures to be followed by Comm'r in testing 
fertilizers and procedures to be followed by consumer wishing test for use in suit 
for damages. Makes it unlawful to make false representations or to use misleading or 
deceptive brand name with respect to fertilizer; Comm'r may refuse registration fol- 
lowing violation.. Sets forth schedule of penalties to be assessed by Comm'r for 
failure to meet required standards for fertilizers, to be paid to consumers (or to 
Dep't of Agriculture Fund if they cannot be found). Directs Comm'r to issue "stop 
sale, use, or removal" order to owner or custodian of any lot of commercial fertilizer 
violating act, effective until he finds compliance with law. Authorizes seizure of 
non-complying lot of fertilizer on complaint of Comm'r to court of competent juris-— 
diction. Makes 12 types of offense under act misdemeanors punishable by maximum of 
two years imprisonment or fine or both. Authorizes Comm'r to cancel brand registra- 
tion (or refuse to register) in specified circumstances, after hearing under Adminis— 
trative Procedure Act. Where Comm'r finds short weight in commercial fertilizer in 
possession of consumer, he may require registrant to pay penalty of four times value 
of shortage. Imposes 25¢ per ton charge on all commercial fertilizers other than 
those in packages of 5 lbs. or less (for which charge is annual $25 fee per brand, 
plus 25¢ per ton on all annual sales over 100 tons), to cover costs of Dep't of 
Agriculture in administering act; payment exempts manufacturers from local taxes other 
than ad valorem property taxes. Authorizes Board of Agriculture to issue regulations 
dealing with specified subjects. Requires annual (or more frequent) report by Comm'r 
of experience under act. Effective July 1, 1977. 


S 83 Minimum wage raised to $2.30 GS 95 
Introducer: Childers Sent to Manufacturing 


"To amend GS 95-87 by ratstng the state minimum wage to two dollars and thirty 
cents per hour." As title indicates; amends cited statute to raise minimum wage 
required under state minimum wage act (GS Ch. 95, Art. 11) from $2.00 to $2.30 per 
hour. Effective July 1, 1977. 


LOCAL BILLS INTRODUCED 


H 185 Snow Hill charter revised GREENE 
Introducers: Bundy and Rountree Sent to Local Government 2 


"To revise and consolidate the charter of the Town of Snow Hill and to 
repeal prior local acts." Rewrites charter of Snow Hill, setting up mayor - 
commissioner form of government with mayor and five comm'rs. Provides for nonpart- 
isan plurality elections with mayor and comm'rs elected to four year terms. 
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Staggers terms of comm'rs. Comm'rs to appoint town attorney, tax collector, finance 
officer, and other officers and employees. Establishes street assessment procedures 
(including street and sidewalk improvements without a petition from abutting owners). 
Declares area within city limits a bird sanctuary. Sets maximum ad valorem tax rate

land records system. Creates advisory committee to assist Sec'y in above duties, 
consisting of 12 members appointed by Governor for four-year staggered terms: three 
public and one each from nominees of NC Ass'n of Assessing Officers, NC Section of 
American Society of Photogrammetry, NC Chapter of American Institute of Planners, 

NC Section of American Society of Civil Engineers, NC Tax Collectors’ Ass'n, NC Ass'n 
of Registers of Deeds, NC Bar Ass'n, NC Society of Land Surveyors, NC Ass'n of County 
Comm'rs.

Provides that third degree assault, punishable by imprison- 
ment from two to 15 years, includes: (1) unconsented sexual contact or attempted 
unconsented sex act accompanied by aggravating factor, or (2) unconsented sex act. 
Provides for general misdemeanor, punishable by two years and/or fine, if sexual 
assault is (1) unconsented sexual contact or (2) attempted unconsented sex act. 
Provides for increased punishment if defendant convicted of previous sexual assault 
and served active sentence of imprisonment. 

Provides that sexual behavior of defendant or victim irrelevant to prosecuti¢ 
unless such behavior: was between victim and defendant, or shows origin of semen 
other than in alleged sexual assault, or indicates pattern of behavior and outweighs | 
prejudice, confusion of issues, or invasion of privacy interests that would result 
from introduction of evidence. Requires judge to conduct hearing on admissibility of 
evidence in chambers, with record of hearing available only to parties, victim, court 
and attorneys. Prohibits use of word "prosecutrix" or similar words to describe 
victim, and prohibits specified arguments to jury (such as, victim who engages in 
other sexual behavior would be more likely to have consented to sex activity in this | 
instance, etc.). Provides that act does not invalidate general assault laws or | 
offenses against public decency.

If 
new estimate of tax is made after first estimate is reported, subsequent install- 
ments to equal amount that would have been payable if amount had been determined 
under new estimate, increased or decreased by following ratio: difference between 
old and new estimate divided by number of installments remaining.

(3) control of pests, diseases, and products harmful to bees, and harmful strains of 
bees; (4) sites of beeyards; (5) disposition, quarantine, or disinfection of infected 
bees and equipment; (6) use of drugs in treating bee diseases; and (7) registration 
and certification of bee colonies. Comm'r's duties include: (1) protection and 
improvement of honey industry; (2) control of bee theft; (3) hive certification; 
(4) enforcement of regulations; (5) protection of bees from disease; (6) establishment 
of post entry quarantine of imported bees and equipment; (7) adoption and enforcement 
of regulations for clean-up of bee diseases and disorders; and (8) inspection of

Corporations to be licensed under act by Comm'r of 
Insurance and must afford enrollees (subscribers) opportunity to participate in 
policy decisions. Comm'r to pass on financial soundness of corporation's plans for 
providing health services, may require security for performance of plans. Corpora- 
tions to pay certain fees to Comm'r and file annual statements listing financial data, 
number of subscribers, types of services provided, etc. Before license issued, corpora- 
tion must furnish Sec'y of Human Resources list of all hospital facilities and health 
care professionals corporation proposes to deal with or employ, and Sec'y to certify 
to Comm'r that information has been received, and that plan has personnel and equipment 
to fulfill obligations. Books of corporation to be open to Comm'r for examination 
under oath. 

Comm'r authorized to conduct public hearings on conduct of business by corpora- 
tion and on reasonableness of rates charged. Also empowered to revoke license of 
corporation if finds violation of articles of incorporation or by-laws, or that health 
care plan financially unsound or in violation of act or regulations. Revocation appeal- 
able to Wake County Superior Court.

Introducer: Messer Sent to Insurance

H 291 Insurance rate procedure amended GS 58 


Introducer: Revelle Sent to Insurance 


"To repeal Articles 13, 13A, 13B, and 25 of General Statutes Chapter 58 
relating to the Fire Insurance Rating Bureau, fire and casualty tnsurance rate 
regulations, and regulation of automobile Ltabtlity insurance rates; to provide 
a new and competitive method of rate regulation of fire, casualty, and automobile 
liability insurance; and to prevent momopoly and collusion in rate making." Repeals | 
Articles 13 (fire insurance rate regulation), 13A (casualty insurance rate regulation), 
138 (miscellaneous insurance regulation), and 25 (regulation of auto liability 
insurance rates). Adds new Article 13C to GS Ch. 58 to provide for system of 
filing rates with Comm'r of Insurance and regulated competitive rates for fire, 
casualty, and auto liability insurance (now, single statewide rate). Provides 
that insurer may continue using rate pending court review of Comm'r of Insurance's 
disapproval provided insurer places allegedly excessive amount of premiums collected 
in escrow account. 

Rate must not be excessive, inadequate, or unfairly discriminatory. Rate 
not excessive if reasonable price competition at consumer level; if no competition, 
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rate excessive if produces unreasonably high long-run profit. Rate inadequate only 
if unreasonably low and continued use endangers insurer's solvency, will destroy 
competition, or create monopoly. Rate not unfairly discriminatory if equitably 
reflects differences in expected losses and expenses. Provides criteria for setting 
rates. Consideration may be given to past and prospective loss and expense experience 
in and outside state, profit, policy dividends, other relevant factors. Risks may be 
grouped by classifications for setting rates and minimum premiums. Rates may be 
modified for individual risks based on standards measuring impact on loss or 
expense. Expense may include insurer's operating methods and its expense experience. 
Rates and rate changes must be filed with Comm'r before can be effective. Comm'r 
May require supporting data. Rates may be established by insurer or rating organi- 
zation. Comm'r, after hearing, may disapprove rate if finds it excessive, in- 
adequate, or unfairly discriminatory; but Comm'r's order cannot affect policy 
issued before that date; allows insurer to continue rate in effect pending judicial 
review provided escrow account funded to refund overcharges. Requires rating 
organizations to be licensed by Comm'r and specifies information to be included 
with license application. Existing rating organizations may continue but must file 
application within 30 days of effective date of act. Requires advisory organizations 
(defined as person preparing policy forms or making underwriting rules incident to 
rate making) to file specified information with Comm'r. Requires joint underwriting 
and joint reinsurance organizations to file specified information with Comm'r. Pro- 
vides that insurers may act together to make rates, prepare policy forms, under- 
writing rules, furnish loss or expense data, conduct research, etc. Provides that 
insurer must not assume obligation to adhere to certain rates other than to policy- 
holder or other insurer under common management of member of joint underwriting or 
reinsurance organization. Provides that Comm'r must issue reasonable rules so insurers 
may report loss and expense data to him. Requires Comm'r to examine licensed rating 
organizations and advisory organizations at least every 5 years, and authorizes him 
to examine joint underwriting and reinsurance organizations, with cost of examination 
paid by organization. Provides that any person aggrieved by insurance rate may 
request that insurer review complaint. If person dissatisfied with insurer's relief, 
may file complaint with and request hearing with Comm'r, who may issue appropriate 
order after conducting hearing. Comm'r may impose up to $500 penalty on person or 
organization violating provision of act; up to $5,000 if willful violation. Comm'r 
may suspend license of rating organization or insurer failing to comply with Comm'r 
order, but suspension not effective while court reviews order. No penalty imposed 
or license suspended except upon written order of Comm'r stating his findings. Pro- 
vides that policy forms (except for fidelity, surety, guaranty bonds and inland 
marine risks) not deliverable unless filed with Comm'r and either approved or 
disapproved within 30 days on grounds of deception, etc. 

Effective 90 days after ratification.

Introducer: Revelle Sent to Insurance 


"To provide improved access by insurance guaranty associations to the assets of 
insolvent insurers, to establish priorities for the distribution of assets of insolvent 
insurers, and to provide a premium tax offset in lteu of recoupment tn rates for tnsurers 
paying assessments pursuant to guaranty association statutes.' Amends GS 58-155.11 to 
define "associations" as NC Insurance Guaranty Ass'n, NC Life and Accident and Health 
Insurance Guaranty Ass'n, and similar organizations in other states. (Guaranty ass'ns 
are means of avoiding loss to policyholders by distributing obligations of insolvent 
insurer to other insurers. Now NC insurers required to belong to NC Life and Accident 
and Health Insurance Guaranty Ass'n if they write insurance of those kinds, and to NC 
Insurance Guaranty Ass'n if they write other kinds of insurance.) Revises GS 58-155.27 
to establish following priorities for claims in delinquency proceeding to liquidate, 
rehabilitate, reorganize or conserve insurer: Gr) administration expenses; (2) employee 
compensation; (3) tax claims secured by liens; (4) claims by policyholders, benefici- 
aries, insureds, and liability claimants against insureds, and claims of guaranty ass ns 
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as defined above; (5) unsecured claims by federal, state, and local governments; 
(6) claims of guarantee fund certificate holders, guarantee capital shareholders and 
surplus note holders; and (7) proprietary claims of shareholders, members or other 
owners (now, employees get priority). Amends GS 58-155.11 (procedure for delinquency , 
proceedings against NC insurer) to require that within 120 days of court liquidation @ 
order, insolvent insurer's receiver (Insurance Comm'r) to apply to court for approval ~ 
of proposal to disburse insolvent company's assets, as they become available, to 
guaranty ass'ns. Proposal must provide for reserving amounts for claims within 
priorities of GS 58-155.27, equitable allocation of disbursements to each of guaranty 
ass'ns entitled, securing by Comm'r from each ass'n an agreement to return to Comm'r ~ 
assets previously disbursed as may be required to pay claims of higher priority, and 7 
full report by each ass'n to Comm'r accounting for assets disbursed. Comm'r must give © 
notice of disbursement proposal by certified mail to guaranty ass'ns and comm'rs of 
insurance in each state. 

Amends GS 58-155.45(4) to provide that claim of guaranty ass'n against person 
insured by insolvent insurer may be filed directly with Comm'r but may not be asserted 
in legal action against insured. & 

Amends GS 58-155.45(5) (ii) to define "insolvent insurer" as one determined to 
be insolvent and ordered liquidated by final order of court. Amends GS 58-155.48(a) (3) 
to provide that, with regard to insurance other than life, annuity, accident and health 
mortgage, workmen's compensation, and employer's liability, when guaranty ass'n require 
insurers to pay assessment for claim against insolvent insurer, it must issue to each ~ 
paying insurer certificate of contribution for amount paid; such certificate may be 
offset against insurer's premium taxes in amount of 20% of assessment per year for five 
consecutive years, and insurer may list certificate as asset for five years (100% of ~ 
face value first year, reduced by 20% each year thereafter). Amends GS 58-155.56

and half hour before sunrise. Violation made misdemeanor punishable by $25-$50 fine; 
second or subsequent offense, $100-$200 fine or maximum 60 days imprisonment, or both. 
Authorizes wildlife protectors to enforce act. 


H 280 Surry-no hunting w/gun on road SURRY 
Introducers: Diamont, Gentry, and Collins Sent to Wildlife 


"To prohtbtt hunting with firearms from the right-of-way of htghways in 
Surry County." Prohibits taking or hunting animal with firearm from highway in 
Surry County. Violation made misdemeanor punishable by maximum $50 fine or 30 days 
imprisonment, or both. Authorizes wildlife protectors to enforce act. 


H 281 Belville incorporated (Iden. S 146) BRUNSWICK 
Introducer: Ward Sent to Local Government 1 


"To incorporate the Town of Belville in Brunswick County." Incorporates Town 
of Belville, setting up governing body composed of mayor and four-member board of 
comm'rs. Names John Long as mayor, and John Boney, B. N. Gallaway, Marshall Tinsley, 
and Joe Keisler as comm'rs to serve until municipal election in November, 1977, with 
vacancies until then to be filled by remaining comm'rs. Provides for comm'rs to serve 
staggered four-year terms and mayor to serve two-year term, and provides for nonparti- 
san elections, decided by plurality vote. Allows mayor to vote only to break ties. 
Provides for town's taxing authority beginning fiscal 1977-78, and sets out town 
boundaries. 
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H 282 Anson school board terms ANSON 
Introducer: Hightower Sent to Education 






"To provide for a second primary and four-year staggered terms for members off 
the Anson County Board of Education, and the filling of vacanetes." Amends 1967 SL, 
Ch. 261 to (1) provide that successors to present school board members to serve four- 
year terms and to be nominated and elected at next primary and election for school 
board (now, members serve six-year terms); (2) delete provision allowing nomination 
and election by plurality (effect is to provide for second primary); (3) repeal provi-7 
sion allowing board members to fill vacancies for remainder of unexpired terms and 
add provision authorizing board to fill vacancies until next school board election 
(if more than two years left in vacating member's term), otherwise by board for 
remainder of unexpired term (if less than two years left in term). Effective upon 
ratification, but not to apply to appointments to fill vacancy that occurred before 
ratification.

Introducers: Hairston, Varner and Lambeth Sent to Local Government 1 


"To amend Chapter 1073 of the 1959 Sesston Laws to have Davte County Shertff 
tssue ptstol permits." Amends sec. 4 of cited act to transfer duty of issuing weapon 
permits and maintaining records from superior court to sheriff. (Effect is to place | 
Davie County under GS Ch. 14, Art. 52A instead of Art. 53.) 


H 284 Columbus deeds validated COLUMBUS 
Introducer: Wright Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To valtdate acts of assistant and deputy registers of deeds in Columbus 
County." WValidates acts of Columbus County assistant and deputy registers of deeds 
performed before formal appointment and swearing into office as required by GS 161-6 
(cited statute authorizes register of deeds to appoint deputy and assistants, and 
requires filing of certificates of appointment with superior court clerk). 


H 295 Greensboro land conveyance allowed GUILFORD 
Introducers: Seymour, Gilmore, Frye, Morgan, Sent to Local Government 1 
Sawyer, Short, and Webb 


"Authortzing the City of Greensboro to convey a fee simple determinable 
estate tn approximately ten acres of land to the Greensboro Fireman's Club, a 
nonprofit corporation." Authorizes Greensboro City Council to convey certain 
land (described in bill) to Greensboro Fireman's Club. Allows conveyance without 
compensation to city, and without advertising for bids. If club becomes inactive, 
or if land not used for training and recreation of firemen, land to revert to city. 
Authorizes city council to add other conditions to use of land.

Introducers: Seymour, Gilmore, Frye, Morgan, Sent to Local Government 1 
Sawyer, Short and Webb 


"To amend the Charter of the Ctty of Greensboro, as revised and reorganized 
by Chapter 1137 of the Session Laws of 1959, as amended." Amends section 4.128 of 
Greensboro Charter (as enacted in 1965 SL, Ch. 42) to allow city council to delegate 
authority to release rights in water, sewer easements, or right-of-way. except street 
right-of-way, to planning board. Require report by city manager and city council that 
easement no longer needed before board may act. Amends Sec. 7.21 of charter (as 
enacted by SL 1961, Ch. 686, and amended by SL 1963, Ch. 55) to allow city manager to 
release persons liable to city for damage to city's personal property if city attorney 
issues statement listing damages, and total damages are $5,000 or less (now, $1,000).

Introducer: E. White Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To amend Article 14 of Chapter 14 of the General Statutes relative to 
burglary and other housebreakings to provide for forfettures." Adds new GS 14-54.1 
making following subject to forfeiture: (1) property intended for use in unlawful 
breaking and entering; (2) conveyances (vehicles, vessels, or aircraft) intended for 
use to conceal, convey, or transport property or person used in any breaking or enter- 
ing. No conveyance to be forfeited if (a) unlawfully in possession of person other 
than owner, (b) subject to security interest of party who had no knowledge of crime, 
(c) owner or other person in charge of conveyance did not consent to breaking and 
entering, or (d) violation involved is not a felony under GS Ch. 14, Art. 14. Allows 
property subject to forfeiture to be seized by law enforcement officer upon process 
issued by court, or without process if (1) seizure is incident to arrest or search 
under search warrant, or (2) property is subject to prior judgment in favor of state. 
Agency having custody may (1) retain property for official use, (2) sell it unless 
required by law to be destroyed or harmful to public, (3) transfer any conveyance to 
Dep't of Justice when, in judge's discretion, it may be of use to Dep't, or (4) 
sell it as surplus property, with proceeds of sale to go to county school fund. Pro- 
vides that conveyances subject to forfeiture under act "shall be forfeited as in the 
case of conveyances used to conceal, convey or transport intoxicating beverages." 

(GS 18A-21 provides procedure for seizing conveyance used in liquor violation; GS 18A- 
24 provides that upon conviction court (not seizing law enforcement agency) decides 
how to dispose of seized conveyance). 


H 300 Repeal unwed mothers reporting law GS 130 
Introducer: Tennille Sent to Human Resources 


"To repeal G.S. 130-58.1 concerning neglected tllegitimate children." As title 
indicates; cited statute authorizes Dep't of Human Resources to notify local dep'ts of 
social services when unwed mothers have had three or more children out of wedlock, 
local dep't to notify mother she is subject to report to local dep't for "consultation 
and advice." If unwed mother does not report, dep't to initiate investigation of 
parent, and if appropriate, child neglect proceedings under GS 7A-286.

H 302 Eyeglasses advertising allowed GS 90

"To provide that the advertising of the price of ophthalmic materials be 
permitted in North Carolina." Amends sections of GS Ch. 90, Art. 6 (Optometry) and 
Art. 17 (Dispensing Opticians) to allow advertising of opthalmic materials. Amends 
GS 90-249 to specify that such advertising is not unethical practice, for which Board 
of Opticians may revoke optical license.

H 307 Tender offer disclosure (Iden. S 156) GS 55, 62, 78 
Introducer: C. Holt Sent to Corporations 
"To be known as the North Carolina Tender Offer Disclosure Act." Enacts new 
NC Tender Offer Disclosure Act. Applies to tender offers (takeover bids) made to 
designated companies (target companies). Defines target companies as companies having 
100 or more shareholders of record, incorporated under NC law and with substantial 
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assets or principal place of business in NC or incorporated under law of other state 
and having substantial assets and place of business in NC. Defines tender offer as 
offer to acquire enough shares of stock (equity security) of target company that 
offeror will have more than 5% of outstanding shares. Five percent figure includes 
shares held by offeror before making tender offer and shares to be acquired if 
tender offer is accepted. Includes takeover attempts made by significant acquisitions 
of target company's stock through stock market. Excludes offers made to not more than 
15 stockholders in any 12-month period, offers made on equal terms to all shareholders 
that are approved by target company's board of directors, offers involving purchase of 
less than 2% of target company's outstanding securities in any 12-month period, and 
offers by target company to acquire its own stock. 

Requires offeror to file with Sec'y of State “information statement" disclosing 
information about itself and, in specified instances, "ownership statement." Prohibits 
offeror from making tender offer unless it files information statement at least 30 days 
before making tender offer, sends copy of statement to target company, and notifies 
leading wire services of material terms of proposed offer. Requires statement to con- 
tain information about offeror, its holdings in and business with target company, its 
financial condition, sources of money to complete offer, other financial data, and its 
plans for target company. Sets out what tender offers must contain and limitations on 
them, including right to withdraw offer, effect of increase in offering price and effect 
of tender offer by different offeror. Requires person owning more than 3% of stock of 
company to file ownership statement with Sec'y within ten days after purchasing stock 
and to send copy to target company; ownership statement to set out information about 
purchaser, transaction in which securities acquired and purpose of acquisition. Makes 
failure to file ownership statement ground to preclude filing of information statement 
for 180 days after purchasing shares. 

Requires Sec'y to hold hearing concerning tender offer if requested to do so by 
target company or by holders of 10% or more of target company's stock; enables Sec'y to 
call hearing if one is not requested; if hearing not held, tender offer may be made 30 
days after information statement filed; if hearing held, tender offer may not be made 
until Sec'y allows it to be made. Empowers Sec'y to enter order that tender offer may 
not be made if he finds offer fails to give full and fair disclosure to offerees con- 
cerning terms of offer, offer will not be made to all target company's stockholders on 
substantially equal terms, or offeror has not complied with Act or NC Securities Act, 
if applicable; otherwise Sec'y to allow tender. Empowers Sec'y to investigate suspected 
violations of Act, issue subpoenas, make rules to carry out powers, and resort to powers 
granted in GS 78A-46, -49, and -50 (NC Securities Act). Provides for civil and crimi- 
nal liability for violations of act; defines deceptive practices. Contains interstate 
reciprocity provision. 


H 308 Credit union law amended GS 54 
Introducer: Webb Sent to Banking 


"To amend Articles 14A through 14L of Chapter 54 of the General Statutes, 
relating to credit unions." Amends GS 54-109.11 to amend schedule for credit 
union minimum fidelity performance bond requirements, to provide schedule for 
decreasing coverage per million as assets rise, with minimum of $5 million coverage 
if assets over $150 million.

"To rewrite Chapter 86 of the General Statutes relating to trusts." Repeals 
GS Ch. 36, and adds new Ch. 36A. Organizes Ch. 36A into eight articles. According 
to materials accompanying legislation, articles make following important changes 
from present law: (1) Art. 1, Investment and Deposit of Trust Funds. Article makes 
clear that fiduciary in investing, managing, etc., trust estate must observe "prudent 
man" standard, and may invest in any asset if he complies with that standard, subject 
to restrictions in trust document or imposed by court (present rule is that fiduciary 
must invest in specified types investments); specifies that employee trusts not subject 
to rules governing accumulation of income.

Adds new sections allowing trustee to (1) loan money to trust if trans- 
action is fair, or (2) loan funds from one trust to another or sell assets from one 
trust to another if transaction is fair and authorized by trust instrument. Art. 6, 
Uniform Common Trust Fund Act. Retains substance of present law. Art. 7, Trusts of 
Death Benefits. Specifies that any death benefits (including life insurance) may be 
res of trust; and specifies that testamentary trusts with death benefits as res to be 
treated in same manner as inter vivos trusts with death benefits as res. Art. 8, 
Testamentary Trustees. Codifies present Art. 9, GS Ch. 36, in this article. Repeals 
present Ch. 36, Art. 8. Effective Jan. 1, 1978, for proceeding begun on or after that 
date, except that following articles have specific applicability provisions: Art. 1 
applies to all fiduciaries, including those appointed before Act's effective date; 
Art. 5 applies to (1) trust agreements entered into after Act becomes effective; 
(2) wills of testators dying after that date; and (3) other wills and trusts if con- 
tract obligations not impaired. Art. 7 applies to beneficiary designations made by 
persons dying after effective date of Act. 


S 154 Wrongful death law revision GS 28A, 44 
Introducer: Wm. Smith Sent to Judiciary 1 


_ "To rewrite the law regarding wrongful death in order to resolve tn- 
consistency and to provide for a logical distribution of a recovery." Amends 
GS 28A-18-1 and -2 to provide that if death caused by wrongful act, only one 
wrongful death action allowed, to be brought by decedent's personal representative, 
on written request of dependent; both losses to estate and to decedent's dependents 
to be sought in that action. If decedent had initiated personal injury action before 
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death, allows representative to discontinue it or consolidate it with wrongful 
death action, but personal injury action may not continue as separate action against 
Same party, and if final judgment rendered in personal injury ety wrongful death 
action may not be brought (now, personal injury may survive decedent s death, even 
if wrongful death action brought). Establishes two types of damages in wrongful 
death action: (1) damages recoverable in personal injury action (medical costs, 
pain and suffering, punitive damages) as well as funeral expenses; and (2) damages 
to dependents for loss of decedent. Type (1) damages subject to decedent's debts 
or distributed in accordance with will or laws of intestate succession, and type 
(2) not subject to decedent's debts and to be awarded to specific individual suffering” 
loss (now, both types of damages recoverable and not subject to debts of decedent 
except for burial expenses and medical expenses not exceeding $500; and type (2) 
damages, although based on loss to specific dependents, distributed to all dependents 
through will or intestate succession). Includes parent among persons entitled to 
recover type (2) damages. Provides for pro rate sharing of assets based*on amount of 7 
each award recovered if award exceeds defendant's assets. Limits commission of 
decedent's personal representative by specifying commission to be based only on 
type (1) damage. Amends GS 28A-13-3 (a)(23) to broaden representative's power to 
settle wrongful death claims. Makes conforming changes to various sections Ch. 28A 
and 44. Effective Sept. 1, 1977 for estates of persons dying on or after that date.

H 310 Judges appointed-Constitution (Iden. S 158) CONSTITUTION, GS 7A 
Introducer: Helms Sent to Courts 


"To amend the Constitution of North Carolina to provide for nonpartisan 
selection of justices and judges of the General Court of Justice." Proposes 
amendment to Art. IV, Sec. 16 (election of appellate and superior court judges) 
to provide for appointment by Governor of all justices (except Chief Justice) 
and judges from list of nominees submitted by a Judicial Nominating Comm'n 
(INC) .(Implementing statutory provisions set out in S 157, immediately above.) 

) States that justices and judges to be selected solely upon basis of "personal 
and professional fitness", free from influences of "partisan political activity". 

Beginning Jan. 1, 1980, Governor to fill vacancy in office of Chief Justice 
by appointing associate justice to fill vacancy in office of associate justice or 
judge of General Court of Justice by appointment from list of nominees submitted 
by JNC. If Governor fails to appoint within time specified by General Assembly, 
Lt. Gov. to make appointment from same list. Term of initial appointment extends 
to January 1 after next election for members of General Assembly held more than 
one year after appointment made. At that election, voters decide on whether 
appointee should be retained; percentage required for retention (not less than 
50%) to be set by General Assembly. If approved, judge serves regular term subject 
to retention vote at end of term. 

Term of office of appellate and superior court judges remains at eight years; 
district judge's term to be fixed by General Assembly but not to exceed eight years 
(now, four years). 

Voting on retention of appellate judges, and special superior court judges 
authorized by General Assembly (if any) to be by voters of whole state; voting on 
regular superior court judges by voters of judicial divisions;voting on district 
judges by voters of judicial district. 

JNC to be at least 1/3 Governor's appointees and at least 1/3 Chief Justice's 
appointees with at least one member from each judicial district. General 
Assembly may provide for exercise of JNC powers, including power of nomination, by 
panels of less than full membership but at least 1/3 of panel to be appointees of 
Governor and 1/3 of Chief Justice. Majority of panel nominating trial judge must 
reside in that judicial division; 1/3 of panel nominating district judge must be 
residents of that district. Panel nominating appellate judge must include at least 
one member from each division. No person (other than Chief Justice) holding office 
under Art. II (legislative), III (executive Council of State), or IV (judicial) of 
Constitution eligible to be member of JNC during term of office. Initial appointments 
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to JNC to be made by March 15, 1979 for terms beginning Jan. \ Ube Be 62 ke ; 

Provides that justices and judges elected before Janel, 19805. tor terns 
extending beyond that date not affected by above provisions; such judges may stand 
for retention at end of term. When term runs out for special superior court judge 
app'ted before Jan.1, 1980, office filled by nomination and appointment as provided 
above. Sets Jan. 1, 1981 as end of term for appellate judge, regular superior court — 
judge, and district judge appointed before Jan.1, 1980; each such office to be filled” 
for regular term by election in Nov. 1980 under present election procedures. Otherwis 
all vacancies occuring in judicial offices after Jan. 1, 1980 to be filled by 
nomination by JNC and appointment by Governor. 

Any associate justice in office on Jan. l, 1980 eligible for appointment by 
Governor to Chief Justice when vacancy arises. 

Conforming amendments made in Article IV, Secs. 9(1) and 10. Amendment to 
be voted on in general election of November, 1978. Sets out ballot language. Effecti 


January 1, 1979 if approved by voters. 


H 311 Judges appointed-statutes (Iden. S 157) GS 7A 
Introducer: Helms Sent to Courts 


"To create a Judicial Nominating Comnisston and to tmplement the nonpartisan § 
plan for the selection of judges as requtred by Article IV, Sectton 16, of the North @| 
Carolina Constitution." Adds new Article IA ("Selection and Tenure of Judges") to 
GS Ch. 7A. Provides effective Jan. 1, 1980, that Governor (1) to fill vacancy in 
office of Chief Justice by appointing associate justice; (2) to appoint other justice 
and judges of the General Court of Justice from nominations of Judicial Nominating | 
Commission (JNC). 

JNC membership. Members-at-large (12): Four nonlawyers, one per judicial 
division, appointed by Governor; two nonlawyers, from different judicial divisions, j) 
one appointed by President pro tem of Senate, and one by Speaker of House; four lawyem 
one per judicial division, appointed by Chief Justice; and two Supreme Court justices) 
appointed by the Court, to serve as chairman and chairman pro tem of the JNC. Divi- | 
sional members (20): eight nonlawyers, two per judicial division, appointed by Gover 
nor; eight lawyers, two per judicial division, appointed by Chief Justice; two non- 
lawyers, one appointed by President pro tem and one by Speaker; and two lawyers, one ™ 
appointed by President pro tem and one by Speaker. District members (120): 60 non-— 
lawyers, two per judicial district, appointed by Governor; and 60 lawyers, two per 
judicial district, appointed by Chief Justice. Exclusive of chairman and chairman pr 
tem, members~at-large and divisional members must each be resident of different judi- 
cial district. To ensure this distribution, Chief Justice shall first make appointme 
then Governor, then President pro tem, then Speaker. 

Chairman and chairman pro tem serve at pleasure of Supreme Court; other membé 
(except legislative members) serve staggered four-year terms. Legislative members 
serve two years. No member, other than chairman or chairman pro tem, eligible for 
appointment to a judicial office created or vacated during member's service on JNC am 
for six months thereafter. 

JNC powers, procedure. Panels of full Commission to nominate as follows 
(chairman or chairman pro tem sit on all panels): members-at-large to nominate assoc 
iate justices, Court of Appeals judges and special superior court judges; at-large am 
divisional members resident in division of vacancy to nominate regular superior court 
judges; and at-large and divisional members resident in division of vacancy, and dist 
members resident in district of vacancy, to nominate district court judges. Powers @ 
JNC other than making nominations to be exercised by executive panel consisting of 
chairman or chairman pro tem and at-large and divisional members. Panel may direct i 
public hearings anywhere in state, publicize vacancies, solicit declarations of avail 
ability for nomination, and adopt rules of procedure. Simple majority of panel const 
tutes a quorum, but no nomination may be made except upon concurrence of at least a 
majority of members of nominating panel. 

Nominating procedure. Candidate for appointment to office of associate justi 
or judge, to be considered, must notify JNC. For vacancy in office on appellate cour 
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(except Chief Justice), JNC must nominate three names; for vacancy in office of trial 
judge, JNC must nominate two or three names. Nominations may be submitted from 60 days 
before to 60 days after vacancy. Governor to make nominations public, and must appoint 
one of nominees within 30 days; if he fails to do so, Lt. Governor to make appointments 
from same list. 

Terms of office. Justice or judge appointed to serve until January 1 following 
next election for members of General Assembly occurring more than one year after appoint- 
ment. Retains regular term of appellate and superior court judges of eight years; in- 


creases regular term of district court judge to six years for judges taking office Jan. 1, 
1980 or after. 


Retention-rejection elections. Beginning Jan. 1, 1980, justice or judge desir- 
ing to remain in office beyond his current term must notify State Board of Elections 
within four to six months before term expires. Failure to notify Board creates 
vacancy. Ballot bears no party designation, contains only question whether justice 

or judge shall be retained in office; if 60% vote yes, justice or judge elected to 
succeeding regular term; if not, vacancy created. For retention of appellate and 
special superior court judges, all voters eligible to vote; for retention of regular 
superior court judges, voters of judge's judicial division eligible to vote; and for 
retention in office of district court judges, voters of judge's district eligible. 

Transitional provisions. Term of office of any justice or judge elected before 
Jan. 1, 1980 unaffected; but judge required to stand for retention under this article 
for additional term. Term of office of special superior court judge appointed before 
Jan. 1, 1980 unaffected, but office to be filled subsequently by nomination by JNC and 
appointment by Governor. Terms of judges appointed before Jan. 1, 1980 to term extend- 
ing beyond that date end on Jan. 1, 1981, and office is filled at Nov., 1980 election 
for regular term under present partisan election procedures. 

Application to special superior court judges. Provides that special superior 
court judges subject to Article, with following special provisions: term of office 
for judge retained by voters is eight years; each division entitled to two special 
judges. 

Partisan political activity prohibited. Prohibits candidates and nominees 
for judgeships from making contributions to or holding office in political party or 
from taking part in political campaign for candidates for elective office. Political 
activity of incumbent justices or judges regulated by code of judicial conduct promul- 
gated by Supreme Court. 

Conforming amendments made in various sections of GS Ch. 7A. GS 7A-45(b) 
(vacancy in office of special superior court judge), 7A-142 (vacancies in district 
court judgeships), and 7A-147 (specialized district court judgeships) repealed. 

Effective January 1 (no year indicated, but intended to be 1979) provided 
proposed amendment to Article IV, Sec. 16 (see H 310) ratified.

H 331 Boll weevil law amended GS 106 
_ Introducer: Revelle Sent to Agriculture 


"To amend the Untform Boll Weevil Eradication Act, Article 4F of 

Chapter 106." Amends GS 106-65.73 to authorize Comm'r of Agriculture to 
promulgate regulations on movement of regulated articles (things capable 
of carrying boll weevil, such as cotton plants and mechanical cotton pickers) 
into NC from states infested with boll weevil. (GS 106-65.78 makes violation 

of regulation a misdemeanor punishable by fine of $50 to $1000 or one year's 
) imprisonment or both.) Amends GS 106-65.74 to (1) authorize Comm'r to issue 
regulations banning planting of cotton within areas which are part of "elimination 
zones'' (areas where boll weevil eradication programs are established), if planting 
will jeopardize success of program or present hazard to health or safety; (2) em- 
power Comm'r to set schedule of penalty fees not exceeding $25 per acre for growers 
| in elimination zones who fail to meet regulations on reporting acreage and par- 
| ticipating in cost-sharing; (3) empower Comm'r to destroy cotton within zone if not 
in compliance with regulations. Amends GS 106-65.75 to empower Comm'r to establish 
procedures for purchase and destruction of commercial cotton in elimination zones. 
Amends GS 106-65.75 to extend prohibition on payment by Comm'r to cover those who 
planted cotton in elimination zone in violation of regulations (now, if in violation 
of statute).

Memorializes 
former legislator, solicitor and superior court judge named in title.

S 170 Beer, wine restaurant sales limit GS 18A 
Introducer: Winters Sent to Alcohol Control 


"To amend G.S. 18A-52 by adding a new subsectton defining 'restaurant'." 

} Adds new subsection (k) to cited section to limit on-premise beer and wine sales 
to restaurants seating at least 36, having kitchen facility, and engaged primarily 
in serving meals, when county or city votes for on-premises sale restricted to 
Grade A restaurants (leaving counties and cities with option to vote for on- 
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premise beer sales at other premises). Empowers State ABC Board to specify which i 
restaurants meet definition. Applicable only to counties and cities voting for 
Grade A restaurant sales after ratification of act. )

Amendment adopted in House 3/1/77 adds handicapped persons to those who may 
be fed in public school cafeterias; and amends title of bill to reflect that change. 


H 90 Const homestead'exempt both sexes (digested in Bulletin No. 12, p. 73) 

Amendment adopted in House 3/1/77 clarifies that only married owner of home- 
stead need get spouse's signature on deed to have valid transfer and changes langu- 
age of ballot to make it clear that purpose is to give married man rights currently 
given to married woman. 


H 119 Dep't crime control, pub safety (digested in Bulletin No. 15, p. 93) 
Committee substitute adopted in House 3/1/77 changes name of the reorganized 
department to Crime Control and Public Safety rather than Crime Control, Public 
Safety and Veterans Affairs; amends title to reflect new name, Transfers following 4g! 
agencies to new dep't by type I transfer (all authority and functions become res- 
ponsibility of head of new dep't): National Guard, Civil Preparedness Agency, Civil 
Air Patrol, Highway Patrol, Enforcement Division of State ABC Board, and Crime Control 
Division of Dep't of Natural and Economic Resources (created by Ch. 11, SL 1977). 
Governor's Crime Comm'n (created by Ch. 11, SL 1977) transferred by type II transfer 
(under direction and supervision of new dep't but independently exercising authority) 
to new dep't. Veterans Affairs Division of present Dep't of Military and Veterans 
Affairs transferred.to Dep't of Administration by type I transfer, with Sec'y of 
Administration to employ ass't sec’y for veterans affairs. Various conforming 
and clarifying changes made in provisions concerning Highway Patrol, including the 
following: (1) specifies that SHP commandant to be appointed by Governor (same as 
now) and number of subordinate officers to be approved by Governor (now, by Governor 
and Advisory Budget Comm'n); (2) requirement for SHP members to give bond eliminated; 
(3) Governor's authority to require additional duties of SHP eliminated; and (4) SHP 
and Division of Motor Vehicles to continue to have joint use of office space until 
arrangements changed by agreement. Various changes made in provisions concerning 
transfer of enforcement division of State ABC Board to new dep't as new Alcohol Law 
Enforcement Division with result that State ABC Board retains all powers to issue 
permits but authority to investigate applicant jointly shared; all investigation 
of premises, books, etc. of permit holders becomes responsibility of Alcohol Law 
Enforcement Division in new dep't; authority to set quality standards for beer and 
wine remains with Board but both Board and new enforcement division authorized to 
test beverages, and enforcement division given exclusive authority to confiscate 
beer and wine not meeting standards, inspect premises, examine books, etc. Other 


changes concerning ABC enforcement include (1) new specification that alcohol 

law enforcement agents to enforce drug laws, and (2) elimination of bond requirement 
for state officers. Allows director of enforcement division in new dep't to 
commission ABC Board employees as enforcement agents as well. Retains effective 
date of April 1, 1977 but gives dep'ts until July 1, 1977 to complete transfer of 
personnel, equipment and functions of agencies to new dep't.

Provides for 
council-manager form of government, with governing body of five council members and 
mayor. Provides for election of mayor and council by nonpartisan plurality method 
for four-year terms. Staggers terms of council members (with three members and 
mayor elected in 1977, and two members elected in 1979). Council to appoint manager, | 
city attorney, city clerk, and tax collector; manager to appoint other employees. | 
Authorizes city to make street improvements and assess abutting owners under Art. 10, 
GS Ch. 160A without petition if council makes specified findings of fact. Author- 
izes city to make sidewalk improvements and assess property owners without petition. 
Repeals numerous prior local laws affecting Marion. 


H 338 Wound reports required in Rowan ROWAN 
Introducers: Nash and Neal Smith Sent to Judiciary 3 


"To apply to Rowan County the provtstons of Section 1 of Chapter 4 of the 
1971 Sesston Laws requiring the reporting of certain wounds, injurtes or illnesses." 
As title indicates; cited act requires director of hospital or private doctor to 
report bullet and gunshot wounds, poisonings, illegal drug usage, knife wounds, and 
other injuries appearing to be caused by criminal violent act to law enforcement 
authorities. Person making such report in good faith immune from civil or criminal 
liability. Effective June 1, 1977.

Guardian to investigate case, appear on behalf of child in proceedings, appeal 
from decision, and conduct follow-up investigations and report to court when 
needs of child not being met. Grants guardian authority to demand release of 
all reports he considers relevant, including child abuse reports filed under 
GS 110-117(5) and specifically provides that physician-patient or husband-wife 
privilege may not be invoked. to prevent such release, but information to be 
kept confidential by guardian except for disclosure ordered by court. Directs 
payment of guardian as in cases of indigency and authorizes court to direct 
parents or other guardians of child to reimburse State. Amends GS 7A-451 to 
include juvenile proceedings where child is alleged to be neglected in list of 
actions for which counsel may be appointed for indigent. Effective 90 days after 
ratification.

I to provide that instead 
of paying income tax at end of year, all corporations with estimated tax of $3,000 
or more to pay estimated tax in installments during the taxable year (now, only 
corporations with estimated tax over $100,000 pay during taxable year); applicable 
to taxable years beginning June 25, 1977 or after. Sets out schedule for payment 
as follows: (1) if $3,000 threshhold expected to be met during first three months, 
estimated taxes to be in quarterly installments; (2) if $3,000 to be met during 
fourth or fifth month, three equal installments; (3) if $3,000 to be met during 
sixth through eighth month, two equal installments; (4) if $3,000 to be met later, 
one payment. Revision of GS 105-163.29 includes increase from 70% to 804 of 
portion of year's tax used in determining whether underpayment of estimated tax 
was made, 

Places additional revenue from tax change in fiscal 1977-79, up to 
991,335,000, in reserve for capital projects and appropriates following amounts

at NC State, $3.55 million for dorm and student center at UNC-Asheville, $570,000

Board must issue standard certi-= 
ficate to (1) county electrical inspector licensed under GS 153A-351; (2) licensed 
architects, professional engineers, general contractors, plumbing or heating contractors 
and electrical contractors, upon completion of prescribed short course relating to State 
Building Bode and code enforcement administration; (3) in its discretion, persons 
licensed by similar board of another state whose standards are acceptable to Board and 
not lower than those of NC. Certificates (other than probationary) are to be renewed 
annually, and are to be returned to Board when holder leaves employment as State or 
local enforcement official in NC. Board is to set initial (not to exceed $20) and 
renewal (not to exceed $10) fees for certificates. Board is to have power, after ap- 
propriate hearing, to revoke, suspend, or refuse issuance of certificate in specified 
circumstances. Violation of act is to be a misdemeanor punishable by maximum of two 
years' imprisonment or fine or both; Board may also secure injunction against violations. 
Amends GS 153A-351 to require counties to make arrangements for enforcement of State 
Building Code within their jurisdictions (by own dep't, joint dep't, or contract with 
other local governments) not later than following dates: over 75,000 population,

July 1, 1979; 50-75,000, July 1, 1981; 25-50,000, July 1, 1983; under 25,000, BOLVaLs 
1985. In event of failure to do so, Comm'r of Insurance to arrange for such enforce- 
ment (county may elect thereafter to provide inspection services on two years' notice).

H 408 Special obligation refunding bonds GS 159 
Introducer: Joe Johnson Sent to Finance 


"To amend Chapter 159 of the General Statutes of North Carolina by providing 
for the applteation of the proceeds of refunding bonds; to permit the tssuance of 
spectal obligatton bonds payable solely from the proceeds of securities purchased 
wtth the proceeds of refunding bonds and spectal obltgatton refunding bonds; and to 
permit the private sales of certain refunding bonds." Amends GS 159-72 to allow 
local governments to issue refunding bonds even though proceeds of the bonds will 
not be used to immediately retire the original obligation (now, obligation must be 
payable within one year or funds must be used to immediately retire original 
obligation). Provides that funds not needed for immediate retirement of original 
obligation must be kept in trust fund (and invested in specified instruments) to 
subsequently retire that obligation, and provides that income from trust fund may 
be used to fund special obligation refunding bonds. Amends GS 159-84 (authorizing 
municipalities to issue revenue bonds and refunding bonds to retire the revenue bonds) 
to make similar changes. 

Adds new GS 159-78 to authorize issuance of special obligation refunding 
bonds in conjunction with bonds issued under GS 159-72 or -84; such obligation bonds 
to be paid from income of trust fund established to retire original obligation under 
GS 159-72 or -84. Special obligation bonds to be paid from trust fund income, but 
otherwise not to be lien or encumbrance on any property or income of local gov't. 
Amends GS 159--123(b) to authorize private sales of refunding bonds.

imprisonment for second offense from six months to one year and eliminates minimum fine 


of $200 and reduces maximum from $500 to $300. Retains maximum imprisonment of two 

years for third offense and replaces minimum fine of $500 with a maximum of $500. 
Amends GS 15A-511(a)(3) to provide that person brought before magistrate for 

initial appearance after arrest need be only intoxicated, not grossly intoxicated, to 

be confined by magistrate before setting bail or other condition of pretrial release. 
Effective July 1, 1977.

indemnification, by superior court. Establishes procedures and standards to determine © 
if indemnification appropriate. Authorizes indemnification, with court approval, in 
suits brought by "insiders."

Excludes from definition of tender offer (and exempts from Act) offers to y 
purchase shares from not more than 25 offerees within 12-month period, offeror's at- 4 
tempt to purchase its own shares or shares of its subsidiary, offer to purchase shares { 
not registered under Sec. 12 of Securities Exchange Act of 1934, offer registered under 
Sec. 5 of Securities Exchange Act of 1933, offer to be submitted to offeree's share- 
holders at meeting for which proxies have been solicited under Sec. 14 of Securities a 
Exchange Act of 1934, offer that will enable offeror to own (together with all other Q 
stock of offeree acquired by offeror in prior 12 months) not more than 2% of shares, 

or offers by broker-dealers in ordinary course of business. Act not applicable to 


public utilities or their holding companies, national banking associations or bank 


holding companies, or savings and loan associations regulated by federal agency if 
tender offer is subject to regulation by that agency. 

Sets forth provisions of all tender offers, including that offerees may not 
deposit shares within 21 days after offer made, offeree may withdraw deposited shares 
within seven days and after 60 days from date of first invitation to deposit shares, 
that offeror may purchase some but not all deposited shares if number deposited ex- 
ceeds number offeror undertook to buy (requires pro-rata purchase from offerees de- 
positing shares), that offeror must pay increased tender price to offerees who deposit 
shares before offeror increases tender Dita and that offerees be given notice of 
terms of tender. 

Requires offeror to disclose information to offeree at least 20 days before 
offeror may make tender. Information to be disclosed includes names and addresses of 
offeror(s), terms and conditions of offer, sources and amount of funds or other pay- 
ment to be used in making tender offer, offeror's plans for liquidation of offeree, 
to sell or merge offeree, or to make material changes in offeree's business or corpor- 
ate structure, number or amount of offeree's shares owned by offeror, information about 
contracts between offeror and offeree or others affecting offeree or its securities, 
and identity of persons advising offeror about offer. 

Imposes civil liabilities on offeror failing to comply with act (includes 
recovery of shares and dividends, payment of attorney fees, and other damages). Fixes 
two-year statute of limitations. Provides for injunctive relief. Sets criminal 
penalties--maximum fine of $5000 or two years’ imprisonment or both. Contains nerce 
of-process provisions.

H 405 Auto insurance availability GS 58 
Introducer: DeBruhl Sent to Insurance 


"To amend Article 25A of Chapter 58 of the General Statutes relating to the 
powers and responstbtlities of the North Caroltna Reinsurance Faciltty and Commtsstoner 
of Insurance." Rewrites GS 58-248.33(g)(6) to authorize Comm'r of Insurance (in 
addition to Board of Governors of N.C. Motor Vehicle Reinsurance Facility) to review 
market for motor vehicle insurance in state to make certain that eligible risks can 
obtain insurance from agents of their choice. Sets forth various criteria for 
determining whether market need exists for licensing of agents in particular 
community. Criteria include length of time applicant agent has been in business 
in community, agent's gross premiums volume, number of eligible risks served, growth 
in number of risks served, and in premium volume, and availability of premium 
financing. If applicant agent satisfies two or more of these criteria, prima facie 
case that market need exists is established, and Facility may require insurance 
company that is member of Facility to appoint and license agent. Hearing authorized 
if agent's application denied. Comm'r may, if he finds eligible risks are being 
denied motor vehicle insurance from agents of their choice who can establish market 
need for such insurance, require Facility to designate insurance company to license 
agent. Member insurance companies may not terminate agency contract or reduce agent's 
commission without prior approval of Comm'r, and agent entitled to hearing prior to 
Comm'r's action. 

Adds to GS 58-248.33(g)(8) (sharing of Facility profits, losses, and expenses) 
provision that such sharing not to be based on premiums ceded to Facility by member 
company as designated carrier business under GS 58-248.33(g)(6), above. Such designated 
carrier business excluded from limit (50%) on cessions set forth in GS 58-248.35, and 
shall not be considered in apportionment of assets made by the N.C. Insurance Guaranty 
Association of any of its member companies under GS Ch. 58, Art. 17B (‘'Post assessment 
Insurance Guaranty Association"). 

Adds to GS 58-248.39(b) (appeals from Board of Governors of Facility) provision 
for de novo hearing before Comm'r. Comm'r to be guided by criteria noted above in 
determining existence or non-existence of market need. Rewrites GS 58-248. 39(f) to 
provide rulings of Comm'r in determining market needs appealable to Pour’ of Appeals. 
Rewrites GS 58-9.3(d) (appeals from superior court in reviewing Comm'r's orders) to 
make Comm'r party to appeal from his orders.

"To authorize the Joint Legislative Commtsston on Governmental Operations 
to tssue subpoenas and administer oaths to individuals other than State offictals, 
and to amend the procedures for puntshment for contempt before a legtslative 
committee." Amends GS 120-77 to give cited commission same powers that legislative 
committees have to subpoena witnesses, examine under oath, and punish for contempt. 
Rewrites GS 120-19.4 to spell out procedures for contempt proceedings; after 
majority vote, committee is to file complaint, signed by chairman, in superior 
court requesting court order that person appear within reasonable time and show 
cause why should not be held in contempt; if person fails to establish good cause, 
court is to punish as provided by GS 5-4 (up to 30 days, $250 fine, or both). 
Amends GS 11-7.1 to allow legislative committee chairman to administer oath and 
11-11 to set forth form of oath for witness before legislative committee or 
commission. Amends GS 14-211 to make perjury before legislative commission as well 
as committee a crime. Effective August 1, 1977.

"To amend the laws relating to erimtnal procedure." Generally, adds entirely 
new subchapters to present GS Ch. 15A (dealing mainly with pretrial criminal procedure) 
to replace much existing law on trial procedure, sentencing and corrections procedure, 
and criminal appeals, and replaces present Ch. 5 (Contempt) with new Ch. 5A. Many 
provisions codify existing statutes, case law, or practice. 


GENERAL TRIAL PROCEDURES 


Maintenance of order in the courtroom. Authorizes trial judge to maintain 
courtroom order by: (1) ordering restraint of defendant or witness; (2) ordering, afte 
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warning, removal of disruptive defendant; (3) ordering witnesses or spectators removed 


_ from courtroom; (4) limiting access to courtroom; and (5) ordering persons in court- 


room to be inspected for weapons. If action taken against defendant, provides for 
record entries, opportunity for defendant to object and obtain hearing, instructions 
to jury, procedure to acquaint defendant with trial happenings, and opportunity for 
return to courtroom upon assurance of good behavior. 

Mistrial. Codifies grounds for mistrial: (1) for prejudice to defendant-- 
judge may declare mistrial in discretion or upon motion of, or with concurrence of, 
defendant if prejudice to defendant; (2) for prejudice to state--if prejudice to 
state's case caused by juror, defendant, his lawyer, or someone acting for defendant; 
(3) for impossibility of proceeding--if impossible for trial to proceed in conformity 
with law or if jury cannot agree on verdict. Provides for multiple defendant cases 
and for procedures following mistrial. 


District court procedure. Provides that superior court procedures, except 
recordation, generally apply to district court where workable. 


TRIAL IN SUPERIOR COURT 


Right to trial by jury. Codifies current law concerning jury trial. 

Selecting and impaneling the jury. States grounds for challenges to (1) jury 
panel and (2) individual jurors for cause--changes include disqualification for: 
relationship by blood or marriage to defendant within sixth degree (now, by case law, 
relation by blood within ninth degree); having formed or expressed opinion on defend- 
ant's guilt or innocence (but party not allowed to elicit whether opinion is favorable 
or adverse to defendant); being charged with felony; being unable as matter of con- 
science to render verdict in accordance with law, despite facts (now, only applies in 
capital cases). Retains number of peremptories, but reduces them for alternate jurors 
to one per juror (now, two). Codifies procedure for selecting jury--state picks 12 
jurors before giving them to defense, with state always examining replacement jurors 
first; judge may direct that jurors be sequestered and selected one at a time, with 
each first passed by state. Adds procedure for reopening examination of juror before 
jury is impaneled: modifies procedure for challenging as prerequisite for appeal after 
peremptory challenges used (written renewal challenge); and provides renewal of chal- 
lenge procedure for possible restoration of peremptory challenge. Specifies procedure 
to be used in impaneling jury when selected. Equalizes number of peremptory challenges 
for state and defendant--14 each in capital cases and six each in other cases (now, 
state has nine and four, respectively). 

Criminal jury trial in superior court. States order of proceedings. New 
provisions include arraignment out of presence of jurors, with judge to inform jurors 
of basic facts, and authorization for opening statements. Adds procedure for judge 
to disqualify self or on motion of party; states procedure if judge dies or disabled. 


When judge excludes witnesses from courtroom in discretion, states two exceptions: 

(1) prosecutor may select one witness to remain in courtroom to assist him; and 

(2) parent or guardian of minor child may remain in courtroom. No need to renew 
motion for dismissal for insufficiency of evidence (now, nonsuit) to preserve right to 
appeal, but retains rule that review on all evidence during trial. Allows juror 
note-taking unless a party objects. Provides jury-view procedure, including taking 
of evidence at site of view. Codifies legal and ethical limitations on arguments to 
jury (no abuse, injecting personal experiences, personal opinion on evidence or guilt, 
or argument on matters outside record--but allows attorney on basis of analysis of 
evidence to argue any position or conclusion as to a matter in issue). Provides for 
tendering of written jury instructions and for recorded conference, on request of 
party, in which judge tells parties of intended instructions; sets out procedure for 
additional instructions and for reviewing evidence after jury retires and for 
instructions to deadlocked jury. States rule for taking evidence to jury room. 
Provides for written verdicts signed by foreman, jury-polling procedure, and proce- 
dure and basis for impeachment of verdict. States rules for recording trial proceed- 
ings. Authorizes judge to appoint (compensated) standby counsel if judge permits 
defendant to represent self (and sets out basis for permitting this). 
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DISPOSITION OF DEFENDANTS 


Commitment order. Requires issuance of commitment order whenever defendant is 
imprisoned. { 

Defendants acquitted for insanity. Authorizes trial judge to initiate invol- 
untary commitment proceedings for defendant found not guilty by reason of insanity and 
to order temporary restraint pending hearing. 

Presentence reports. Authorizes obtaining presentence report either by invest 
gation by probation officer or by commitment to Dep't of Correction for study. Re- 
quires report to be either written, on record, or with counsel present. Permits com- 
mitment for study only following determination of guilt and with defendant's consent. 
Permits access to reports only by defendant, state or court and authorizes expunction 
of report on motion of defendant. 

Sentencing. Directs sentencing hearing. May be held by judge who orders pre- 
sentence report in other county or district, with record forwarded to clerk where tria. 
held. 





Probation. Provides for both supervised and unsupervised probation. Proba- 
tionary period not to exceed five years and subject to early termination by judge. 
Suspended prison sentence required as incident of probation and mandatory review of 
probation required at three-year point. Authorizes probationer to challenge legality 
of condition for which probation revoked even if failed to challenge upon condition's 
imposition. Permits judge to limit to himself authority to change unsupervised proba— 
tion. Specifies permissible conditions of probation, including searches by probation | 
officers. Establishes procedure for altering and revoking probation, including venue, 
responses to violation (including alteration through lengthening period or changing 
conditions). Authorizes special probation, similar in substance to that provided in 
GS 15-197.1, enacted in 1975. Specifies circumstances for probation revocation after j 
period ends. Establishes procedures for arrest, preliminary hearing, and revocation 4 
hearing on probation violation, generally following Supreme Court requirements. Proba= 
tion runs from date imposed, unless specified as consecutive term. Permits appeal from 
revocation in lower court by hearing de novo in superior court, and from superior 
court to appellate division. 4 

Imprisonment. Inmate not eligible for parole until minimum term or one-fifth 
of maximum allowed is served, whichever is less. If no minimum given, eligible for 
parole immediately. Permits recommendation of minimum term, which Parole Comm'n may | 
override only with written statement of reasons. Continues present provisions for work 
release and youthful offenders. Provides for commitment and release pending appeal. 




















Requires credit for confinement related to proceedings in which defendant imprisoned. 


Fines. Provides that fines imposed as punishment subject to being remitted or 
adjusted by court and provides procedures for response to nonpayment, including pro- 
vision for defendant to avoid penalty on: showing noncompliance not willful. Permits 
reduction of sentence imposed on nonpayment upon showing of good cause, including 
payment. Permits modification of fine and continues provisions for docketing fines as 
liens, but prohibits execution on lien if defendant elects to serve sentence. 

Parole. Requires six-month period of parole at end of all felony terms and 
permits longer period of parole. Requires annual consideration (after eligibility) 
for parole of each person with sentence longer than 18 months. Specifies reasons 
Parole Commission may refuse parole of eligible inmates (risk of noncompliance with 
conditions; depreciation of seriousness of crime; rehabilitation treatment needed; 
risk of further criminal conduct). Authorizes prisoner to elect to serve remainder of 
term rather than take parole. Directs automatic parole for misdemeanants on service 
of one-third of term absent finding that inmate should not be released, similar in 
effect to GS 148-60.3, enacted in 1975. Term of parole limited to five years when 
maximum sentence imposed greater than 20 years, three years when maximum 10 to 20 
years, and two years when maximum not greater than 10. Authorizes early termination 
of parole, and modification of conditions. Violation may result in continuation, 
modification, or revocation and reimprisonment for unserved term or six months, which- 
ever greater. Establishes procedures for revoking after parole period. Establishes 
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allowable conditions of parole including search provision similar to that for proba- 
tioner. Sets out procedures for arrest in hearing and parole violation, including a 
preliminary hearing and revocation hearing. Examiner at hearing may be Dep't of Cor- 
rection employee only if member of Parole Comm'n or employed solely as hearing 
examiner. Authorizes appeal from parole revocation under the provisions of the Administra- 
tive Procedure Act. 


POST TRIAL CORRECTION OF ERRORS 


Motion for appropriate relief. Establishes procedures for "motion for appro- 
priate relief'' which consolidates previous motions in arrest of judgment, to set 
aside verdict, for new trial, for post-conviction proceedings, and coram nobis. Auth- 
orizes trial judge to grant motion for appropriate relief within ten days after judg- 
ment (at any time if grounds for a motion based on various specified reasons dealing 
with constitutional or jurisdictional defects). Authorizes state to use motion in 
order to have sentence imposed following prayer for judgment continued or to initiate 
proceedings to modify sentence. Specifies relief available in response to motion: 
new trial, dismissal, or other. Permits guilty plea by defendant to lesser offense 
following granting of relief, if appropriate. Motions for appropriate relief allowed 
in appellate division for those grounds to which ten-day limit does not apply. Appel- 
late division may remand for hearing. Specifies grounds for denial of motion for 
appropriate relief, including: failure to make motion at time other than during ten- 
day limit; that issue is previously determined; that issue not raised on previous 
appeal when available. Specifies procedures for filing motion, including when written 
filing required, supporting affidavits, and hearings. 

Appeals from district court division. Provides appeal from magistrate by 
trial de novo before district court judge and appeal from district court judge by trial 
de novo in superior court. Specifies procedures, including ten-day period from judg- 


ment to file appeal. Compliance with judgment does not waive appeal. Specifies 
grounds for appeal by state when criminal charges have been dismissed, or on issue of 
law when new trial granted on basis of newly-discovered evidence, with court either 
to affirm judgment or order proceedings in lower court reinstated. 

Appeal. Specifies grounds for which appellate division may correct errors, 
including lack of jurisdiction, error in the pleading, insufficiency of evidence, 
errors in procedure or constitutional infirmity. Provides that relief to be granted 
only if substantial prejudice shown and that constitutional violation is substantially 
prejudicial unless found harmless beyond reasonable doubt. Allows appeal by state any 
time criminal charges dismissed, or on issue of law when new trial granted on basis of 
newly discovered evidence, unless double jeopardy rule prohibits. Appeal allowed when 
timely objection made. Does not require formal exceptions. Post-trial motion is not 
prerequisite to asserting error on appeal. Authorizes assertion on appeal, of fol- 
lowing regardless of objection in trial division: lack of jurisdiction, failure to 
state crime, insufficient evidence, constitutional violation, admission of evidence 
from person claimed at trial to be not qualified, evidence from objected line of 
questioning, and so on. Specifies various kinds of relief appellate court may grant 
and circumstances in which it may do so. Specifies procedures for appeal, including 
period of ten days to file appeal following judgment or decision on post-trial motion. 
Provides method of giving notice of appeal. Does not require security for costs on 
appeal and permits stay of sentence. Establishes procedures for executing sentence on 
withdrawal of appeal and provides for lower court to continue to act on bail during 
appeal. 


OTHER 


Contempt. Specifies acts which are criminal contempt, generally parallel to 
provisions of present law with addition of interference with court's business by fail- 
ing to comply with practices and improper attempt to influence juror. Specifically 
prohibits contempt for communication unless it presents clear and present danger, and 
forbids gag orders to press. Establishes punishment of thirty days' imprisonment and/or 
$500 fine, except allows imprisonment up to six months for refusal to testify after 
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being given immunity and imprisonment up to 90 days for a failure to comply with 
nontestimonial identification order. Forbids fine or imprisonment for criminal con- 
tempt unless act willfully contemptuous or preceded by a warning that it is contempt- 
uous. Allows modification of sentence for contempt and authorizes both civil and 
criminal contempt for same conduct. Authorizes summary criminal contempt proceedings ( 
when contempt was direct (before judge, in or near courtroom, and directly interrupt- 
ing matters before court). Requires summary notice and opportunity to respond by 
defendant before summary contempt imposed. Directs plenary proceedings for contempt 
when contempt indirect. Proceedings include hearing before a judge, other than one 
charging contempt when judge personally involved, judgment including recital of facts, 
no self-incrimination, proof beyond reasonable doubt, and appointment of district 
attorney or other member of bar to represent court. Authorizes judge to direct custody 
of person charged with contempt, including arrest if necessary to prevent disappear- 
ance. Allows appeal from criminal contempt finding; all appeals from matters below 
Superior court level are by hearing de novo before superior court judge. Authorizes 
imprisonment for civil contempt so long as contempt (noncompliance with court order) 
continues and person able to comply except for unarrested person not complying with 
nontestimonial identification order. Civil contempt proceedings are by show cause 
order. Judgment finding civil contempt must state facts. Appeal as in civil actions. 
Civil contempt replaces "as for contempt." 

Makes conforming amendments and repealers in GS Chs. 5, 7A, 9, 14, 15, 15A, 90,

Effective January 1, 1978 and applies to all pending matters to extent practic- 
able regardless of when guilt established or judgment entered.

Provides 
that self-proved will is one that, at time it is executed or thereafter, is 
proved by acknowledgment of testator and witnesses if acknowledgement is taken 
by officer authorized to administer oaths and is attached or annexed to will. 
Acknowledgement recites that testator signed and executed will, did so freely, 
was at least 18 years old and of sound mind and not under duress, and that 
witnesses signed in presence and hearing of testator. Effective October 1, 1977.

) year schedule of major transportation improvement projects and cost, (4) allocate all 

highway construction and maintenance funds, (5) approve all highway construction 

programs, projects and construction plans, (6) review statewide maintenance functions, 

(7) award highway construction contracts, (8) authorize right-of-way acquisition. 

Repeals GS 143B-352 establishing Secondary Roads Council, and transfers functions 

to Board of Transportation.

Introducer: DeBruhl Sent to Alcohol Control 


"To amend Chapter 18A of the General Statutes to authorize the sale of unfortt- 
fied wines, in those mintctpaltties and counttes having ABC stores." Adds subsection 
(g) to GS 18A-38 to allow sale of unfortified wines by ABC stores and retail establish- 
ments permitted to sell fortified wines.

H 417 Carrier joint rate agreements GS 62 
Introducer: Miller Sent to Transportation 


"To provide for untform and joint rates among carriers of the same class." 
Adds GS 62-152.1 announcing state policy to fix uniform rates for same or similar 
services by common carriers of same class (i.e., by water, pipeline, air, etc.) and 
providing that rate-setting agreement among carriers, approved by Utilities Comm'n, 
and operations carrying out agreement are to be exempt from operation of state 
anti-trust laws. Comm'n to approve agreement if in accord with policy stated by act 
and by GS 62-2 and 62-259, unless in violation of following restrictions in act: 
(1) Comm'n may not approve agreement between carriers of different classes unless 
limited to matters relating to transportation under joint rates or over through 
routes; (2) Comm'n may not approve agreement establishing binding procedure for 
determination of any matter through joint consideration. Organizations established 
by such agreements shall keep records, etc., as prescribed by Comm'n. Comm'n may

not to be issued without notice and hearing for interested parties.

"Supporting the relocation of the headquarters for the State Ports Authority 
in Onslow County".

H 420 Dental students off campus practice GS 90 
Introducer: Chase Sent to Health 


"to amend C.S. 90-29(c)(4) to allow the practice of dentistry by dental 
students at off-campus locations approved by the North Carolina State Board of Dental 
Examiners". Amends cited section to permit dental students to practice at any off- 
campus location (other then private dental practice), subject to approval of Board 
of Dental Examiners.

"To amend Chapter 766 of the 1973 Laws (previously amended by Chapter 908 of 
the 1975 Sesston Laws) to extend the applicatton of the law enforcement offices minimum 
salary act increasing minimum salary levels and establishing requtred funding Perc en sae 
by partictpating agencies". Identical to committee substitute, as amended, to S 59 
digested in Bulletin No. 21, p. 138, and Bulletin No. 2 Pee aL hte 





H 422 Fishery officers retirement credit (Iden. S 182) GS 135,143 
Introducer; Hurst Sent to Finance 


"Relating to retirement service credtts withdrawn by marine ftshertes 
enforcement officers of the Department of Natural and Economic Resources." 
Identical to S 182, digested in Bulletin No. 39, p. 260. 


H 423 Litterbugging crime revised CST la 5e20 
Introducer: C. Holt Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To rewrite G.S. 14-399 relating to the crime of littering." Rewrites 
GS 14-399 (which now prohibits placing of trash, refuse, etc., upon right-of-way 
of public highway) to (1) include throwing, scattering, or spilling as well as 
placing of litter, (2) define litter to include dead animals and discarded materials 
of every kind, (3) prohibit littering on all property and private property not owned 
by misdemeanant (other than in designated area or litter receptable), (4) make vehicle 
or boat operator prima facie guilty of offense when litter is blown, etc., from 
vehicle or boat, (5) delete imprisonment as punishment, but raise minimum fine from 
$10 to $25, require imposition of at least minimum fine (without waiver or suspension) 
in every case of conviction, and authorize judge in addition to fine to require 


person convicted to spend up to five days picking up litter at designated place. 
Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 424 Resource Recovery Council extended APPROPRIATION, GS 130 
Introducer: C. Holt Sent to Water and Air 


"TO extend until July 1, 1979, the existence of the Advtsory Council on 
Solid Waste Recycling, Resource Recovery, and Litter Control established by Chapter 
972 of the 1975 Session Laws of North Caroltna and due to exptre on July 1, 1977; 
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and to provide funding therefor." As title indicates. Current members are to 
continue to serve. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Human Resources 


- $10,000 for each year of 1977-79 biennium for support of Council. 


H 425 Litter assessment, pop top ban GS 105, 130 
Introducer: C. Holt Sent to Water and Air 


"To provide for litter control, resource recovery and solid waste 
management tn North Carolina." Adds new Article 13D to GS Ch. 130 to levy assessments 
against certain types of business for litter they produce, and to provide for the 
disposition of the funds collected by the assessment. Defines litter as any rubbish, 
waste material, other discarded materials of every kind. Levies annual litter 
assessment to be collected by Dep't of Revenue as follows: .015% times gross proceeds 
of products manufactured and sold within state for manufacturers, with similar 
assessments to be levied on wholesalers and retailers. Provides that assessment to 
be calculated upon proceeds from manufacture or sale of food, groceries, tobacco 
products, soft drinks, wine, beer, alcoholic beverages, newspapers, house-hold paper. 
products, glass and metal containers, plastics, cleaning agents, nonprescription sundry 


products, tires and batteries. Authorizes dep't to promulgate regulations to further 


define items upon which litter assessment to be made, according to specified standards. 
Makes provisions of Schedule J, Article 9 of Chapter 105 (taxation--penalties and 
remedies) applicable, except that penalty of additional amount equal to unpaid tax 
to be assessed for any violation set forth in G.S. 105-236(3)-(6) (failure to file 
return, failure to pay tax when due, negligence, fraud). Establishes non-lapsing 
"litter control fund" under control of Dep't of Human Resources to be funded by 
money collected by Dep't of Revenue under new act. Provides that Dep't of Human 
Resources may authorize disbursements from litter control fund to provide 

additional receptacles or personnel for controlling litter at state operated 
facilities other than highways, for grants to local government for purchase or 
service of receptacles or collection equipment, to assist anti-littering or resource 


_ recovery education programs, to assist programs of research and development in litter 





control, or to hire additional personnel within Solid Waste and Vector Control 
Branch of Sanitary Engineering Section of the Dep't of Human Resources to study 
and promote resource recovery. Authorizes Dep't of Human Resources to adopt 
anti-littering symbol, adopt specifications for litter receptacles, promulgate 
regulations for placement and servicing of receptacles, and promulgate regulations 
to control litter and promote resource recovery. 

Adds new G.S. 14-399.1 to prohibit any person, firm, etc. from manufacturing, 
selling or possessing for the purpose of sale beverage containers having detachable 
pull-tab tops or held together by plastic retaining loops after April 1, 1979. 
Violation to constitute misdemeanor punishable by fine of $100 for first offense 
and $1000 for second or subsequent offense with each day's violation to constitute 
separate offense. 

Effective January 1, 1978. 


H 426 Criminal restitution law revised GS 15, 15A, 143B, 148 
Introducer: W.S. Harris Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To provide that restitution and reparation be ineorporated as an integral 
part of the criminal justice system." Amends GS 15A-1021(c) to provide that plea 
bargain may include provision that defendant make restitution to aggrieved party for 
damages caused by defendant's crime. Adds new subsection (d) to GS 143B-266, adds 
new GS 148-57.1, and amends GS 148-33.1(b) and (d) to authorize Parole Comm'n to 
grant parole or work release upon condition prisoner (serving more than five year 
term) makes restitution to aggrieved party; Comm'n to set terms of restitution. 
Amends GS 148-33.1(a), to provide that Sec'y of Correction may authorize director 
of prisons or local confinement facility custodian (now, only director of prisons) 
to grant work release upon condition prisoner (serving five year term or less) makes 
restitution to aggrieved party; Dep't of Correction to set terms of restitution. 
Amends GS 148-33.1(f£) to provide following priority of payments from work release

Sets forth information re 
quired for application for registration; provides for $50 annual registration fee. j 
Specifies information required for soil additive container label; soil additive conn 
sidered misbranded if: (1) label false or misleading; or (2) distributed under name. 
of another soil additive; or (3) substance claimed to be soil additive does not confo 
to act's definition of soil additive. Requires registrant to keep sales records and 
make semiannual report to Comm'r, who may revoke registration if report false or not 
timely filed. Authorizes Comm'r to enter public or private property during normal 
business hours to determine if soil additive distribution in compliance with act. 
Authorizes Comm'r to issue and enforce "stop sale, use, or removal" order and seize 
soil additive not in compliance with act; and to seek injunction to enjoin violation 
or threatened violation of act or regulations adopted by Board of Agriculture under 
act.

Requires public staff to make 
annual report to General Assembly. Sets out assignment of present Dep't of Commerce 
employees to public staff. 

Attorney General. Removes provisions providing for assignment of assistant 
attorney general to Comm'n and provides for representation of using and consuming 
public by public staff rather than by Attorney General.

-In addition to setting standards, the Comm'n spec= 
ifies areas for local program operations and hears appeals from local authorities on 
Standards. County comm'rs are required to establish local mental health programs, 
governed by a board appointed by the comm'rs, with board to be composed of represent- 
atives from groups presently serving on such local boards. Area board to appoint an 
area director (subject to approval of Dep't of Human Resources) who serves at pleas- 
ure of board and to be responsible for selection and supervision of staff and imple- 
mentation of area program, including compliance with Comm'n standards. Area board to 
be responsible for developing annual plan, preparing budget and audits for county 
comm'rs and Dep't, establishing technical and professional standards for area program, 
setting salary plan, developing policies for collection of fees, setting limits on use 
of facilities for private practice, adopting policies on dual compensation, and con- 
tracting for services. In addition to local funds, programs to be financed by state 
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base grant of $500 per 1,000 population plus state funds determined by matching formula 
based on county's relative ability to fund mental health programs. State and federal 
funds may not be used as local matching funds. 

Other changes made in present organization of local mental health programs 
include: (1) area program allowed to hire temporary legal counsel; (2) specification 
that board members serve at pleasure of county comm'rs; (3) authorization for expan- 
Sion of area board from 15 to 25 members if necessary to meet federal requirements; 
(4) specification that failure to comply with standards is grounds for withholding 
state funds for that activity; (5) requirement of only two-year service projection 
rather than five-year plan; (6) salary plan cannot exceed county's salary plan without 
approval of county comm'rs; (7) specification that title to real property belongs to 
county comm'rs, equipment to area board; and (8) Dep't required to review reports 
biannually and eliminate unnecessary ones.

Introducer: Lilley Sent to Insurance 


"To provide a limtt on ltabtltty of the Assoctatton and to provide a 
premium tax offset for insurers paying assessments pursuant to the Life and 
Aectdent and Health Insurance Guaranty Assoctation Act." Amends GS 58-155.72(10) 
to provide that aggregrate liability of Life and Accident and Health Insurance 
Guaranty Ass'n for impaired insurer may not exceed $100,000 in cash values, or

GS 105-144.1 (involuntary conversions) and GS 105-144.2 (sale of principal residence), 
amount from sale or exchange determined without regard to exclusion, reduced by amount 
of exclusion. Effective for income tax years on or after Jan. 1, 1977. 


H 487 Mortgage ceiling removal permanent -2 GS 24 
Introducer: Adams Sent to Banking 


"To renact G.S. 24-1.1A removing the interest rate cetling on home loans 
secured by first mortgages or deeds of trust without a time limit." Identical in 
effect to H 323, digested in Bulletin No. 34, p. 229 except (1) puts ceiling on home 
loan of $10,000 or less (GS 24-1.1 sets 8% maximum, but 10% maximum allowable on 
loans qualifying under (2) below); (2) amends GS 24-1.2(d) to allow 10% interest charge 
on installment loan of not more than $10,000 (now, $7,500) secured by first mortgage 
and repayable in one to ten years; and (3) provides that real estate obligation existing 
before ratification of act construed with regard to interest rates pursuant to laws 
existing before April 3, 1974. 


H 488 Central alarm service definition GS 74B 
Introducer: Michaux Sent to Law Enforcement 


"Clartfytng the definition of central station alarm services in Chapter 74B." 
Amends GS 74B-3(a)(2) to provide that for purposes of private protective services 
licensing act central station alarm service means person who installs or services 
and responds to burglar alarms, etc. (now "installs and/or services and/or responds"). 


H 489 Electri-city bonds, facilities CONSTITUTION, GS 159B, 160A 
Introducer: Huskins Sent to Constitution 


"To amend Article V of the Constttutton of North Caroltna to authorize 
muntetpaltttes oumitng or operating electric systems and joint agenctes composed 
of such muntetpaltttes to jotntly or severally own, operate and maintain electric 
generation and transmtsston faciltttes with any person, firm, assoctatton or 
corporation, publie or private, engaged in the generation, transmtsston or dis- 
trtbutton of electrie power and energy for resale within this state or any conttguous 
state, and to tssue revenue bonds to finance the cost thereof, subject to the approval 
of the electorate." As title indicates; also provides that city may issue revenue 
bonds in manner prescribed by General Assembly, with both principal and interest 
payable solely from and secured by lien on revenue derived from electric facility. 
Also exempts city from liability for acts, omissions or obligations of person, 
firm, etc. with whom facility jointly owned or operated, and provides that no money 
or property of city to be credited or applied to debt, lien or mortgage of co-owner. 
Provides for submission of amendment to voters at next statewide election and sets 
out wording of ballot. Amendment to become effective upon certification of approval 
by majority of voters.

Introducer: Campbell Sent to Education 


"To repeal Articles 27 and 29 of Chapter 115 of the General Statutes and 
to enact Articles 27A and 29A to provide an expanded legal basts for secondary 
school vocattonal education."

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H 495 Mental Health Study Commn life, size 
Sent to Mental Health 


Introducer: Chase 


"To extend the Mental Health Study Commission." Extends life of comm'n 
from July 1, 1977 to July 1, 1979, and makes following changes in membership: 
(1) total membership increased from 11 to 15; (2) Speaker to appoint four representative 
rather than three; (3) Lt. Governor to appoint four senators rather than three; and 7 
(4) Governor to appoint seven members rather than five, with two new members to be 
county comm'rs from list of four submitted by Ass'n of County Comm'rs. Provisions 
for expenses, compensation, etc. unchanged, with Dep't of Human Resources authorized 
to reallocate funds from specified budget code for comm'n.

offering credit from giving specific information about receipts, expenditures, or 
other financial transactions of customer to gov't official unless bank, etc. (1)\rée= 
ceives subpoena for records issued by federal or state agency or court, (2) notifies 
customer by mail within ten days after receipt of subpoena, and (3) does not receive 
objection to release from customer within 15 days after notice mailed. Provides 
act not to prevent release of general credit information of kind furnished to credit 
reporting agency for establishing rating or information on person's promptness in 
paying bills or limits of credit. Also act not to prevent release of information 

to law enforcement agency investigating felonious crime against person such as 
burglary, arson or other violent crime. No penalty specified in act. Effective 
Janel aloo. 


H 497 Actuarial note on retirement bill GSH 2 05a a3D 
Introducer: Gamble Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To provide for actuartal notes evaluating all public retirement systems." 
Authorizes legislative Fiscal Research Division to evaluate all publicly funded 
retirement systems and to make periodic reports to Governor and General Assembly 
with Division given full access to books and accounts. Requires each bill affecting 
retirement system to have actuarial note attached before consideration by committee 
giving estimate of financial and actuarial effect of legislation. Introducer to } 
present bill to Fiscal Research and to administrator of retirement system affected 
by bill for preparation of note; response required from Fiscal Research within 48 


hours and from retirement system actuary in one week. If bill amended by committee 
chairman to see that revised actuarial note attached; if floor amendment offered 
which would affect retirement costs, majority-supported motion can require with- 
drawal of amendment if actuarial note regarding proposed changes is not provided. 
Following acts each made misdemeanor punishable by maximum of $500 fine, six months' 
imprisonment, or both: (1) signing actuarial note knowing it to contain false 
information; (2) Fiscal Research employee disclosing contents of actuarial note 

to someone other than bill's sponsor before consideration by committee.

Amends GS 18A-38 
as title indicates; specifies that Board may consider following factors in 
determining whether issuance of permit would be detrimental: number of permits 
already issued for area, parking facilities, traffic conditions, crime rate, 
recommendations of local governing body, and other factors directly related to 
effect on area. Not applicable to renewals of permits for existing premises. 


H 501 Pawnbroker records law revised GS 91 
Introducer: C. Holt Sent to Banking 
"To requtre pawnbrokers to keep detatled records of all transactions." 
AmendsGS 91-4 to require pawnbrokers licensed by cities to record sales or purchases 
made by licensee or his agent (now section only requires record when goods are 
pawned or pledged). Requires records to contain serial number of goods involved 
in transaction, interest rate charged, date of transaction, name and residence of 
persons buying, selling or pawning items and two forms of identification of person 
buying, etc. Authorizes public officers to inspect records.

H 513 Death penalty for murder GS. 9, 14, I5A 
Introducer: Morgan Sent to Judiciary No. 2 


"Providing for the puntshment for murder." Rewrites definition of murder in 
GS 14-17 and adds new sections to GS Ch. 15A to provide following procedures for 
imposition of death penalty. 

Definition of murder. Retains present definition of first degree murder except 
that killing must be careful. carefully premeditated and felony must be committed with deadly 
weapon for killing in course of felony other than ones specified in statute to be first 
degree murder. 

Murder subject to death penalty. Provides mandatory life imprisonment for first 
degree murder unless murder committed by person previously imprisoned for felony, another 
first degree murder or first degree rape committed at same time, or murder committed for 
remuneration or defendant employed another to commit murder. In these cases, defendant 
subject to either life imprisonment or death under procedures set out below. 

Life imprisonment. If first degree murder is subject to life imprisonment, that 
sentence to be served without parole, probation, suspended sentence or other remedy for 
first 25 years except for pardon or commutation by governor. At end of 25 years, pri- 
soner may petition superior court where convicted for release. Prosecutor to be notified, 
determination to be made by jury which is to consider whether prisoner likely to commit 
acts of violence, whether he has been rehabilitated, good conduct in prison, whether he 
has been sufficiently punished. If jury recommends release, prisoner to be released 
under GS 15-199 conditions of probation for five years and add'l conditions imposed by 
judge, with possible renewals of conditions for up to ten add'l years. If jury does not 
recommend release, prisoner must serve three more years before petitioning again. 

Death penalty. Defendant's guilt to be determined without reference to penalty, 
then if case is one for which death penalty allowed and one of aggravating circumstances 
(listed below) has been alleged, separate hearing before same jury to be held on imposi- 
tion of capital punishment. State allowed to appeal refusal to submit case to jury for 
death penalty. In hearing, State limited to evidence admissible in criminal case, 
defendant allowed to introduce any relevant evidence. To impose death, jury must find 
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existence of one aggravating circumstance beyond reasonable doubt, that defendant has 
failed to establish any statutory mitigating circumstances (listed below), that agera 
ting circumstances substantially outweigh any nonstatutory mitigating circumstances 
found, and that death is appropriate punishment. Jury findings to be written, signed 
by each juror. Judge allowed to impose sentence of life imprisonment despite jury's 
recommendation if he has reasonable doubt as to jury's finding, thinks it was result 
of prejudice or passion, or believes penalty excessive or disproportionate. Judge's 
findings to also be in writing. Conviction and sentence to be automatically reviewed 
by Supreme Court which is to also consider punishment imposed. 
Aggravating circumstances to be considered. Limited to whether defendant pre 
viously convicted of first degree murder, whether murder was for purpose of escape or 
course of robbery, rape, arson, burglary, kidnapping, or aircraft piracy, whether mur 
was outrageously or wantonly vile, whether great risk of death to many was created. 
Mitigating circumstances. Including, but not limited to, defendant's lack of 
significant prior record, whether defendant was under extreme emotional disturbance, 
whether defendant was only an accomplice, victim was participant, defendant dominated 
another, defendant's capacity to appreciate conduct diminished, defendant aided in ap 
hension of another or testified for prosecution. 
Report. Bill sets out in detail report to be completed by trial judge in cap 
cases and to be filed with Supreme Court within 20 days after -judgment at trial. Inf 
ation concerns defendant's family history, education, intelligence, work experience, 
circumstances of crime, nature of counsel, whether race was factor in case, etc. 


Guilty plea. Allows plea of guilty in capital case, with punishment to be d 
mined in manner set out above. 

Constitutionality. If provisions of act on death penalty found unconstituti 
life imprisonment as defined in bill to remain punishment for first degree murder. 

Applicability. Applicable to offenses committed after ratification.

H 522 Open meetings law revision GS 143 
Introducer: Hunt Sent to Judiciary 3 


"To rewrtte Article 33B of Chapter 143 of the General Statutes entitled Meet- 
ings of Governmental Bodies." Completely rewrites the state's open meetings law, ex- 
panding the number and types of groups subject to the act, reducing the number of excep- 
tions, adding specific provisions on indirect denials of access, and expanding the 
remedies available to enforce the act. 

Basic coverage. Extends requirement of open meetings to all "governmental 
bodies" of all "agencies of government." Defines agency of government as state and its 
departments, agencies, etc.; political subdivisions of every sort; and nonprofit corpor- 
ations receiving public funding. Defines governmental body as body exercising any 
"legislative, regulatory, executive, administrative or quasi-judicial function or author- 
ity'' by conducting hearings, engaging in discussions or deliberations, or taking action. 
Except as specifically permitted, all official meetings of such groups must be open to 
public; official meeting defined as gathering of majority of subject group for purpose 
of hearings, discussions or deliberations, or taking action. Continues, with greater 
detail, permission to have social gatherings. 

Exceptions. Permits closed meetings for following purposes: (1) discussing 
purchase of specific real property and voting to take option thereon; (2) meeting with 
attorney to discuss claim by or against body or litigation to which body is party; 

(3) discussions of hospital business by governing body thereof; (4) discussing '"qual- 
ifications, competence, character or fitness” of officer or employee whom body has right 
to employ, appoint, discipline or discharge; (5) hearing and deciding student discipli- 
nary cases; and (6) considering and acting upon conditions of civil disorder. (Last 
limited to cities, counties and school boards.) Requires vote of 2/3 of all members of 
body to hold executive session on first four exceptions; applicability of procedural 
requirement to other two unclear. 

Excepts following groups from act entirely: (1) courts and juries; (2) law 
enforcement agencies; (3) state-level quasi-judicial agencies, while making decision 
(but not comparable local agencies); and (4) state licensing boards. 

Indirect denials of access. Forbids all conference telephone calls between 
majority of members of body subject to act. Forbids secret ballots on matters required 
to be discussed in public, unless ballots retained and show how each member voted. For- 
bids voting by code. Forbids meeting outside of territorial jurisdiction and requires 
that meetings be held in meeting rooms accessible to public and large enough for those 
wishing to attend. 

Requires each state-level body subject to act to keep on file with Att'y Gen'l 


current statement showing time and place of regular meetings, and each local body to keep

comparable statement on file with clerk or sec'y of body. Requires written notice, s 
ing time, place, and agenda, of any special meeting (meeting other than regular meeti 
to all members of body and to all other persons filing request for such notice with bom 
Even in emergency, such notice must be given to members and press at least six hours 
before meeting held. Exempts Gen'l Assembly from special meeting requirements. 

Remedies. Makes knowing violation of act by body member a misdemeanor, punis 
able by maximum fine of $250, imprisonment of six months, or both. Makes member who 
violates act liable to action for civil penalty of $200 per violation, recoverable by® 
any person. Permits injunctions against boards for planned meetings that will violaté 
act or for past meetings that did violate. Provides that if plaintiff successful in 
action for civil penalty or injunction, court must award reasonable attorneys fees as 
costs and requires that individual members, not body, pay these fees. Provides that 
action has been considered, discussed, or acted upon in violation of act, must be hel 
void if suit brought within 60 days after action taken. 

Miscellaneous. Requires all bodies subject to act to keep minutes. Requires 
that all materials distributed to body at meeting become public record. Continues pre 
sent provision that person guilty of disrupting meeting required to be open punishabl 
by fine up to $250, imprisonment up to six months, or both. Grants media right to . 
broadcast, film, photograph, or tape record all meetings required to be open, subject 
only to limitation that such activities not be "unduly disruptive." 

Effective July 1,;:1977.

office and travel expenses of state consultant each year; (4) $2,500 for each year for 


K-12 health materials for teachers; and (5) $2,500 each year for expense reimbursement 
of state advisory council members.

"To appropriate funds from the General Fund to employ and compensate an adaitid

trative Office of Courts as title indicates. 
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H 543 Insurer of auto, fire set own rates GS 58 
Introducer: Edwards Sent to Local Government 1 


"To amend Articles 13, 13A, 13B and 25 of General Statutes Chapter 58 relating 
to the Fire Insurance Rating Bureau, fire and casualty insurance rate regulattons, and 
the regulation of automobile liability insurance rates so as to permit tnsurers to 
establish thetr own rates so long as they shall not inerease by more than ten percent 
by coverage during any twelve-month pertod." Amends GS 58-131.9 (fire insurance), 

GS 58-131.25 (casualty insurance), and GS 58-131.33 (miscellaneous lines of insurance), 
and adds new GS 58-248.11 (automobile liability insurance) providing as title indicates.

"To regulate the setting of steel traps in Bladen, Columbus and Sampson Counties." 
Prohibits person, firm, or corporation from setting, possessing or using steel traps or 
taking animals from such traps in Bladen, Columbus, and Sampson Counties, unless the 
person or organization (1) sets or uses such traps on land he owns, or (2) sets or uses 
such traps on land he leases and the lease is in writing, permits by name the lessee or 
sublessee to trap on land, and the lease is recorded in register of deeds office. Also 
requires land on which steel traps are placed to be posted and specifies location and 
spacing of posted signs; makes violation of act a misdemeanor punishable by fine of not 
less than $50 nor more than $200 or by imprisonment not exceeding 30 days, or both; and 
makes mutilation, destruction or taking down a posted trapping sign on another's land a 
misdemeanor punishable by fine not exceeding $100.

Prohibits (1) bondsman from recommending attorney, and vice versa; (2) pay- 
ments from bondsman to attorney and vice versa; (3) law enforcement officers from "becom- 
ing bail" for prisoner for money or property; (4) court officials and police from recom- 
mending attorney to prisoner. Provides for maximum of two years' imprisonment or fine 

or both for violation of act. Authorizes court to revoke bondsman's license if he is con- 
victed, and comm'rs to do so if no conviction obtained, but violation is proved by "satis- 
factory proof." Revocation to be for two years. Provides that act not to apply to 

surety or bonding companies licensed by Dep't of Insurance (GS Ch. 85C provides for 
extensive regulation of bail bondsmen).

H 658 Fire, auto bureau rate filing-l GS 58 
Introducer: Miller Sent to Insurance 


"Amending present Article 13, Article 13A and Article 13B of Chapter 58 relating 
to fire and casualty insurance rate regulation and Article 25 of Chapter 58 relating to 
automobile liability rate regulation to provide for interim rates and mandatory pertodic 
filings by the rating bureaus." Generally sets out procedure for rating bureau filing 
for rate increase, classification, rating plan or rating rule change. 

, Rewrites GS 58-131.1 (fire insurance rating bureau), -248.1 (auto), -131.13

money collected plus interest at prime rate at date change put in effect. 


Provides that customer having to bring suit to recover refund entitled to reason- 


| 'able attorney's fees. Requires rating bureau to file annually (beginning in 1978) with 


Comm'r revision of rates based on latest available experience. Places burden of proof 
at hearing involving rate, classification, etc. change on Comm'r to show rate, classifi- 
cation, etc. excessive, inadequate, unreasonable, discriminatory or not in public inter- 
est.

Otherwise, judge 
must impose presumptive punishment set for class of offense (now, judge may impose 
' any sentence within statutory range without indicating reasons) unless judge makes 
' finding in the record of mitigating and aggravating factors. (Such findings would 
apparently permit appellate review of sentence under decisions of N.C. Supreme Court.) 
Sets out aggravating factors: (1) infliction of serious bodily injury or substantial 
property loss, (2) acting as leader of criminal enterprise, and (3) prior felony

"To promote and protect the welfare of the people of the State of North Carolina 
by prevention and eliminatton of discriminatory employment practices and policies based 
upon race, color, reltgton, nattonal origin, ancestry, age, or sex." Adds new Art. 49 to 
GS Ch. 143 to prohibit employment discrimination in much the same way as Title VII of 
federal Civil Rights Act of 1964, and to create state administrative agency to hear com- 
plaints not resolved by conciliation. 

Discrimination prohibited--New article prohibits (1) employers having 15 or more 
employees, (2) labor organizations, (3) employment agencies, and (4) joint labor-manage- 
ment committees controlling apprenticeship or other training programs, from discriminating 
against a person in any aspect of the employment relationship on basis of that person's 
race, color, religion, national origin, ancestry, sex, or age (but only those between 
the ages of 40 and 65 are protected against age discrimination). 

Exemptions and exceptions--(1) Exempts religious organizations from prohibition 
against discrimination in employment based on religicn if person hired to perform work 
related to that organization's religious activities. (2) Allows discrimination if reli- 
gion, sex, or national origin is bona fide occupational qualification reasonably necessary 
to normal operation of business. (3) Allows sectarian schools to establish religious 
qualifications for employment. (4) Allows seniority or merit systems that measure earn- 


ings by quantity or quality of production or location of work place, even though they 
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result in differential terms and conditions of employment, if differences are not resuy 
of intention to discriminate because of race, color, etc. (5) Permits action based on 
results of professionally developed and job-validated tests if tests are not designed 0} 
used to discriminate on basis of race, color, etc. x 


Fair employment practices division and commission--Creates Equal Employment 


Practices Division within Dep't of Administration. Complaints of discrimination to be 
filed with director of that division, who will investigate. If action is warranted, a 
conciliation is not successful, director carries complaint to five-member Equal Employ 
ment Practices Comm'n, located in the Dep't of Administration. Members to be chosen b 
Governor and to serve staggered six-year terms, with no more than three members of Co 
to be of same political party. 

(Explanatory materials accompanying the legislation state that the Comm'n shoul 
qualify under federal law as a '706 agency" so that complaints must be filed with it i 
stead of the federal Equal Employment Opportunity Comm'n and EEOC must defer action unt 
state has acted.) 

Enforcement provisions--Complaints alleging employment discrimination may be fi 
with director by person aggrieved, by his or her representative, or by Att'y General. 
Complaints must be filed within 180 days after alleged discrimination. Person charged 
complaint (respondent) is to be notified, and director to make investigation. Director 
has 90 days to determine whether there is reasonable cause to believe that an unlawful 
practice has occurred. If he finds reasonable cause, he is to attempt to eliminate unlz 
ful practice by conciliation or persuasion within 90 days. If director does not find 
reasonable cause for complaint, or if he is unable to enter into conciliation agreement 
acceptable to complainant, that person may petition comm'n to have his case heard in 
formal, adversary hearing conducted in accordance with Administrative Procedure Act (GS 
Ch. 150A). In certain circumstances, attorneys' fees may be awarded to the successful 
party. If Comm'n finds, after the hearing, that an unlawful employment practice has al 
place, it may issue a cease and desist order and such additional remedial action (inclu 
ing reinstatement and back pay) as may be appropriate. Comm'n orders may be appealed t 
or enforcement sought from, superior court of county where hearing conducted. 

Local human relations commissions--A local human relations comm'n established p 
suant to GS 160A-492 may be authorized by local governing body to process complaints 
alleging employment discrimination in the same manner as (and in lieu of) state comm'n 
at least up to and including conciliation stage. However, local comm'ns to have no powe 
to hold adversary hearings, and if complainant intends to pursue case beyond voluntary 
conciliation stage, he must petition state comm'n for a hearing.

Enacts new Articles 45-51 of GS Ch. 155 for education of children 
with special needs (CWSN); defines them as children of ages 5-18 having mental, physical 
or emotional handicaps and requiring special education or related services (terms defined 
in bill). Requires State Board of Education to insure that city and county school ad- 
ministrative units ("LEAs'') and Dep't of Human Resources (DHR) and Dep't of Correction 
(DOC) furnish special education to CWSN in their programs. Grants Board limited juris- 
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diction over DHR and DOC (design and content of special education programs only). Gran 
Board power to contract with those dep'ts to furnish special education to CWSN in their 
residential programs; requires those dep'ts to submit to Board plans for educating CWSN 
in their programs; grants Board power to set standards for those dep'ts and LEAs as to 
special education and to grant exemptions to DHR and DOC under stated conditions. Re- 
quires Board to have plan for education of CWSN; sets out elements of plan and requires 
its submission to Governor and General Assembly annually. Requires Board to conduct 
annual census of CWSN. Requires LEAs, DHR and DOC to submit to Board annual plans for 
educating CWSN. Requires LEAs and DHR and DOC to provide free appropriate public educa 
tion to CWSN; prohibits tuition charges. Requires Board to monitor LEA, DHR and DOC 
programs. Requires Board to provide for public notice, hearings and participation as t 
Board policies, procedures, plans and rules. Provides for LEAs to cooperate with DHR w: 
respect to education of CWSN. Requires LEAs, DHR and DOC to furnish essential special 
education if child with special needs suspended or expelled from public school program 
for more than ten days because he puts self or others at risk or interrupts education 90} 


others. Sets forth procedures for diagnosis and evaluation to determine if child 

has special needs; requires individualized education programs for CWSN. Provides 

for privacy of school records of CWSN (subject to stated exceptions) and for parents' 
right of access to and correction of records. Requires free education if child 
placed in private program by LEA and requires Board to determine if private schools 
meet Board standards. Authorizes LEAs, DHR and DOC to cooperate with each other to 
provide special education; authorize LEAs to contract with private school to provide 
special education. Requires LEAs, DOC and DHR to take positive efforts to hire handi- 
capped. Empowers Board to issue regulations; provides for public participation in 
rule and regulation making. Requires Division of Fiscal Research to perform special 
education budget analysis of DHR and DOC and report to Board, Governor and General 
Assembly annually. Requires DHR and DOC to submit to Board requests for funding of 
new or existing or expansion of existing special education programs; Board to review 
and comment on requests. Requires Board to allocate federal funds for educating CWSN 
in equitable manner. Repeals inconsistent or superseded provisions of GS Ch. 115. 
Effective July 1, 1977.

"To authorize counttes and cittes to provide defense counsel for members of 
volunteer fire departments and rescue squads which receive pubite funds."

"To regulate mortgage guaranty tnsurance." Adds new Art. 13C to GS Ch. 58 
(insurance) entitled Mortgage Guaranty Insurance Act of 1977. Defines mortgage 
guaranty insurance (insurance against default in mortgage or lease) and other terms. 
Prohibits mortgage guaranty insurance company (MGIC) from doing business unless has 
specified amounts of paid-in capital and surplus; requires MGIC to maintain minimum 
amount of paid-in capital or surplus. Prohibits MGIC from doing business without 
certificate from Insurance Comm'r. Limits MGIC investments in designated single 
risks (those in excess of 10% of company's aggregate capital, surplus and contingency 
reserve) and areas (standard metropolitan statistical areas); limitations apply only 
after MGIC doing business for three years. Prchibits advertising by MGIC unless ad 
states MGIC has certificate from Comm'r. Restricts MGIC investments (may not invest 
in notes secured by mortgages). Limits coverage by MGIC to 25% (net of reinsurance) of 
entire indebtedness of insured; in alternative, MGIC may pay insured's whole debt and 
acquire title to real estate that is security for repayment of mortgage. Prohibits 
MGIC from receiving certificate if it writes any other kind of insurance (limited 
exceptions provided). Allows MGIC to impose'"reasonable" requirements on insured, 
prohibits MGIC from discriminating because of insured's sex, marital status, race, 
color, creed or national origin; and prohibits MIGC from writing insurance until making 
investigation of credit of insured and appraisal on property. Requires MGIC to file 
policy forms and endorsements with Comm'r, who has power to approve them, to file with 
Insurance Dep't rate and premium schedules, and to generally make available rate and 
premium schedules. Limits MGIC's outstanding total liability to not more than 25 times 
capital, surplus and contingency reserve, nét of reinsurance. Prohibits MGIC from 
making rebates, paying commissions or fees of designated persons in real estate business; 
violation is grounds to withdraw certificate.if violation continues after Comm'r issues 
cease and desist order. Prohibits "compensating balances" between MGIC and mortgage 
lenders. Sets forth what constitutes conflict of interest and prohibits same. Requires 
MGIC to compute, in accordance with Comm'r regulations, unearned premium reserves, loss 
reserves and contingency reserves. Governs reinsurance by MGIC; sets forth conflict- 
of-laws provisions; permits Comm'r to enact rules and regulations. Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 830 Health insurance minimum standards | GSn5ih, 8 
Introducer: Seymour Sent to Insurance 


"To amend Chapter 57 and 58 of the General Statutes of North Carolina to 
provide for minimum standards and provtsions tn poltctes of accident and health 
tnsuranece." Adds new GS 58-249.1 through -249.6. Sets forth purpose of act 
(reasonable standardization and simplification of health and accident insurance 
policies, elimination of misleading provisions, and requirement of full disclosure 
in sale of policies). Defines terms. Empowers Insurance Comm'r to issue rules 
and regulations concerning policy standards (over and above other requirements on 
policies), including renewability, conditions of eligibility, nonduplication of 
coverage, coverage of dependents, pre-existing conditions, termination, probationary 
periods, limitations, exceptions, reductions, eliminations, replacement, recurrent 
conditions, and definition of terms. Empowers Comm'r to issue rules and regulations 
covering following coverages -- basic hospital expense, basic medical-surgical expense, 
hospital confinement indemnity, major medical expense, disability income protection, 
accident only, and specified disease or specified accident. Requires Comm'r to have 
public hearing before adopting rules and regulations. Prohibits policies from being 
issued unless they contain minimum coverages or unless they state they do not contain 
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minimum coverages. Prohibits policies from being delivered or issued unless they 
contain outline of minimum coverages as prescribed by Comm'r; empowers Comm'r to 
regulate contents and format of outline and to grant exceptions to regulation; sets 
forth what outline must describe; and prohibits policies from being delivered or 
issued unless applicant is told whether or not coverage meets minimum standards 
and, if it does not, that minimum coverage may be obtained and how minimum coverage 
is not furnished by policy. If insurer uses application form that does not inquire : 
into applicant's medical treatment and health history, policy must cover loss occuring 
after 12 months (presumably from date of issuance or delivery) from pre-existing 
conditions not specifically excluded by policy. 

Adds new GS 57-4.2 through -4.4 identical in effect to new sections added 
to GS Ch. 58, digested in paragraph above. (GS Ch. 57 deals with hospital, medical 
and dental service corporations and GS Ch. 58 deals with insurance generally).

Amount of 
deposit not to exceed two weeks' rent if tenancy is week to week, cne and one-half 
months' rent if tenancy is month to month, and two months' rent for tenancy longer 
than month to month. Requires landlord to itemize damages, notify tenant of damage, 
and return balance of deposit to tenant within 30 days of tenancy's termination. If 
tenant's address unknown, landlord required to hold balance of deposit for six months. 
Permits landlord to charge reasonable, nonrefundable fee for pets. Within 30 days 
of termination of interest in dwelling unit landlord must transfer remaining deposits 
to any successor in interest, or return deposits to tenant. Allows reasonable attorney’ 
fee to prevailing party when party who loses suit is found to have been in willful 
noncompliance with act.

Adds new 
Art. 17 to GS Ch. 58 to require medical insurers, medical care corporations, and 
medical or hospital service plans to offer comprehensive health insurance. Requires 
employers with (1) 25 or more employees, fifty percent of whom apply for coverage 
or (2) from 10 to 25 employees, ten of whom apply for coverage, to offer qualified 
health insurance to employees. Exempts employers with benefits provided in collective 
bargaining agreements and employers that have plan approved by Comm'r of Insurance 
that provides employee coverage. Employers in violation to lose income tax deduction 
for employee health benefits costs or to lose employer's exemption from income tax. 
Sets out coverage, exclusions allowable, deductibles and approval required of 
comprehensive health insurance plan. Also regulates pre-existing condition clauses 
and policy's applicability to dependents and newborn children. Permits employee 
to apply for coverage from licensed health maintainence organization (HMO) under 
employer's plan. Requires health care provider to determine whether recipient 
of services is covered under qualified plan and to disclose expenses which insurance 
does not cover. Permits provider and carrier to establish direct payment plan. 
Health care provider who refuses to render services because of insurance coverage 
subject of suspension or revocation of license to practice. 

Creates North Carolina Comprehensive Health Insurance Ass'n, to be composed 
of health insurance carriers, health maintenance organizations, and self-insurers 
providing health insurance. Specifies Ass'n powers including power to pool insurance 
risks among members. Permits Ass'n to delegate duties to corporation with approval of 
Comm'r of Insurance. Losses of Ass'n to be assessed to all members in proportion to 
shares of total health insurance premiums received. Provides for determing share of 
loss for self-insurer and HMO. Gains of Ass'n to be used to offset future losses 
or to reduce future premiums. Comm'r to regulate policy rates.

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The following is the digest of S 463, introduced April 11, that was omitted from last 
night's Bulletin because of its length and the late printing hour of the Bulletin. 


G63, Wildlife! law revision GS14, 15, 140. 660754, 103

Introducer: Combs (by request) Sent to Wildlife 


"To revtse and consolidate the laws of North Carolina relating to the conservation 
of wildlife resources." Rewrites Subch. IV of GS Ch. 113, containing the fish laws and 
the jurisdictional breakdown between Dep't of Natural and Economic Resources and the 
Wildlife Resources Comm'n (hereafter, WRC), to include provisions now in Subch. IIA 
(license agents) and Subch. III (game laws). Makes number of technical and clarifying 
changes in marine fisheries laws administered by Dep't and various laws administered by 
WRC in the course of revising the subchapter. Major provisions of act are as follows, 
with GS references to proposed new or amended sections: 

(1) Redefines game animals and fur-bearing animals to make bobcat (now, wildcat), 
fox, opossum, and raccoon either game or fur-bearing depending on how taken and to add 
nutria to list of fur-bearing animals. GS 113-129(7a) and (7c). 

(2) Clarifies definition of inland fishing waters to cover waters which flow into 
another state. GS 113-129(9). 

(3) Clarifies definition of wild animals to exclude fish, insects, sea turtles, 
and wild birds, and redefines wildlife resources to include specifically reptiles, amphib- 
ians, and invertebrates other than marine species in coastal fishing waters and to omit 
specific coverage of animal life inhabiting or depending upon inland fishing waters 
(though perhaps covered by later catch-all language including the entire ecology support- 
ing the species listed in the definition). GS 113-129(15) and (17). 

(4) Clarifies definition of resident to cover procedure to be followed when 60-day 


domicile provision is utilized by license applicants to Dep't, application of definition 


to partnerships and other ass'ns, and military personnel and their dependents when stationed 
in NC (repealing provisions on this subject now in GS 113-276(a)). GS 113-130(4). 

(5) Adds provision repealing all local laws regulating the conservation of wild- 
life resources but provides for (a) temporary retention of local fox laws until WRC makes 
superseding regulations on the subject, and (b) permanent retention of Game Comm'n of 


SCurrituck County. GS 113-133.1 and -291.5. 


(6) Codifies preemptive impact of wildlife laws on city and county ordinances, 
but specifies subjects, including provisions on bird sanctuaries, abuse of animals, and 
regulation of dangerous or offensive animals, over which localities retain control. GS 113- 


#133.1(c); 160A-188. 


(7) Transfers basic game-law punishment ($10-$50 fine/up to 30 days) to Subch. IV 
(now, unaggravated fish-law offenses under subchapter punishable by fine up to $50), and 
sets punishment for second or subsequent offenses within three years at $50-$500/up to 
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90 days/both (now, no such general provision for Subch. IV; game-law multiple-offense — 
provision set at $35-$200/up to six months/both and not limited to offenses within three 
years). GS 113-135. 

(8) Clarifies enforcement authority of marine fisheries inspectors and wildlife” 
protectors, with major changes being (a) specification of authority over offenses invo A) 
ing property of or occurring on land owned, leased, controlled, or managed by agency, an 
(b) requirement that boating safety or other equipment required to be carried must be ~ 
exhibited to officer. GS 113-136. 

(9) Amends punishment for taking fish or wildlife (now, fish) with poisons, drug 
explosives, or electricity to add imprisonment as alternative. Repeals prima facie 
evidence provision as to taking fish with poisons, drugs, explosives, or electricity ane 
substitutes the offense of possessing fish or wildlife bearing evidence of having been § 
taken or with knowledge of such taking. (The possession offense is punishable at the be 
$10-$50 fine/up to 30 days level--not the higher level applicable to taking with poisons 
drugs, explosives, and electricity.) GS 113-262. 


(10) Gives WRC jurisdiction over conduct of members of the public on public hunt 
grounds covered by terms of cooperative agreement between WRC and landowner. GS 113-26 

(11) Gives Marine Fisheries Comm'n (hereafter, MFC) and WRC jurisdiction over 
obstruction of passage of fish not inconsistent with GS Ch. 7/7, and temporarily retains | 
fish-obstruction provisions of repealed GS 113-293(c)(2), (3), and (4) until MFC and WRC 
pass regulations. Fish-Obstruction power not to increase authority of Dep't or WRC over 
dams. GS 113-266. 

(12) Adds provision authorizing MFC and WRC to make regulations concerning repla¢ 
ment costs of fish and wildlife, with such regulations to have prima facie effect in civi 
and criminal cases. Adds provision allowing judge in criminal case to suspend sentence @j 
provision that replacement costs of fish and wildlife are paid to respective agency excef 
in cases covered by existing fish-kill law (civil suits to be brought by Environmental 
Management Comm'n). GS 15-199(17); 113-267. 

(13) Sets out comprehensive scheme for license agents of WRC and exempts adminis 
tration of license agents, revocation of agency, etc., from provisions of Administrative YW 
Procedure Act. License agents selling licenses other than certificates of number for 
motorboats to receive specified fee, increasing fee to $1 for the more expensive license 
GS 113-270.1. 

(14) Revises hunting license provisions to delete nonresident landowner county 
hunting license and to broaden landowner exemption to cover nonresidents (now, nonreside 
must own 100 acres or more to hunt and trap on own land without license). Includes non- 
residents in exemption to hunt and trap on land leased for agricultural purposes. Omits jj 
trapping privileges from lifetime combination license sold to disabled war veterans. CS 
Ut3-2/0.27and —2/6(c). 

(15) Adds statutory provision on licensing of special devices for taking nongame 
fish in inland fishing waters (now, such devices are licensed in WRC regulations). GS 1 
IM Pap eAs 

(16) Expands existing collection and possession permit (applicable to wild anima 
birds, and nests and eggs) to a collection license to take wildlife resources—-allowing 
incidental possession and transportation necessary to taking, but providing for free 
permits for long-term possession. Raises price to $5 per year (now, $2). GS 113-27274— 

(17) Repeals game fish sale license. GS 113-273(d). 

(18) Increases prices of fish-propagation licenses to $25 per year for trout prop 
gation license (now, $5 for progagation of trout and bass) and to $25 for restricted pro 
gation license covering all fish other than trout (now, $.50 for restricted license tove 
ing all but trout and bass). GS 113-273(e). 

(19) Modifies fur-dealer licenses to provide only three: (a) resident fur-deale 
$50 per year, an individual license to buy or sell furs and fur-bearing animals; (b) non 
resident fur-dealer, $150 per year, also an individual license; and (c) fur-—-dealer statiot) 
license, $100 per year, valid for all persons exclusively working at a fixed station, 
whether resident or nonresident. Deletes provision for free permit to out-cf-state deal 
buying exclusively from statewide licensed dealers. (Existing licenses: resident state 
wide fur dealer, $30; resident county fur dealer, $15; resident county fixed place of 
business, $10; nonresident, $150; statewide fur-dealer employees, $25; county resident 
fur-dealer employees, $10). GS 113-273(f). 

(20) Broadens coverage of regular game bird propagation license and increases 





price to $5 (now, $2). GS 113-273(h) (1). 

(21) Punishes sale of wild quail, wild turkey, or ruffed grouse for food purposes 
at not less than $100 fine/up to two years/both (now, violation of regulations as to pen- 
raised quail punishable up to $150 fine/up to 30 days/both). GS 113-273(h). 

(22) Broadens coverage of food-server license to include hatchery-reared mountain 
trout, pen-raised quail, other propagated game birds (now, only specifically covers other 
propagated game birds) and reducés price to $2 per year (now, $10). GS 113-273(i) 

(23) Adds game bird-trout sale license for sale of dead hatchery-reared mountain 
trout, pen-raised quail, and propagated chuckar partridges and ring-necked pheasants at 
cost of $2 per year (now, no specific provision on trout, free permit available to sell 


pen-raised quail, and no license or permit needed to sell properly-marked carcasses of 
chuckar partridges and ring-necked pheasants). GS 113-273(j). 

(24) Adds taxidermy license at cost of $10 per year, applicable to anyone who en- 
gages in taxidermy involving wildlife for compensation--including reimbursement for costs 
of materials. GS 113-273(k). 

(25) Expands coverage of depredation permit to include any taking of wildlife 
resources (now, birds or animals), and restates exemption to allow owner or lessee of 
property to take wildlife while committing depredations upon the property. Deletes 
statute authorizing motorist killing deer accidentally to keep deer upon receiving trans- 
portation permit from law enforcement officer, but authorizes WRC to make regulations on 
subject. GS 113-274(c) (la). 

(26) Authorizes Executive Director of WRC to issue out-of-state wildlife conserva- 
tion personnel free combination hunting-fishing permits for length of time stipulated in 
permit (now, free nonresident hunting license apparently valid for full season). GS 113- 
274(c) (3a). 

(27) Narrows exemption for persons under 16 years old to exempt them only from 
general hook-and-line fishing license requirements. Extends right of under-16-year-old to 
fish on game lands and in public mountain trout waters on license of parent or guardian or 
when accompanied by licensed parent or guardian (now, this privilege only applies to hunt- 
ing and trapping). GS 113-276(d). 

(28) Adds provision for administrative suspension and revocation of licenses and 
permits of dealers, scientific collectors, persons fishing with special devices for sale 
of fish, and persons other than individual sportsmen granted permits by WRC. Makes proce- 
dure for suspension and revocation subject to Administrative Proeedure Act and provides 
that court-ordered suspension or revocation does not preempt administrative action. GS 113- 
21O0n25 

(29) Provides for mandatory suspension of license or permit of sportsman for one- 
or two-year period upon conviction of aggravated offense. Suspension period begins run- 
ning upon mailing of notice by Executive Director of WRC unless sportsman elects to start 
it earlier by turning in all licenses. Two-year suspension offenses are: (a) sale of bear 
deer, or wild turkey; (b) taking, possessing, or transporting bear or wild turley; and 
(c) firelighting deer. GS 113-276.3. 

(30) Makes provisions authorizing discretionary suspension or revocation of 
licenses or permits by court after conviction applicable to all offenses by persons hold- 
ing licenses or permits from WRC. Extends general misdemeanor penalty provisions for 
various abuses of licenses and permits to all licenses and permits of WRC. Provides 
generally for suspension of entitlement to license or permit if person committing offense 
does not have license or permit. Provides that court-ordered revocation or suspension to 
run concurrently with any mandatory suspension or administrative suspension. GS 113-277. 

(31) Changes general hunting hours to one-half hour before sunrise to one-half 
hour after sunset (now, sunrise to sunset) and gives WRC power to make variances by regu- 
lation. Includes specific authorization to WRC to allow raccoons, opossum, and foxes to 
be taken at night with dogs. GS 113-291.1(a), -291.1(e), and -291.4. 

(32) Deletes many specific provisions on manner of taking animals and birds, but 
includes general prohibitions on taking from conveyances and with the aid or use of any 
artificial light, net, trap, snare, fire, salt, salt lick, grain, fruit, or other bait-- 
though these and other game law provisions may be modified by regulation in accordance 
with specified standards. (Among the more important changes are deletion of provision 
as to unplugged shotguns and broadening of baiting provision to cover all species and all 
types of bait.) GS 113-291.1(b) and (f); see also GS 113-129(11b) (authorizing WRC to 
modify definition of migratory birds to conform with federal provisions). 

(33) Adds prohibition against taking wildlife while in possession of weapon of 
mass death and destruction. GS 113-291.1(c) (2). . 
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(34) Deletes specific restrictions as to transporting game out of state and im 
ing into NC, but authorizes WRC to regulate the subject. GS 113-291.2. 


(35) Adds provision specifically authorizing WRC to regulate or prohibit acti 
connected with exotic zoological or botanical species or specimens that may create a d 
if released in waters or the environment generally. GS 113-292(d). 

(36) Specifies the following punishments: (a) unlawful sale of wildlife, $50 
fine/up to 90 days/both (now, sale of game not less than $50 fine/up to 60 days/both; 
of game fish not less than $50 fine/up to two years/both); (b) sale of deer, bear, or” 
wild turkey, not less than $250 fine/up to two years/both (now, covered by general pen 
on sale of game above); (c) unlawful taking, possessing, or transporting of bear or 
turkey, not less than $250 fine/up to two years/both (now, unlawful taking of bear or 


or transporting antlerless deer, not less than $100 fine/up to two years/both (now, 
ful taking or possessing doe deer, not less than $100 fine/90 days-two years/both) ; 
(e) firelighting deer, not less than $250 fine/up to two years/both (now, first offensi 
up to $250 fine/up to 60 days/both; second or subsequent offense, not less than $250 f 
up to 90 days/both); (f) baiting game birds, $50-$500 fine/up to 90 days/both (now, no 
specific higher penalty); (g) unlawfully taking wild animals or birds with use of vess 
equipped with motor or with motor attached, $50-$500 fine/up to 90 days/both (now, tak 
deer with aid of boats in most counties, $50-$100 fine/30-60 days); (h) making false o 
misleading statement to secure license, permit, privilege, exemption or other benefit | 
which not entitled, fine in discretion of court/up to two years/both (now, similar Pro’ 
sions only apply to fish law). GS 113-294. 

(37) Expands provision on prima facie evidence of possession for purpose of sa 
in commercial food-preparation establishments to cover both game and game fish (now, 
and adds provision that dog found running at large in area frequented by game constituté! 
prima facie evidence that owner permitted dog to run at large. GS 113-302. 

(38) Expands provision for inspection of premises of commercial establishments 
preparing or storing food to cover wildlife generally (now, inspection for game). Cla! 
fies premises that are covered. GS 113-302.1. 

(39) Grants WRC authority to seek injunctive relief to prevent irreparable inju 
to wildlife resources or to prevent or regulate any activity in WRC's jurisdiction that 
constitutes a public nuisance or presents threat to public health or safety. GS 113- 
306(d). 

(40) Specifies that Dep't and WRC have condemnation powers in administering cof 
vation laws and that WRC has this power in administering laws as to regulation of vesse 
and water safety. GS 40-2(6). 4 

(41) Adds WRC to list of agencies exempt from prohibition against engaging in § 
of goods, running eating places, etc. GS 66-58(b)(9). | 

(42) Transfers posted-land trespass provisions to GS Ch. 14. GS 14-159.1 to 
-159.4. 
(43) Amends provision on hunting with firearms on Sunday to specify that wildli 
protectors may enforce it. GS 103-2.

H 862 Jails take more prisoners GS 148 


Introducer Plyler Sent to Corrections 


"To ratse the miniman term for imprisonment in the state prison system from 
30 to 180 days." Amends GS 148-30 to provide that no male misdemeanant prisoners may 
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be assigned to the Dep't of Correction when imprisonment term less than 180 days (now, 
30 days). Adds new GS 148-32.1 to authorize Sec'y of Correction to contract and pay 
local confinement facility per diem cost of maintaining prisoners serving sentences of 
30 to 180 days. Sets forth factors in determining per diem rate reinbursement. Con- 
tract may not exceed two years, and not renewable for more that two years; requires 


Sec'y of Administration approval of contract's financial provisions and 

Sec'y sets per diem reimbursement rate if no agreement. If prisoner assigned to local 
confinement facility under GS 148-32.1, superior court clerk to send copy of commit- 
ment order to Parole Comm'n; facility custodiam to send prisoner's work release earn- 
ings to Dep't of Correction (Dep't responsible for deducting fees from earnings under 
GS 148-33); facility custodian to forward information about prisoner to Parole Comm'n 
(requires Comm'n to approve furnish form for this purpose: for parole eligibility under 
GS 148-60.3. Repeals GS 148-32 (Dep*t providing prisoners for county work). Effective 
wuiy 1, 1977, 


H 864 Lt Governor chair State school board CS 115.7 

Introducer: Nesbitt Sante taurarian 

"To make the Lieutenant Governor ex officto chatrman of the State Board of 
Educatton." Amends GS 115-10(a) as title indicates (now, Board elects its own chair- 


man from members of Board): Board would continue to elect vice-chairman. 


H 865 (Joint Res.) Harnett Historical Society commended JOINT RES

Appropriates $100,000 from General Fund to Dep't of Natural and Economic Resources 
for improving navigation in Broad Creek in Beaufort County. Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 868 Public drunk detention, care Goa t4e1 5A 22 
Introducer: McMillan Sent. fo Judiciary, 


"To repeal the criminal offense of public drunkenness, to replace tt with a crime 
of betng drunk and disruptive in public, to provide noneriminal options for handling those 
who are tntoxtcated in public and not disruptive, and to provide procedures for treatment 
and residential care of those aleoholties who regularly become intoxicated in public." Ef- 
fective Jan. 1, 1978, repeals present criminal offense of public drunkenness (GS 14-335) 
and related statutes (GS 14-334, drunk and disorderly; GS 14-335.1, assistance to drunks; 
and GS 122-65.6 through -65.9, supervision of those acquitted of public drunkenness because 
of chronic alcoholism). Adds new $50/30-day offense of drunk and disruptive, defined as 
drunk plus blocking street, lying on sidewalk, grabbing and pushing, begging, etc. Dis- 
allows plea of guilty to magistrate for that offense, but creates defense of alcoholism, 
which is presumed from three times drunk in public in previous year. Person found not 
guilty because of alcoholism subject to 30-day treatment indicated below. 

Also authorizes police officer (or other person employed locally) to take into 
custody person drunk in public (and not disruptive) to carrv home, to shelter, to detoxi- 
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fication center, doctor, hospital or other place depending on person's condition. If © 
person needs shelter but not medical care, and no other place readily available, for fir 
year of act (until Jan. 1, 1979), drunk can be taken to jail. Wherever taken, detention 
is only until person becomes sober or maximum of 12 hours, unless commitment proceedings 
begun. 














Adds new sections to GS Ch. 122 to allow 30-day court-ordered inpatient or out- 
patient treatment of alcoholic in need of care; presumption of that condition arises fron 
three or more appearances drunk in public in last year. Proceedings to be before distri 
court judge, following person's detention for being drunk in public or following person 
being found not guilty of being drunk and disruptive because of alcoholism. 

Also provides procedure for commitment of alcoholic not responding to treatment 
up to 180 days in residential facility. Presumption that person should be committed ari 
from appearance drunk in public after (1) three or more 30-day treatments in last three 
years, or (2) one commitment as inebriate and two or more 30-day treatments in last thre 
years. Proceedings before district court judge, generally following hearing procedures © 
of present commitment statutes, Procedures in addition to, and not in lieu of, existing 
involuntary commitment. 

Also amends GS 15A-534 to specify that criminal defendant's intoxication and nee 
for supervision to be taken into account in determining conditions of pretrial release. 


H 869 Liquor revenue to alcoholism raised GSPIsA 122 
Introducer: McMillan Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To provide funds for alcoholism programs tn North Carolina." Amends GS 18A- 
15(3)c.2. to have State ABC Board make following additions to prices of bottles of 
alcoholic beverages sold in ABC stores beginning January 1, 1978: (1) 1¢ on each 
bottle containing two ounces or less; (2) 5¢ on each pint; (3) 10¢ on each fifth or 
quart; and (4) 20¢ on each half-gallon or larger bottle. (Present law provides only 
for 1¢ for bottles with two ounces or less and 5¢ on all others.) Proceeds to continue 
to go to county commissioners for alcoholism programs. Also amends GS 18A-17(14) 
effective July 1, 1978, to require all local ABC boards to set aside seven percent of 
profits for alcoholism programs (even if local act sets different distribution), and 
to have those funds go to county comm'rs for expenditure.

"To appropriate general funds to the State Board of Educatton for purposes of 
providing transportation services to children with spectal needs."

Ef- 
fective July 1, 1977. 


H 871 OSHA appeals to Court of Appeals (Iden. S 488) GS 95 
Introducer: Joe Johnson (by request) Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To provide for appealing from the Safety and Health Review Board directly to the 
Court of Appeals rather than to the Supertor Court of Wake County." Amends GS 95-135(i) 3 
as title indicates.

H 8/73 Minimum pay to ushers, baby-sitters (Iden. S 494) GS 95 
Introducer: Joe Johnson (by request) Sent to Manufacturing 


"To make theater employees subject to the North Carolina Minimum Wage Act." Anell 
GS 95-86(3) to include baby-sitters, ushers, doormen, concession attendants and theater _ 
cashiers in minimum wage coverage. Effective July 1, 1977. 
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H 874 Tipped employee definition (Iden. S 491) GS 95 


Introducer: Joe Johnson (by request) Sent to Manufacturing 


"To redefine 'tipped employee' and to require that certain conditions 
must be met tn order for the employer to qualify for 'tip eredit'." Rewrites 
GS 95-86(5) to define tipped employee as employee who normally received more 
than $20 a month in tips and to provide that employer of tipped employee can, 
when setting wage, take into account tips but not in amount in excess of 25% 
of minimum wage (now, 50%). Adds provision that employer not entitled to tip 
credit unless (1) informs employee of provisions of GS 95-86(5); (2) allows 
employee to retain all tips; and (3) maintains accurate records for three 
years of hours worked, wages paid, and tips of employees.

S 486) GS 74 
Introducer: Joe Johnson (by request) Sent to Manufacturing 
"To tnerease publtce sector representation on the Mine Safety and 

Health Advisory Council." Amends GS 74-24.6(a) to increase membership of 

cited Council from seven to 11. Provides that five members be from public 

sector with knowledge of mining operations, health, or safety (retains present 

representation of three each from mine operators and workers). Comm'r of Labor 

to annually designate one member as chairman. 


H 877 Apprenticeship Council representation GS 94 
(Iden. S 493) 
Introducer: Joe Johnson (by request) Sent to Manufacturing 
"To tnerease representation on the Apprenttceshtp Council." Amends 
GS 94-2 to increase council membership from six to 11: four persons each (now 
three) representing employer and employee organizations plus three from general 
public.

H 901 Right to natural death; brain death (Iden. S 504) GS 7A, 90 
Introducer: Farmer Sent to Health 


"To provide a procedure for the exerctse of a person's right to a natural death; 
and to add expressly the crtterton of trreversible cessation of brain function to the 
other criterta for establtshtng a person's death." Adds new Art. 23 to GS Ch. 90 to 
authorize person to execute written declaration of desire not to have life artificially 
prolonged, and for physician to rely on declaration. Specifics of declaration set out 
in bill; to be witnesses by two persons not related to person or physician and not likely 
to benefit from death; to be proved before clerk of court in manner set out in bill. If 
person has executed declaration and not revoked it, and has terminal and incurable condi- 
tion, then physician, upon confirmation of patient's condition by another physician, may 
withhold or discontinue medical procedures which artificially postpone death. Execution 
of declaration not to be condition of insurance coverage or of medical treatment. With- 
holding medical procedures not to be considered cause of death when done under conditions 
Se tmour eit lb 

Also provides that physician, upon confirmation by majority of committee of three 
other physicians, may pronounce person dead when patient is comatose, there is no reason- 
able possibility he will return to cognitive state, his condition is terminal and incur- 
able, there has been irreversible cessation of brain activity, and patient is being sus- 
tained by artificial means. Upon declaration of death, artificial means of prolonging 
life may be discontinued on request (in order) of spouse, guardian, majority of relatives 
of first degree, or in discretion of physician if others are not available.

Introducer: Farmer Sent to Insurance 


"To amend Article 25A of Chapter 58 of the General Statutes to make necessary 
improvements in the organitzatton and administration of the North Caroltna Motor Vehicle 
Retnsurance Factltty." Adds new GS 58-248.41 and -248.42 to provide for two additional 
members of Board of Motor Vehicle Reinsurance Facility; new members to be legislators, 
one appointed by Speaker and one by Lt. Governor. New members to serve three-year terms. 
Requires Board to develop and implement fair and reasonable complete availability plan 

for motor vehicle insurance under which resident insurance agent who is also broker may 
immediately bind coverage on behalf of members of Facility and be entitled to payment for 
services.

Introducer: Farmer Sentato Judiciary. 


"To provide for videotaping of deposttions." Amends Rule 30(b)(4) (doesn't 
specify but apparently intends Rules of Civil Procedure found in GS 1A-1) to provide the 
deposition may be taken without court order by videotape of other non-stenographic methe 
(now, court order required). Notice to deposed party must indicate how deposition will 
be taken, and party can request at least five days before deposition that deposing par 
transcribe videotape and file with clerk of court. Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 905 Deposition used if expert a GSaRL 
Introducer: Farmer Senta to Judi claryae 


"To provide for use of depostttons." Amends Rule 32(a)(4) (not specified, 
but apparently means Rule 32 of rules of civil procedure, GS Ch. 1A) concerning 
use of depositions to apparently add provision that deposition may be used under 
conditions specified in rule if witness is expert (numbering doesn't fit with 
codified rule).. Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 907 Industrial waste study commission STUDY a CGSclI DAs iZe 
Introducer: Gamble Sent to Nat & Econ Resources 


"To ereate a commission to study the disposal of tndustrtal wastes tn 
this state, to ascertain the problems assoctated with such wastes, and to make 
recommendations for necessary legtslatton to the 1979 session of the General 
Assembly." As title indicates; comm'n to consist of five representatives 
appointed Speaker and five senators appointed by Lt. Governor; study to include 
whether there should be publicly financed facilities for industrial waste 
disposal. Report to be made to presiding officers by Jan. 15, 1979; comm'n 
to terminate on filing. 


H 908 Navigation projects funds APPROPRIATION, GS 76 
Introducer: Mason Sent to Appropriations 
"To approprtate funds for navitgatton projects." Appropriates $1 million 


from General Fund to Dep't of Natural and Economic Resources for waterway 
navigation improvement projects to be undertaken by State alone, with local 
gov'ts or federal gov't, or combination of those. Authorizes Sec'y to adopt 
rules governing expenditure of funds, including what share State will pay 
depending on local or state-wide significance of project. Appropriation to 
be considered capital outlay not to revert until July 1, 1985 if not expended. 
Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 909 Auto tax class/list before register CS e20. 905 


_Introducer: Jones Sent to Finance 


"To classtfy motor vehicles separately for ad valorem taxation and to 
require payment of ad valorem taxes on motor vehicles before registration plate 
can be tssued." Adds new subsection (c) to GS 20-52 to provide that vehicle 
may not be registered nor registration plate issued unless owner presents tax

receipt or certificate showing no taxes due. 

Adds new GS 105-279.1 to provide for separate classification of motor 
vehicles for property taxation. Designates as a special class all motor 
vehicles subject to ad valorem taxes and required to be registered with Dep't 
of Motor Vehicles as condition of operation on public highway. Excludes 
vehicles owned by US, NC state or local gov't, exempt from ad valorem taxation 
under Art. 12 of Ch. 105, owned and held for sale by licensed dealer or owned 
by freight carrier and bus companies required to be listed and appraised by 
Dep't of Revenue under Art. 23, Ch. 105. Provides that tax due and payable 
when owner applies for registration; tax levied based on ownership and value 
as of January 1 of year tax due. Provides that tax due not later than 
December 31 if vehicle not licensed during year or title transferred before 
registration; person acquiring vehicle after January 1 may register without 
paying taxes provided taxes paid on any vehicle owned on January 1. Requires 
Dep't of Revenue to develop annual uniform motor vehicle valuation manual and 
furnish before January 1 to counties, which must use manual in appraising 
motor vehicles. Requires taxes be distributed to cities and special taxing 
districts each month and allows county to deduct 2% to offset collection and 
accounting costs. 

Effective July 1, 1979. 


H 910 Treasurer's signature on checks GS 147 
Introducer: Joe Johnson Sent to Finance 


"To authorize the State Treasurer to use a facsimile signature to sign 
checks and warrants, and to authorize a deputy treasurer to sign tnstruments 
durtng the absence or disabiltty of the Treasurer." Amends GS 147-69 to allow 
Treasurer to sign checks with facsimile signature machine. Amends GS 147-75 
to allow Treasurer to designate deputy as well as chief clerk to perform duties 
of office and to allow clerk or deputy to sign Treasurer's name to check by 
facsimile machine when Treasurer absent or disabled. 


H 911 Local government bonds investment GS 159 
Introducer: Joe Johnson Sent to Finance 


"To amend the Local Government Finance Act to provide that bonds or 
notes issued thereunder are securities eligtble for tnvestment." Adds new 
GS 159-140 to provide that bonds or notes issued under Local Government Finance 
Act are securities in which state and local gov'ts, insurance companies, banks, 
building and loan ass'ns, credit unions, pension funds, fiduciaries, etc. may 
invest funds.

| "To amend the Constitutton of North Carolina to factlttate speedy 
trials." Proposes amendment to Art. I, Sec. 22 of Constitution to allow 
criminal prosecution upon finding of probable cause by district or superior 
court judge (now, only upon indictment by grand jury or presentment) and to 
allow defendant to waive finding of probable cause. Amendment to be submitted 
to voters at next statewide or general election and, if approved, to become 
effective on Dec. 31 following election. 


S 515 Foreign trade boycott unlawful GS 66, 75 
Introducer: Rauch Sent to Finance 


"Prohtbtting discrimination in bustness based upon foretgn trade 

relattenships and certain other factors." Prohibits persons doing business 

in North Carolina and the State to (1) enter into agreements with foreign 
persons or governments requiring the NC businessman or the State not to do 
business in NC with any persons domiciled or having a place of business in 

NC because of that person's race, color, creed, religion, sex, national origin, 
or being placed on a boycott list; (2) to execute such agreements in NC; (3) to 
fail to do business in NC pursuant to such agreements; or (4) to refuse to hire, 
promote, or retain employees in NC pursuant to such agreements. Excepts from 
act (1) conduct required by federal law; (2) agreements giving priority to 
citizens or products of certain country; and (3) agreements concerning insuring, 
handling, or shipping goods as well as agreements concerning the choice of carrier 
while in international transit. Permits Attorney General to institute civil 
actions to enforce act. Authorizes injured party to institute civil action for 
violation and allows court to grant injunction, damages, court costs, reasonable 
attorney's fees, and treble damages. Invalidates contracts in violation of act.

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designated in GS 78A-17(8) (offer or sale to corporation, bank, trust company, 
etc.), but provides that administrator (Sec'y of State) may withdraw or 
condition exemption.

(Adds new GS 19-9 
through -18 apparently repealing part of Art. 2, GS Ch. 19, Civil Remedy for Sales of 
Harmful Materials to Minors.) Defines obscene matter as films, slides, motion pictures 
pictures, books, or other publications that the average person, applying contemporary 
community standards would find appeals to prurient interest and that depicts or describ 
patently offensive representations of ultimate sexual acts, excretory functions, or lew 
exhibition of genital area. Declares as moral nuisances: (1) obscene matter itself if 
possessed for public exhibition or sale in place that is nuisance; (2) places that pub= 
licly and repeatedly exhibit obscene motion pictures; (3) places where obscene publica- 
tions constitute principal part of stock in trade; (4) money paid to buy or view obscen 
matter; (5) places which as regular course of business used for lewdness, assignation 90} 
prostitution; and (6) furniture and movable contents of place which is moral nuisance. 
Provides that action to abate moral nuisance and to recover damages may be brought by 
resident of county where nuisance exists or by person whose property is injuriously 
affected or whose personal enjoyment lessened by nuisance. Also attorney general and © 
district attorney may maintain civil action in name of state to abate any nuisance unde} 
chapter and to enjoin use of structure that is moral nuisance. When private person brit 
action, must file bond to reimburse party enjoined for damages suffered, including 
attorney's fees. Sets out procedure for temporary injunction, preliminary injunction 
and final judgment. At preliminary injunction hearing, judge to order property on whicl 
moral nuisance located padlocked and until final decision rendered unless person owning 
or in control of property shows that nuisance has been abated or owner of property was 
good faith lessor and has taken action to void the lease. Requires hearing as to perm 
nent closing to be held within 30 days. Also provides that good faith or innocent own 
of real or personal property may pay costs, abate the nuisance pending action on merits, 
and get temporary injunction lifted, but release of property under this provision does 
not release it from any judgment or liability to which it may be subjected. Makes 
admission or finding of guilt under criminal laws against lewdness, prostitution, or — 
assignation admissible to provide existence of nuisance and allows testimony on general 


\ 
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reputation of building constituting nuisance or of those using place. Provides that 
violation of injunction or closing order punishable by fine of $200 to $1000, imprisonment 
for three to six months, or both. Upon judgment against defendants, money received as 
gross income from unlawful commercial activity forfeited to general funds of city and 
county gov'ts (divided equally) where sold. Also provides for assessment of investigative 
costs, court costs, reasonable attorney's fees, and printing costs of trial briefs. 
Provides immunity from criminal prosecution for exhibition of obscene films for projec- 
tionists, ushers or ticket takers who have no financial interest in place employed and 


Ee Sipe and willingly give testimony regarding employment in proceedings brought under 
fe Ch. 19.

PUBLIC BILLS INTRODUCED 
HOUSE 


H 963 Prescription blank theft-felony GS 14, 90 
Introducer: C. Holt sent to Judiciary 3 


"To amend G.S. 14-72 to make larceny of a prescription blank a felony." 
Adds new subdivision (6) to GS 14-72(b) to make larceny of prescription blank or 
form a felony, punishable by maximum imprisonment of 10 years, or fine, or both. 
Defines prescription blank or form as paper or like item specially preprinted 
or designed for use in prescribing and dispensing of drugs and controlled substances 
under GS Ch. 90 and not signed by person authorized to prescribe drugs or controlled 
| substances. 


H 964 Prescription blank possession-crime GS 14, 90 
Introducer: C. Holt Sent to Health 


"To amend Chapter 90, by adding a new G.S. 90-108.13 entitled unauthorized 
possesston of a blank prescription form." Adds new subdivision (13) to GS 90-108.13(a) 
to prohibit, unless authorized to prescribe drugs or controlled substances, possession 
of prescription biank or form for purpose of obtaining drug or controlled substance 
illegally. Defines prescription blank or form as paper or like item specially pre- 
printed or designed for use in prescribing and dispensing drugs and controlled 
substances under GS Ch. 90 and not signed by person authorized to prescribe drugs or 
controlled substances. Provides that possession of prescription blank is prima facie 
evidence of possession for purpose of obtaining drugs or controlled substances 
illegally unless possession required by employment and person perférming duties at 
time of possession. Violation is misdemeanor punishable by maximum two years im- 
prisonment or fine, or both; but finding that committed intentionally makes it felony 
punishable by one to five years imprisonment and fine not exceeding $5,000. 


H 965 Food stamp equalizing fund APPROPRIATION, GS 108 
Introducer: Nye Sent to Aging 


"To provide for a food stamp equalizing fund and to appropriate one mllton 
dollars to the Department of Human Resources for fiscal years 1977-1979 to be used 
for thts fund." Adds new GS 108-111 to direct Sec'y of Human Resources to establish 

t from food stamp program appropriations a Food Stamp Equalizing Fund from which dis- 
tributions to be made to counties to "equalize the burden of taxation in the counties" 
and to equalize benefits for food stamp recipients. Specifies that funds to be spent 
only for benefit of food stamp recipients and to determine eligibility. Distribution 
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to be according to formula approved by Social Services Comm'n. Appropriates $1 millio 
from General Fund to Dep't of Human Resources for 1977-79 biennium for equalizing fund 
Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 966 Auto reinsurance facility rates GS 58 
Introducer: Revelle Sent to Insurance 


"To require better risk evaluation and rating of business ceded to North 
Carolina Reinsurance Faciltty." Adds GS 58-248.41 to provide that Board of Governors 
of NC Reinsurance Facility to have exclusive power to set premium rates for coverage 
ceded to Facility. Requires rates to be set on basis of loss and expense ratio of 
business ceded compared to loss and expense ratio of retained business. Defines loss 
and expense ratio as ratio of losses and expenses incidental to sale and service of 
insurance to earned premiums obtained from latest statistical data. Directs Board 
to review data annually and adjust rates, with first rate adjustment to be made by 
Jan. 1, 1978. 


H 967 Vance reimbursed for Dupree trial APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Watkins Sent to Appropriations 


"To reimburse Vance County and the City of Henderson for extraordinary 
expenses aritstng out of the Sandra Dupree murder trial." Appropriates from 
Contingency and Emergency fund $3,047.31 to Vance County and $24,714.90 to City 
of Henderson as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 968 Foster-care rate increase funds (Iden. S 531) APPROPRIATION, GS 108 
Introducer: Speed Sent to Appropriations 


"To approprtate funds to the Department of Human Resources for fiscal years 
1977-1979 to be used to tnerease the foster-care board rate." Identical to S 531, 
digested in Bulletin No. 69, p. 599. 


H 969 (Joint Res) UNC Board of Governors nomination JOINT RES, GS 116, 120 
Introducer: Chase (Iden. S 552) Passed 2nd and 3rd readings 


"Fixing time and place for a jotnt sesston of the Senate and House of 
Representatives to nominate candidates for the Board of Governors of the Untverstty 
of North Carolina." Sets joint session for April 26, 1977, at 1:30 p.m. for 
purpose indicated in title. 


H 970 State Youth Council funds © APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Joy Johnson Sent to Appropriations 


"To approprtate funds to the Department of Administration for the State 
Youth Advisory Counctl." Appropriates $68,744 for 1977-78 and $66,062 for 1978-79 
from General Fund to Dep't of Administration to fund activities, staff, and other 
operating expenses of State Youth Advisory Council. Effective July 1, 1977.

S 543 Payment applied to back property taxes-2 GS 105 
Introducer: M. Smith Sent tO Finance 


"To amend G.S. 105-357(a) relating to the payment of ad valorem taxes." | 
Identical in effect to H 950, digested in Bulletin No. 68, p. 590, except allows | 
taxpayer to direct payment to be applied in another way and is effective on ratificatic 
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S 544 Guaranty ass'n supervision, audit GS 54 
Introducer: Hill ; Sent to Finance 


| "To amend Article 7A of Chapter 54 of the General Statutes, relating to mutual 
depostt guaranty assoctations." Amends Art. 7A, GS Ch. 54 (1) to allow guaranty ass'n 
to audit its member institutions; (2) to give administrator of Savings and Loan Division 
general control and supervision over guaranty ass'ns doing business in state and power 
to issue rules governing ass'n conduct, management and financial recordkeeping; and 
(3) to require board of directors of ass'n to remove officer, trustee, or employee whom 
administrator has found to be dishonest, incompetent, or reckless in management of ass'n 
affairs. 


S 545 Personal representative election of tax basis GS 28A 
Introducer: Hill Sent to Finance 


"To empower personal representatives to make elections of certain personal and 
household effects for federal tax purposes." Adds new subsection (b) (redesignates pre- 
sent (b) and (c) as (c) and (d) respectively) to GS 28A-13-3 to provide that personal 
representative has absolute discretion, except as qualified by will, to make election 
as to which personal and household effects are excluded from carry over basis provision 
of federal income tax law. 


S 546 Child care tax deduction GS 105 
Introducer: Hill Sent to Finance 


"To eonform state tneome tax provistons relative to chtld care expenses to the 
provistons of the Internal Revenue Code." Amends GS 105-147(26) to allow income tax 
child care deduction for amount of employment-related expenses as determined under sub- 
sections (c) through (g), Sec. 44A, Internal Revenue Code (child-care expenses). Re- 
quires taxpayer to attach form requfred by Sec'y of Revenue to return fn order to claim 
deduction. Effective for taxable years beginning Jan. 1, 1977. 


S 547 Converted property replacement time GS 105 
Introducer: Hill Sent to Finance 


"To conform the replacement pertod for tnvoluntarily converted real property held 
for productive use or tnvestment, for state tncome tax purposes, to that provtded for 
federal tneome tax purposes." Amends GS 105-144.1(a)(2)b to increase from two to three 
years period in which money received from involuntary conversion (condemnation, destruc- 
tion, etc.) of real property used in trade or business or for investment must be used to 
purchase similar or related property in order to limit taxes to the amount by which the 
proceeds from the conversion exceed the cost of other property purchased. Effective for 
taxable years beginning Jan. 1, 1977. 


S 548 Historic preservation tax deduction GS 105 
LNLKOGUCET sn wht Lik. Sent to Finance 


"To provide tax incentives to encourage preservation of htstorte structures." 
Amends GS 105-147(13) to allow taxpayer to amortize cost of rehabilitating certified 
historic structure (to extent allowed by Sec. 191 of Internal Revenue Code) over period 
of 60 months rather than taking depreciation allowance of GS 105-147. Effective for 
tax years beginning Jan. 1, 1977. 
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S 549 Alimony tax deduction GS 105 
Introducer: Hill Sent to Finance 


"To conform the state tncome tax treatment of altmony to that provided under 1 
Internal Revenue Code." Amends GS 105-147(21) concerning fncome tax deductions for 
alimony payments to add provision that alimony deduction to be allowed as deduction f) 
gross income in arriving at adjusted gross income. Effective for tax years beginning

S 550 Granville historical society funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Royall Sent to Appropriations 










"To appropriate funds to the Granville County Historical Soctety for tts hist 
cal site." Appropriates $15,000 from General Fund for fiscal 1977-78 to Granville Cou 
Historical Society for preservation and maintenance of Society's historical site. Ef- 
fective July 1, 1977. ; 


S 551 Legislators not on state boards GS 120 
Introducer: Hill Sent to State Government 


"To prohibit the service by members of the General Assembly on non-legtslattive 
boards, commisstons and administrative councils of the executtve departments of state 
government." Adds new GS 120-9.1 to prohibit legislator from serving as appointed mem 
of administrative board, council, or comm'n in state executive dep't. Allows service 
Advisory Budget Comm'n, Legislative Research Comm'n, Courts Comm'n, Criminal Code Com 
comm'ns created by General Assembly resolution, and comm'ns whose enacting legislatior 
provides membership for legislators. Allows legislator serving on prohibited board, 
council, or comm'n to complete appointed term but prohibits reappointment. Effective 
July 1, 1977. 


S 552 (Joint Res) UNC Board of Governors nomination JOINT RES, GS 116, 120 
Introducer: Scott (Iden. H 969) Postponed indefinitely 


"Fixing time and place for a jotnt sesston of the Senate and House of Represen 
tives to nominate candidates for the Board of Governors of the Untverstty of Worth 
Carolina." Identical to H 969, digested in House section of today's Bulletin. 


S 553 Medicaid eligibility levels, funds (Iden. H 534) APPROPRIATION, GS 108 
Introducer: Sebo Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate one million etght hundred sixty-five thousand five hundred 
ninety-two dollars to the Department of Human Resources for ftscal years 1977-79 to be 
used to tncrease the medtcally needy income eligtbitltty levels in the North Carolina 
medicaid program under Title XIX of the Soctal Security Act." Identical, except for 
wording of title, to H 534, digested in Bulletin No. 51, p. 365. 


S 554 Child care tax credit GS 105 
Introducer: Sebo Sent to Finance 
"To provide a eredit for child care costs for income tax oses tn substantt 
conformity with federal law." Repeals present beac on enetdeeee income tax dedy 
(GS 105-147(26)) and replaces it with new GS 105-151.2 providing child care tax credit | 
substantially identical with that in federal Internal Revenue Code. In place of presen 
maximum $400 per month deduction for expenses for care of dependent so person can work, 
provides for credit of five percent (federal law is 20 percent) of up to $2,000 expende 
for child care for one dependent and up to $4,000 for two or more. Individual cannot 
claim more child care expenses than income earned, and if married couple, cannot claim 


a 
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‘more than lesser salary. If married couple and one spouse full-time student or incapable 
of caring for self, that spouse deemed to be earning $166 month if one dependent and $333 
month if two or more for purposes of determining whether child care expenses exceed 
earned income. Credit to go to spcuse maintaining household, which is presumed to be 
spouse entitled to $2,000 exemption under GS 105-149(a)(2) (husband unless he agrees to 
have it go to wife), but credit also allowed for expenses of spouse not maintaining 
household. If living together, married courle must file combined return to claim credit. 
In case of divorced parents, if child in custody of one parent or custody is shared, tax 
credit to go entirely to parent who has custody of longer period during taxable year. 
Effective for taxable years beginning Jan. 1, 1977.

H 971 Nonresident big game hunting fee GS 113 
Introducer: Hightower Sent to Wildlife 
"To tnerease nonresident big game hunting license fee." Amends GS 113-95.2 and 


-96.1 to raise fee for nonresident big game hunting license from $4.50 to $14.50 (retain- 
ing additional 50 cent charge for issuing agent). Requires revenue derived from fee 
increase to be used for hiring additional wildlife protectors. Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 972 Service station franchise regulated GS 20 
Introducer: Short Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To establish certain rights for holders of motor vehicle service station fran- 
chises." Adds new Art. 12A (GS 20-308.1 through -308.6) to GS Ch. 20 to provide for 
regulation of the franchising of service station dealers. Prohibits supplier from: 

(1) attempting to coerce or coercing operator to accept delivery of petroleum products, 
promotional items, etc. which have not been ordered; (2) attempting to coerce or coercing 
operator to enter into agreement with supplier by threatening to cancel franchise; 

(3) notwithstanding franchise agreement, refusing to approve sale or transfer of franchise 
ovnership. if refusal unreasonable under circumstances, but provides that franchiser must 
he given 30 days' notice of qualifications of proposed buyer or transferee and sale or 
‘ransfer must not involve business relocation without franchiser's consent; (4) granting 
additional franchise for same brand served by dealer unless supplier first advises other 
operators selling brand in trade area; new franchise prohibited if market will not sup- 
port operators selling that brand; (5) notwithstanding franchise agreement, terminating 

or refusing to renew franchise without good cause, and unless operator given 60 days' 

(15 days for fraud, insolvency, etc.) written notice setting forth reasons for action and 
proof of good cause; provides that franchise continues in effect during court action 
challenging action; (6) notwithstanding franchise agreement, refusing to allow family 
member to succeed to franchise if member makes request within 30 days of operator's death 
or incapacity, unless succession unreasonable under circumstances; provides that no suc- 
cession allowed unless supplier given notice about member's financial ability and succes- 
sion will not involve relocation of business. Prohibits supplier from owning or operating 
franchise in trade area when already served by operator for same brand but allows supplier 
operation during change of ownership, or if no independent operator available in trade 
area to operate franchise in public interest. Provides that bill's provisions applicable 
to existing and future franchises and contracts. Violation made misdemeanor punishable 

by maximum two years' imprisonment or fine, and also constitutes unfair trade practice 
under GS 75-1.1.

kind of rules board may adopt; (8) requires for admission to examination that person 
have college degree and three years practical training and experience or if person 
does not have degree that he have completed qualifying test; (9) provides for waiver 
of examination for architects licensed in other states; (10) specifies that partner- 
ship practice allowed; (11) provides for each licensee to have seal to be used on 
all drawings and sets of specifications; (12) specifies that license not required 

for preparing plans for one- and two-family houses, farm buildings, or buildings | 
of less than 2,000 square feet or 20,000 cubic feet; (13) details grounds for denial, 
Suspension or revocation of license and specifies board's authority to seek injunctive 
relief to prevent violations of statutes or board's rules. Effective July 1, 19/7.

$10,000 to go to Rockford Preservation Society to preserve buildings owned by it and

S 561 Labor unions file financial reports Coo Sale 
Introducer: Popkin Sent to Manufacturing 


"To regulate and requtre public disclosure of certain records of labor unions. 
Requires any labor or trade union with members who are residents of North Carolina to 
file with superior court clerk of each county where it has member by January 10 and 
July 10 each year a list containing names and addresses of union officers and members. 
List to contain full disclosure of financial holdings of union officers who are resi- 
dents of state to same extent and manner as required by law for legislators; to show 
union money taken for personal use by officer, salaries paid to officers, and dona- 
tions to charities and political figures. Also requires each union with pension fund 
for members who are NC residents to file with Secretary of State by February 1 each 
year following information regarding pension fund: amount collected from union members | 
who are NC residents; recipients (beneficiaries) of pension monies and amount received 
by beneficiary if amount exceeds $200; investments of fund when investment exceeds 
$1000; name and address of person or organization who received loan from pension fund 
and interest rate, term, and collateral for loan. All documents filed with Sec'y of 
State to be public record. Violation of act to be misdemeanor punishable by fine of 
not less than $250 nor more than $1000. Effective January 1, 1977. 


S 562 Milk Comm'n powers expanded GS 106 
Introducer: White Sent to Agriculture 


"To amend certatn secttons of the North Caroltna Mtlk Commisston." Rewrites 
GS 106-266.6(8) to expand definition of milk to include any milk or milk product as 
defined in standards and definitions of NC Board of Agriculture. Amends GS 106-266.8(3 
to empower Comm'n to classify milk on basis of use or form; to adopt base plans for 
allocating classes of milk and provide for pooling on market or state-wide plan of 
total utilization of licensed distributors, or assign “base and/or milk" to obtain 
highest utilization for milk producers; and to allow Comm'n to provide for equalization 
payment so that producer milk not be paid for in lower class through recombining of 
water and milk constituents. Amends GS 106-266.18 to exempt Comm'n from prohibition 
against limiting quantity of milk produced, restricting new producers, or restricting 
marketing area when acting under powers granted under GS 106-266.8(3). Amends GS 106- 
266.8(10)d to allow Comm'n when fixing prices to adopt formula including economic fac- 
tors relevant to production of milk which will automatically determine prices to be 
paid to milk producers in any market and to provide for periodic adjustment of prices 
according to formula.

Amends Art. 9, GS Ch. 113A as follows: (1) reorganizes Land Policy 
Council as Land Resources Comm'n (LRC) within Dep't of Natural and Economic Resources 
consisting of 32 members: eight dep't heads (Administration, Agriculture, Cultural 
Resources, Commerce, Natural and Economic Resources, Revenue, Human Resources, Trans- 
portation), six members each from four district committees. Three district committees 
consist of elected local officials residing in district and selected by Governor from 
lists recommended by League of Municipalities and Ass'n of County Comm'rs. Fourth 
district committee consists of six members of Coastal Resources Comm'n designated by 
it. (2) Creates Advisory Council on Land Resources to advise LRC consisting of 24 
members appointed by Governor, including citizens with relevant occupational interests 
and elected local officials. (3) District committees of LRC to review and certify 
local land classification plans. (Plans already approved by Coastal Resources Comm'n 
automatically certified.) Full LRC to develop instructions concerning preparation of 
local land classification plans and systems for monitoring large-scale developments 
and new communities and for reviewing proposed key facilities; and to continue to 
perform state-level functions of former Land Policy Council, such as revising the state 
land classification system and state land policy. (4) By July 1, 1980, requires every 
county to develop land classification plan classifying all its lands into five classes 
(developed, transitional, community, rural, or conservation) set forth in 1977 State 
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Land Policy Report approved by Governor. Cities may do same or allow counties to 
prepare plans for them. (5) By Nov. 1, 1977, requires cities to notify counties if © 
they intend to prepare their own plans; counties are to classify this land if city 
fails or declines to do so. (6) By Nov. 15, 1977, requires each county to notify 
LRC if it intends to prepare plans. LRC, through district committees, authorized 
(but not required) to classify these lands if county fails or declines to do so. 

(7) Plans reviewed by LRC district committee and certified if internally consistent, 
compatible with plans of abutting counties, and in accord with LRC instructions. 
Certified plans must be taken into account by state agencies in locating state project 
in making construction loans or grants to local gov'ts, and state licensing of actions 
that involve large-scale developments or new communities. (8) LRC is to monitor large 
scale developments and new communities; review proposed key facilities; and study 
policies on areas of environmental concern, and recommend legislation thereon to 
1979 General Assembly.

Add 
new GS 105-151.2 to GS Ch. 105 to provide tax credit against individual income tax equal 
to 25% of installation and equipment cost of solar hot water, heating, or cooling equip- 
ment for residence owned by taxpayer at time of installation and individually metered or 
with separate furnace, but credit not to exceed $1,000; credit must be claimed during tax 
year equipment installed, but if credit exceeds taxes imposed, credit may be applied for 
next three years. Spouses owning property jointly may divide credit equally or one spousi 
may claim entire credit.

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credit not to exceed $100; credit must be claimed in tax year payment for materials made. 
Sec'y of Révenue to adopt regulations requiring insulation, storm windows or doors re- 
quired to have at least three-year useful life and to reduce heat loss or gain under mini- 
mum Standards of Energy Division of Dep't of Commerce; requires receipts filed with Sec'y 
when credit claimed. Adds new GS 105-130.24 to GS Ch. 105 to provide corporation with 
same credit against corporate income tax for building used for business purposes. 

Adds new GS 143-139.2 to GS Ch. 143 to provide that no single-family or multi-unit 
residence on which construction begun on or after Sept. 1, 1977 may be occupied until 
certified as complying with minimum insulation standards of NC State Building Code or as 
approved by Building Code Council under GS 143-138(e); requires county and city gov'ts to 
provide inspection program for certification. Prohibits electric service supplier from 
connecting electric service to residence failing to comply; 2f city of county Falls to 
provide for inspection, supplier may inspect, certify and charge inspection fee. 

Adds new GS 143B-447 to GS Ch. 143B to allow Energy Division, with approval of 
Governor and Energy Policy Council, to require all coal and petroleum suppliers to file 
reports concerning inventories and distribution of coal and petroleum products; information 
available only to Division employees except for aggregate tables not revealing individual 
Supplier data. Authorizes Division to obtain injunction compelling filing of report in 
Wake County District Court if supplier fails to file report after ten days report due. 
States intent that reports to be required only when Energy Council and Governor determines 
_that energy crisis (as defined in GS 113B-20) exists. 

Adds new GS 143A-180.4 to GS Ch. 143A to prohibit new residential building having 
two or more apartments for which building permit issued after Sept. 1, 1977 from having 
master meter for electric or natural gas service; requires individual meter for each dwell- 
ing unit. Allows solar or other systems to have central unit with Utilities Comm'n approval 
if systems accomplish greater energy conservation than separate units. Section applicable 
to apartments, condominiums, and townhouses but not hotels, motels, dormitories, or 
rooming houses.

out license misdemeanor subject to fine up to $500 for first offense, $750 for subse- 
quent offenses (each day's continuation after notification from Sec'y is separate of- 
fense) and authorizes Sec'y to secure injunctive relief for violation of act or stand- 
ards; (g) prohibits interference under act with religious activities, requirement of 
medical treatment, etc. for persons objecting on religious grounds (except where neces- 
sary to protect others), social activities of family and friends. Effective July 1, 1977.

funds from fines are to be applied to reimbursement of state funds used in caring for 
animals; (9) makes violation relating to seizing and custody of animal by dog warden 
misdemeanor punishable by $50-100 fine (each animal is separate offense); (10) exempts 
from bill animal hospital under licensed veterinarian and any dealer, pet shop, public 
auction, commercial kennel, or research facility holding federal license.

"To provide that money or securtttes shall not be tneluded when computing 
the bond of a guardian tf tt ts depostted in an insured account and tt may not be ’ 
withdrawn without a court order." Adds new GS 33-13.2 to permit court to reduce ! 
guardian's bond by amount of money or securities in insured account not accessible 
to guardian without court order or to exclude such amounts from ward's estate when 
computing bond. Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 1024 Expunging minors' criminal records GS7 1542490 
Introducer: Miller Sent to Judiciary 2 


"Providing for the accurate tdenttfication of records ordered to be expunged." 
Amends GS 15-223 (misdemeanor conviction), 90-96(b) (controlled substances act) and 
90-113.14(b) (toxic vapors act) to provide that when court orders expunction of minor's 
misdemeanor record under these statutes, order to be directed to all law enforcement 
agencies having record of conviction. Requires clerk to send certified copy of order 
to sheriff, chief of police or head of other arresting agency, who sends order to SBI. 
SBI then sends order to FBI. Also amends GS 90-96 and -113.14 to require applicant 
for expunction of record to submit (1) affidavit that he has been of good behavior 
and not convicted of any felony or other misdemeanor; (2) affidavits by two persons 
that his character and reputation are good; and (3) affidavits from clerk of court, 
chief of police, sheriff, and official records of FBI and SBI that he has not been 
convicted of felony or other misdemeanor (effect is to conform statutes to GS 15-223).

"To permit vehicles transporting human tissues and organs to use warning 
devices and red lights."

"To amend the law pertaining to adoption of adults by deleting the requtre- 
ments that the person to be adopted be a resident of the State of North Carolina and 
that the petition and consent to adoptton be filed in the county of residence of the 
person to be adopted." Amends GS 48-36(a) as title indicates; petition is to be filed 
in county where petitioners reside.

Introducer: Helms Sent to Military Affairs 


"To amend G.S. 34-12 in order that a guardtan for a veteran may recetve com- 
pensatton at the same rate as other guardians." Rewrites cited section to provide 
that veteran's guardian is to receive compensation provided by G.S. 33-43, which directs 
superior court to allow commission according to same rules applicable to executors, ad- 
ministrators, and collectors (now, veteran's guardians receive compensation based on 
formula and procedures established in present G.S. 34-12). Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 1029 Granville historical society funds APPROPRIATIONS, GS 121 
Introducer: Watkins Sent to Appropriations

indicates. Effective July 1, 1977.

Introducer: Watkins Sent to Human Resources 


"Relating to appotntment of members of county boards of soctal services." 
Amends GS 108-8 through -12 regarding composition of local social services boards, 
to (1) provide for six member county board except if county has population less than 
15,000 comm'rs may choose to have four-member board (now, county may have either three 
or five-member board); (2) provide that county comm'rs to appoint all members to board

"To extend conditions of termination of parental rights." Adds new 
GS 7A-288(5) allowing court to terminate parental rights when parent (1) has 
left child in foster care for more than two consecutive years without petitioning 
court for return to his custody, (2) has not shown court substantial progress in 
two years in correcting problems which led to declaration of neglect, or (3) “has 
shown no positive response within two years to efforts of the Department of Social 
Services to encourage the parent to strengthen the parental relationship to the 
child or to make and follow through with constructive planning for the future of 
the child." Effective July 1, 1977.

Sets out 
following assessment rates: (1) 50 cents per thousand board feet for softwood sawtimber, 
veneer logs and bolts and other softwood products normally measured in board feet; (2) 40 
cents per thousand feet for hardwood and bald cypress sawtimber, veneer, and all other 
hardwood and bald cypress products normally measured in board feet; (3) 20 cents per 

cord for softwood pulpwood and other softwood products measured in cords; (4) 12 cents per 
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cord for hardwood pulpwood and other hardwood and bald cypress products measured in cor 
and (5) materials harvested in NC for shipment outside state for primary processing to 
assessed at percentage of invoice value (requires percentage to yield rates equal to 
those if material processed in state). f 

Charges Sec'y of Revenue with duty to collect assessment and deposit in Forest” 
Development Fund. Provides that collection of assessment to be suspended in any fiscal 
year (1) General Assembly fails to make General Fund appropriation to Forest Development 
Fund or (2) in which balance of unobligated funds in Fund more than twice amount of j 
General Assembly appropriations to Fund. Requires processors to pay assessment quarter

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GOVERNOR'S SUPPLEMENTAL BUDGET MESSAGE 


On May 4, Governor Hunt sent a supplemental budget message to the 
General Assembly outlining his additional appropriations requests and his revised 
revenue estimates for the 1977-79 biennium. (The original budget recommendations 
of the Advisory Budget Comm'n are digested in Bulletin No. 6, p. 42.) The revenue 
estimates contained in the message predict that General Fund revenues will be higher 
than estimated by the Advisory Budget Comm'n by $12.7 million in 1976-77, $16.6 
million in 1977-78, and $36.3 million in 1978-79. The 1976-77 increase, however, 
is offset by a corresponding decrease in expected reversions. The message also 
contains suggested reductions in appropriations. When the recommended reductions 
are subtracted from the recommended increases, the Governor is asking for a net 
increase in General Fund expenditures of approximately $8 million in 1977-78 and 
$20 million in 1978-79. Available General Funds for the General Assembly to consider 
after the Governor's reductions and additions are accounted for are $10.2 million in 
1977-78 and $15.2 million in 1978-79. Highway Fund revenues are expected to be slightly 
higher than original estimates, for the three years 1976-77, 77-78, and 78-79; in that 
fund recommended reductions also exceed recommended increases. Thus, the message's 
recommendations would provide a net reduction in highway funds appropriations of 
$1.7 million in 1977-78 and $.7 million in 1978-79. 

The following is a summary of major items in the supplemental requests and 
proposed deletions from either the Advisory Budget Comm'n proposed budget or from 
existing appropriations. The amounts are approximate and, unless otherwise noted, 
come from the General Fund. 

Generally: (1) work force reductions to result in savings in General Fund 
appropriations of $5.18 million each year, and Highway Fund appropriations of $4.8 
million each year; (2) debt service requirements reduced by $5.5 million in 1977-78 
and $2 million in 78-79. 

Administration: (1) $200,000 each year for alcoholism research grants; (2) 
$150,000 each year for student intern program. 

Agriculture: (1) $200,000 in capital funds for Western NC Farmer's Market; 
(2) $100,000 for Cherokee Farmer's Market. . 

Commerce: (1) $311,000 for 77-78 and $269,000 for 78-79 for industrial 
development activities; (2) $720,000 each year for increased tourism promotion; 

(3) $300,000 each year for state matching funds in federal energy program. 

Correction: (1) $1.3 million each year for staff for new prison units; 

(2) $445,000 in 77-78 and $930,000 in 78-79 for food and clothing for new inmates; 
(3) $190,000 in 76-77, $2.8 million in 77-78, and $2.2 million in 78-79 to provide 
facilities for 600 medium custody inmates; (4) $1.6 million each year to meet higher 
costs of food and clothing; (5) $193,000 in 77-78 and $188,000 in 78-79 for treatment 
for mentally ill prisoners at McCain Hospital; (6) $500,000 each year from Highway 
Fund for guards for medium custody prisoners doing highway work; (7) reduction of 
$240,000 in 77-78 and $180,000 in 78-79 for additional probation/parole officers, 
included in ABC budget, because LEAA funds now fund the positions. 

General Assembly: $18,000 for 78-79 for legislative interns. 

Crime Control and Public Safety: (1) $493,000 in 77-78 and $417,000 in 78-79 
for administrative personnel; (2) $135,000 in 77-78 and $180,000 in 78-79 for Highway 
Patrol's Traffic Safety Information Program; (3) (from Highway Fund) operating funds 
of $227,000 each year and renovation funds of $435,000 in 77-78 and $300,000 in 78-79 
for Highway Patrol Training Center at Gov. Morehead School site; (4) $75,000 in 77-78 
and $71,000 in 78-79 for lawyers and clerk for Highway Patrol. 

Cultural Resources: (1) $75,000 in 77-78 and $100,000 in 78-79 for community 
arts programs; (2) $200,000 each year for NC Symphony. 

Governor's Office: (1) $150,000 each year for Governor's Office for Citizen 
Affairs; (2) $94,000 each year to establish Governor's Western Office. 

Human Resources: (1) $1.2 million in 77-78 and $1.5 million in 78-79 to 
provide primary health care through local health dep'ts; (2) $1.2 million in 77-78 
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and $1.8 million in 78-79 for therapeutic camp programs for emotionally disturbed and

Sending agency authorized to 
pay assigned employee travel expenses other than those incurred in work of other agency 
and employee-on-leave expenses if employee promises to return to original agency for one 
year following exchange.

"To amend Chapter 90 of the General Statutes to require certain phystctans and 
hospttals to report certain wounds, injuries and illnesses." Adds new GS 90-21.6 to 
require hospital director, if treatment in hospital, or physician, if treatment else- 
where, to report following wounds, injuries, and illnesses: (1) bullet or gunshot wound, 
powder burn, or injury caused or apparently caused by firearm; (2) illness caused or 
apparently caused by poisoning; (3) wound caused by knife or other dangerous instrument 
if it appears criminal act involved; (4) wound or illness in which there is serious 
bodily harm if it appears that wound or illness caused by criminally violent act. Re- 
quires report to be made to local law enforcement agency where treatment occurs and must 
include victim's wounds, illness, name, age, sex, race, residence, etc. Provides that 
person or institution making report in good faith immune from criminal and civil liab- 
ility. Repeals Chs. 4 and 594, SL 1971 and Ch. 31, SL 1977 (wound reporting law applic- 
able to certain counties). Act not applicable to Haywood, Jackson, Lincoln, Madison, 
Orange, and Swain counties. Effective July 1, 1977.

Appropriates from State's share of federal Title II anti- 
recession revenue funds under Public Works Employment Act of 1976 $190,060 for fiscal 
1976-77, $2.9 million for 1977-78, and $2.3 million for 1978-79 to Dep't of Correcticn 
for expenditure in accordance with Executive Budget Act. 


H 1131 Youth Camp Safety Comm'n funds APPROPRIATION

"To appropriate to the Youth Camp Safety Commtsston the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars fcr fiscal year 1977-78 ard the sum of one hundred thousand dollars 
for the fiscal year 1978-79."

Amends GS 14-54(a) to 
prohibit probation, suspended sentence, or parole for second conviction of felonious 
breaking or entering (violation resulting in second conviction must occur after date 
of first conviction under GS 14-54(a) or similar statute in any other state or Pisetrict 
of Columbic). Provides that sentence imposed for second conviction must run consecutively 
with sentences presently being served, and sentence may not be reduced by any judicial 
or administrative procedure. Violation of G5 14-54(a) is punishable by maximum im- 
prisonment of 10 years or fine, or both. 





H 1133 Highway Patrol median crossover GS 20, 136 
Introducer: Edwards Sent to Highway Safety 


"To permit turns through medians by State Highway Patrolmen." Amends GS 20-

"To amend Article 26 of Chapter 11€ relating to a self-tnsurance program 
for health care ltabtlity elaims."” Adds new GS 116-220.1 to provide that if UNC 
Board of Governors establishes malpractice self-insurance trust fund, initial con- 
tribution to fund must be at least $300,000. Liability Insurance Trust Fund Council 
to set annual contributions, but must be not less than 150% of amount paid in year on 
medical malpractice claims unless Council, with Beard approval, determines lesser 
amount will not impair adequacy of fund to satisfy claims for one year. Prevides that 
if fund is insufficient to satisfy claims, Board authorized to borrow up to $5 million 
to replenish fund. Authorizes borrowed funds to be secured by pledging noncapital 
assets of fund members, and specifies that no fund obligations are liability of state 
or political subdivision. Requires Board to maintain $100,000 in fund at all times. 
Adds new GS 116-220.2 to autherize Board to terminate fund if adequate arrangements 
made to pay existing and future claims; remaining money in terminated fund allocated 
by Board among participating entities according to respective contributions. Adds new 
GS 116-223 to authorize Board ta take necessary actions to effectuate purposes cf Art. 
26 (self-insurance trust fund), GS Ch. 116. Effective June 1, 1977. 


H 1137 Mental hospital law changes GS 122 
Introducer: Auman Sent to Mental Health 


"To make teehntcal changes tn Chapter 122 of the General Statutes." Amends 
GS 122-35.10 (fees for services) to make it apply to area county mental health centers 
as well as clinics, give fee-setting authority to mental health board operating center, 
and make clear that both voluntary and involuntary or court-committed adult patients 
are covered by section. Amends GS 122-42 (payment of costs of conveying patient to 
hospital) to include costs of conveyance tc other mental health facilities (both public ~ 
and private).

Creates State Building Works of Art Comm'n within Dep't of Cultural Resources consisting 
of nine members appointed by Governor for staggered terms; successors appointed for 
three-year terms. Three members chosen from public and six chosen from art-related 
professions; Governor appoints Comm'n chairman. Comm'n members paid per diem, travel, 
and subsistence expenses under GS 138-5. Comm'n to advise Sec'y on selection of artists, 
acceptance of art works, appointment of members to art selection panels, and exemption 
of inappropriate projects. Requires Sec'y to appoint arts selection panel for each 
construction project, consisting of project architect, representative of Dep't of Admini- 
stration, representative of state agency controlling building, art representative and 
public representative from locality, arts program coordinator, and Comm'n member. Panel 
to recommend to Sec'y artists and art works for particular project. Sec'y, with advice 
of Comm'n, makes final selection. Creates Arts Program Coordinator within Division of 
Arts to coordinate activities of Comm'n, selection panels, budgets, etc., and serve as 
nonvoting Comm'n member. Allows up to 8% of art works portion of construction funds to 
pay administrative personnel, arts program coordinator, and expenses to administer pro- 
gram, including per diem and travel expenses of Comm'n members. Provides that state 
bidding requirements not applicable to selecting artists or buying art works, and unex- 
pended appropriations revert to General Fund. Effective Jan. 1, 1978. 
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H 1142 State pay medical examiner fee GS 130 
Introducer: Nye Sent to Human Resources 


"To requtre the state to pay county medical examiner fees by amending 
Article 21 of Chapter 130 of the General Statutes." Amends GS 130-199 and -200 to 
require State to pay (1) fee for reports required by Article cited in title and (2) 
cost of autopsy and pathological study required by Article (now, county pays fees 
and costs if deceased is legal resident of county in which death occured). 


H 1143 UNC endowment funds regulated GS 116 
Introducer: DeRamus Sent to Higher Education 


"To amend G.S. 116-36, concerning endowment funds for constituent instituttons 
of the Universtty of North Carolina." Rewrites cited section to (1) delete specific 
requirements for boards of trustees of endowment fund of institutions (number of members, 
ex officio members, length of terms); (2) expand current power of trustees to sell 
endowment property to include power to buy, lend, exchange, lease, transfer or otherwise 
dispose of property; (3) specify that trustees must comply with lawful conditions placed 
on investment by donor when investing, transferring, or spending funds; (4) permit 
trustees to expend principal as well as interest of expense not violative of donor's 
intent (now, expenditures of interest only and must be by UNC Board of Governors and board 
of trustees of institution): (5) delete Board of Governors’ authority to set standards 
for scholarships from endowment funds; (6) authorize Board of Governors to establish 
endowment funds for funds given to UNC as a whole,to UNC press, or to two or more 
constituent institutions;and (7) provide that any gift to be presumed gift to endowment 
fund.

allotment; such grants are subject to cumulative limit of $6.2 million in fiscal 1978-79 
which rises by that amount in each of four succeeding years, but this can be exceeded 
in any of first four years on concurrence of Advisory Budget Comm'n if necessary to 
provide State's share of funds.

Adds 
new GS 148-49.12 to provide that YOs be housed separately from prisoners over 21 to extent 
practicable, but authorizes Sec'y to assign them to any prison facility as appropriate; 

Authorizes Dep't of 
Human Resources to construct facilities for YOs for treatment, training, or work under 
rules jointly adopted by Dep'ts of Human Resources and Correction; maintenance cost borne 
by Dep't of Human Resources; facilities must meet requirements of Sec'y of Correction. 
Provides that YOs in facilities may be under supervision of either Dep't as agreed upon 
by them. Authorizes Sec'y to allow YO temporary leave and provides that wilful failure 
to return deemed escape under GS 148-45. Allows Sec'y to contract with public or private 
agency for treatment services. Adds new GS 148-49.13 to require every YO first be sent 
to diagnostic and classification center for complete mental and physical examination and 
background study. Report must be sent to Sec'y and be made available to Parole Comm'n. 
Adds new GS 148-49.14 to authorize judge giving sentence of imprisonment to person under 
21 to sentence him as CYO. Requires judge to set maximum sentence not to exceed legal 
limit or 20 years, whichever is less. When maximum permitted is one year or more, 


maximum sentence must not be less than one year. If judge finds person under 21 
should not obtain parole under GS 148-49.15, he must make "no benefit" finding in 
record. Prohibits judge from ordering CYO status when putting person on probation 

but may order CYO status when revokes probation if person still under 21. Adds new

preparation of proclamations, etc., by Governor, (8) cooperation with other states, 
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federal government, and private agencies, (9) recommendations for local land-use 
regulations to mitigate disaster effects, (10) coordination of communications; (d) delet 
provisions concerning mobile support units; (e) designates county commissioners as h 
responsible agency for local civil preparedness efforts (now, authorizes all political 
subdivisions to have civil preparedness programs), allowing municipalities to create 
agencies subject to county coordination and authorizing joint county-municipal agencies; 
(f) provides for up to $1,000 annually of State financial assistance to approved county 
program (H 1185, digested below, appropriates funds for this purpose); (g) allows chief 
executive officer of political subdivision with concurrence of governing body (rather 
than director of civil preparedness agency) to enter mutual aid agreements; (h) provides 
that compensation for services or property taken or used during disaster is to be 
available only to extent that such services exceed what individual has volunteered or 
has legal or moral obligation to furnish, and that compensation is to be paid only 
when Governor has ordered use or destruction of property.

statement deemed to be withdrawal of candidacy for office. Creates State 
Ethics Comm'n composed of twelve members, four appointed by Governor and Chief 
Justice, two appointed by Speaker and Lt. Governor (no more than six comm'n 
members of same political party). Prohibits members from holding other public 
office, or partisan office. Provides that comm'n to issue advisory opinions, 
accept and file required statements, report annually to Governor, legislature 
and others. Empowers comm'n to investigate alleged violations; sets out 
procedures, including provisions for closed hearings. Authorizes comm'n to 
issue cease-and-desist compliance orders; also provides for criminal penalties 
and judicial review of comm'n action or failure to act. Sets civil penalties 
to be assessed by comm'n at up to $1,000 fine and treble damages payable to 
General Fund.

Lien 
for prorated taxes on real property to attach to property on listing date 
immediately preceding fiscal year in which annexation effective; lien for personal 
property to attach on same date to all real property in taxing unit, regardless of 
whether or not annexed. If annexation effective in period July 1-Sept 1, 
prorated taxes due and payable on Sept. 1 of fiscal year for which levied; if 
annexation effective in period Sept. 2-June 30, prorated taxes are due and payable 
Sept. 1 of next succeeding fiscal year. (Now, taxes due on date of annexation, 
with interest on sliding scale for delayed payment beyond 120 days after due date.) 
County to transfer tax records to municipality of property listed for taxation on 
Jan. 1 preceding fiscal year for which prorated taxes levied, and if annexation 
effective in Jan. 1-June 30 period, municipality is also to-obtain property listed 
Jan. 1 for taxation in succeeding fiscal year. Ratifies any taxation of property 
annexed in period Jan. 1, 1976-June 30, 1977 where statutory procedures prior to 
SL 1975, Ch.576, were followed. Act effective on ratification but any annexation 
"already adopted on or before" such date "may be implemented under" SL 1975, Ch. 576.

Requires 
vehicle to be returned to owner pending court proceedings if owner posts bond 
double the value of vehicle. Requires court to sell vehicle by public auction

consent. After deducting seizure and sale expenses, liens must be paid, and 
remainder goes to county school fund. If no one claims vehicle, provides for 
newspaper notice; if still no claimant, vehicle sold with proceeds to county 
school fund after deducting expenses. Provides procedures for removal of 
special equipment increasing vehicle's speed or, if equipment impractical to 
remove, transfer of vehicle to gov'tmental agency or public official for 
official use. Prohibits law enforcement officer from using seized vehicle for 
any purpose until court issues final order disposing of vehicle; requires 
officer to store vehicle in safe place and counties and cities to provide storage 
facilities.

EH 1217 Motorboat noise control GS 75A 
Introducer: Economos Sent to Wildlife 


"To control notse emitted by motorboats." Amends GS 75A-9 to establish dbA 
requirements for motorboat motors, starting with a maximum 84 dbA at 50 feet for 
boats and propulsion machinery manufactured before Jan. 1, 1975 and concluding with 
a maximum 78 dbA at 50 feet for boats and propulsion machinery manufactured after 
Jan. 1, 1982. Prohibits sale in state of boats or machinery not meeting requirements 
and requires certification by manufacturers to Wildlife Resources Comm'n that boats 
do qualify. Prohibits removing or altering motor or part thereof to result in noise 
levels above those permitted in act. Effective Sept. 1, 1977. 


H 1218 Maximum medicaid rates set GS 108 eae 
Introducer: Kaplan Sent to Appropriations 


"To freeze the medicaid rates for all providers except those for hospital 
in-patient care at the maximum rates paid to individual providers as of April 1, 1977." 
Amends GS 108-60 to provide that medical assistance rates for providers of health- 
related services except hospital in-patient care must not exceed maximum rates paid 
Moe individual providers as of April 1, 1977. Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 1220 Used oil recycling GS7 113,143 
Introducer: C. Holt Sent to Nat and Econ Resources 


"To encourage recycling of used oil." Adds new Part 2 to GS Ch. 143, Art. 21A 
(Oil Pollution Control) entitled "Used Oil Recycling." Directs Sec'y of DNER (or 
successor dep't) to conduct public education program regarding recycling used oil, 
including: requiring sellers of more than 500 gallons of oil annually for off-premises 
use to maintain signs near sale point informing public of importance of recycling and 
location and hours of collection facilities; establishing a used oil information center; 
and encouraging voluntary used oil collection and recycling programs. Requires Sec'y 
to prescribe means for collection of used oil, and expressly permits requiring sellers 
of more than 500 gallons annually for off-premises use to provide or contract for 
collection facilities. Provides for proper labeling of recycled oil products. Requires 
permits for used oil collectors (persons who transport over highways more than 500 
gallons of used oil annually or storage facilities that receive more than 10,000 gallons 
of used oil annually), used oil recyclers (persons who recycle more than 5000 gallons 
of used oil annually) and for persons who use or dispose of more than 200 gallons of 
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used oil annually, other than by recycling; provides for issuance of licenses and 
permits by Sec'y and requires annual reports to Sec'y and maintenance of certain 
records by permittees. Permits Sec'y to order specific actions in order to achieve 
compliance with act and to assess civil penalties up to $500 per day against persons 
violating act, violating condition of permit, failing to obtain permit, or failing 
to submit report. Authorizes suspension or revocation of permits. Creates following 
misdemeanors:willful violation of prohibition of collecting, transferring, storing, 
recycling, using or disposing of used oil in manner endangering public health or 
welfare; willful violation of labeling requirements on recycled oil products; or 
willful violation of permit term; each punishable by fine OLAupSto 
$5,000 per day. Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 1221 Retirement Board membership increased GS 135 
Introducer: Morris Sent to State Personnel 


"To amend G.S. 135-6 to increase the membershtp of the Board of Trustees 
of the Teachers' and State Employees' Retirement System of North Carolina as recommenda 
by the Legislative Research Commission's committee on retirement systems matters." | 
As title indicates, increasing size of board from 12 to 13, to permit service by both 
a retired teacher and a retired state employee. (Now, one of twelve members to be 
either retired teacher or retired state employee.) Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 1222 Uniform wage payment coverage GS 95 
Introducer: Adams Sent to Manufacturing 


"To make certatn provtstons of 'The Untform Wage Payment Law of North Carolina’ 
apply to all employers and employees." Repeals GS 95-162, which limits application of | 
cited law (GS Ch. 95, Art. 17) to employers and employees subject to NC Minimum Wage 
Act. Amends GS 95-167, which requires various notifications to employees and reports 
to Comm'r of Labor, to limit its application to employers and employees subject to NC 
minimum wage law and federal Fair Labor Standards Act. Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 1223 Housemover permits required GS22078136 
Introducer: dali Sent to Judiciary 3 


. "To authorize and regulate movement of structures, htstorical butldings, houses| 
or other extraordinary objects on state htghway system of roads." Requires persons 
moving houses of others to have annual license from Dep't of Transportation. Provides | 
following qualifications for license: (1) applicant must be 18 or older, be of good 
character, and show "sufficient housemoving experience," (2) applicant must show his | 
vehicles properly insured and that he has permit or license bond of $5000, (3) appli- | 
cant must show his vehicles have met vehicle equipment inspection requirements, and 
(4) applicant must show federal employer's identification number. Requires permit for | 
each move by licensed housemover, issued by Dep't of Transportation upon approval of 
travel route; Dep't may require surety bond for move. Requires mover to see that equip 
ment is properly constructed to assure public safety and requires front and rear escort 
vehicles for each move. Requires mover to remove and promptly restore all obstructions! 
along route and permits route changes in limited circumstances. Requires compliance | 
with municipal regulations on moves within municipality. Provides that violation of 
act or regulations issued pursuant to act is misdemeanor, punishable by fine of not 
more than $500, imprisonment for not more than 30 days, or both, and permits Dep't to 
enforce by injunction. 

Makes no reference to and does not repeal existing GS Ch. 136, Art. 2C (House 
Movers' Licensing Board). Effective Aug. 1, 1977. 
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H 1224 State Fund watershed projects Gaeta 
Introducer: Bundy Sent to Nat and Econ Resources 


"To create statutory authority for grants for nonfederal costs of small water- 
shed projects." Subject to the availability of funds, authorizes State Soil and Water 
Conservation Comm'n to accept applications for and make grants for nonfederal costs 
relating to small watershed projects authorized under PL 83-566, as amended. Provides 
that grants may meet 50% of cost of land rights acquisition, engineering fees (although 
no money is to be granted for identifying and classifying benefited land), anticipated 
future and present water supply needs, recreation facilities costs, and construction 
costs for water management and 75% of costs of conservation and replacement of fish 
and wildlife habitat. Provides that applications may be made by local sponsors or- 
ganized under either GS Ch. 156 (drainage districts) and Ch. 139 (soil and water con- 
servation districts, watershed improvement districts). Sets out factors to be consid- 
ered in Comm'n in approving applicationa and directs that Comm'n establish priorities 
between applications. Directs Comm'n at end of fiscal year to notify approved appli- 
cants whose grants not funded as to status of application and availability of funds in 
upcoming fiscal year. 


H 1226 Fayetteville, Charlotte state buildings APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: C. Holt (Iden. S 732) Sent to Appropriations 


"To provide for the construction of state government office buildings in the 
etttes of Charlotte and Fayetteville." Appropriates from General Fund $3.7 million 
to acquire land and construct state office building in Charlotte and $3.7 million to 
acquire land and construct state office building in Fayetteville. Effective July l, 
Cae 


H 1227 State employee 3 1/2% pay raise APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Adams Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds to provide an additional three and one-half percent 
salary increase for state employees and employees of the publtc schools, communtty 
colleges, and technical institutes." Appropriates from General Fund $54.5 million for 
fiscal 1977-78 and $55.6 million for 78-79 and from Highway Fund $6.4 million for each 
year of biennium for purpose indicated in title. Provides that increase to be in ad- 
dition to other increases, and to apply to all teachers and state employees including 
persons whose salaries are recommended by Governor or by Governor and Advisory Budget 
Comm'n and set by General Assembly. Provides that UNC academic salaries to be raised 
according to Board of Governors’ rules and that community college salaries to be raised 
according to rules of State Board of Education. Provides that salary ranges of employees 
subject to Personnel Act to be increased so that each employee will have same relative 
position with respect to salary increases and future increments as if increases not 


made.

Introducer: Creech Sent to Judiciary 3 


"To urge the President and Congress to adhere to the fundaments of tndivtduals' 
rights and liberties in their relationships with foreign nations." As title indicates. 


H 1229 Confinement of rabid animal GS) 2065 F30 
Introducer: Seymour Sent to Health 


"Io allow a local health director to confine an animal having rabtes or sus- 
pected of having rabies if the owner refuses to do so." Amends GS 106-380 as title 
indicates; provides that expense of confinement to be paid by owner.

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H 1230 Limited driving license for speeder GS 20 
Introducer: Jones Sent to Highway Safety 


"To permit the tssuance of limited driving permits to one convicted for the 
first time of speeding who has had his license suspended tn the dtscretion of the Divt. 
ston of Motor Vehicles." Amends GS 20-16.1 to provide that (1) upon first conviction 
of exceeding speed limit more than 15 MPH when driving over 55, trial judge may give 
limited driving license when license suspended by Division of Motor Vehicles under 
GS 20-16(a)(1) (offense requiring mandatory revocation) or -16(a)(10) (conviction for 
speeding over 75 when speed limit less than 70) as well as suspensions pursuant to 
GS 20-16.1 (exceeding speed limit more than 15 MPH when driving over 55 MPH) (now, 
limited to GS 20-16.1 suspensions); (2) if license suspended for more than 30 days 
under GS 20-16 (1) or (10) and is person's first conviction of speeding over 15 MPH 
over limit while driving over 55, limited driving privilege may be issued for duration 
of suspension (now, limited to 30-day revocation under GS 20-16.1); (3) person with 
similar out-of-state speeding conviction may apply for limited driving privilege to 
presiding or resident superior court judge or district court judge of district of 
residence (now, only resident superior court judge). 


H 1231 Veteran's jobs committee APPROPRIATION, GS 143B, 165 
Introducer: Gregory Sent to Military Affairs

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Administration $40,000 for each year 
of biennium for committee's expenses.

and Sup't of Public Instruction or designee to Council as ex-officio members; and 
(4) limits State Board appointees to two consecutive four-year terms. 

Rewrites GS 115-11.7 to restate duties of Council as (1) advising State Board 
on unmet needs cf children with special needs; (2) commenting on proposed State Board 
rules relating to programs for such children; (3) assisting State Board in developing 
and reporting data to US Comm'r of Education for performance of federal Education of the 
handicapped Act; and (4) commenting on special education plans developed pursuant to 
FL 94-142 and state law.

of size or impoundment capacity, except dams (1) constructed by U.S. Gov't or agency, 
when agency designed or approved plans and supervised construction; (2) constructed 
with financial aid from US Soil Conservation Service, when that agency designed or { 
approved plans and supervised construction; and (3) licensed by Fed'l Power Comm'n, 
for which application pending in FPC, or for use in electrical generation under 
certificate of public convenience and necessity from NC Utilities Comm'n. Amends 
GS 143-215.29(a) to specify that provisions of subsection also apply to projects 
undertaken pursuant to GS 143.215.28 and 143.215.32. Makes other conforming and 
clarifying amendments.

Provides burden on Board to show standard of competence 
in other state lower than NC's.

Introducer: Crawford Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To amend G.S. 14-234 to prohtbtt state offictals and employees from 
parttetpating in any business transaction involving publte funds with a former 
employer or bustness assoctate." Amends GS 14-234 to make it. misdemeanor for 
state official or employee to in any way participate in business transaction 
involving public funds with any entity with which he was associated during previous 
four-year period. Provides that act does not apply to transactions meeting requirement 
of GS Ch. 143, Art. 3 (Purchases and Contracts) or specifically authorized by Adviscry 
Budget Comm'n. 










S 735 Local option liqucr by the drink CS 18A 
Introducer: Wm. Smith Sent to Alcokol Control 


"To allow cttres and counttes with ABC stores to vote on the sale of mixed 
beverages tn soctal establishments and restaurants seating at least 26." Amends 
various sections of GS Ch. 18A to allow cities and counties with existing ARC systems 
to vote on whether to allow sale of mixed drinks to persons over 21. Local election 
to be called by city or county governing body or on petition cf 20% of voters. Election 
may alsc be called at same time as election on establishment of ABC stores. Sale of 
mixed drinks required to stop when operation of stores discontinued. Sale, hours of |, 
consumption, etc. for mixed drinks generally same as those new for alcoholic beverages. 

If mixed drinks approved in local election, State ABC Board authorized to 
grant permits for sales to (1) social establishments -- those private social, recreatic 
patriotic and fraternal clubs now allowed to have permits for storage of members' 
alcoholic beverages in private lockers, and (2) restaurants which can now obtain brown 
bagging permits -those seating at least 36 and engaged primarily in business of sellirg

meals. Premises allowed to have both mixed drink permit and brown-bagging or storage 
permit. Fees for mixed drink permits same as now for social establishments ($200) and 
brown-bagging restaurants ($100 if capacity less than 50 and $200 if more). 

Requires mixed drink permit holder to buy alcoholic beverages from ABC store 
within city or ccunty and to obtain permit for that purchase and transportation from 
locai board or store manager. Separate permit required for each purchase; permit to 
state amount allowed to be transported. Otherwise, permit subject to same general 
restrictions as present transportation permits. 

Adds $5.00 to price of each gallon of spirituous liquor sold by ABC store 
for sale as mixed drinks; revenue to go to ABC boards to be spent as other profits. 

Effective July 1, 1977. 


S 736 Medium custody inmates road work-2 GS 148 
Introducer: Raynor Sent to Transportation 


"To provide medium custody prisoners for work on state roads and highways." 
Amends GS 148-26(b) to provide that, in addition to minimum custody prisoners, as 
many medium custody prisoners as are available, fit for road work, and can be adequately 
guarded without reducing security levels at prison units to be employed on road work. 
Effective July 1, 1977. 


S 737 Fisheries licenses increased GS 113 j 
Introducer: Stallings Sent to Nat and Econ Resources 


"To amend Article 14 of Chapter 113 of the General Statutes to provide support 
for needed improvements in the state's commerctal and sports fisheries program." Amends 
various sections of Art. 14, GS Ch. 113 generally to raise license fees. Provides 
that commercial party fishing vessels operating in coastal fishing waters and all NC 
vessels engaged in commercial fishing operations (instead of only those which land 
and sell fish in NC) are covered by licensing requirements. Repeals GS 113-157, taxes 
on seafood. Raises present fees as follows: agent selling license compensated 50¢ 
per license sold (now, 5% per license); replacement of lost plate - 50¢ (now, $2); 
vessels with NC primary situs - $1.50 per foot (now, varied amount based on overall 
length); vessels with non-NC primary situs - $4.50 per foot (now, varied amount based 
on overall length); menhacen fishing vessel, for mother ship with NC primary situs - 
$2.00 per ton (now, $1.60 per ton); menhaden fishing vessel, mother ship with non-NC 
primary situs - $6.00 per ton (now, $1.60 per ton); oyster and clam license - $5.00 
(now, $1); license to sell shellfish - $10 (now, $2); shellfish, shucker-packer - $100 
(now, $25); shellfish, shell stock shipper - $50 (now, $10); crab processor - $100 (now, 
$10); unprocessed crab dealer - $25 (now, $5); shrimp dealer - $25 (now, $10); finfish 
dealer - $25 (now, $10); operating menhaden processing plant - $200 (now, $100); operating 
other fish-dehydrating or oil extracting plant - $100 (now, $50). Adds fee of $100 for 
operating commercial ocean pier and amends GS 113-152(f) to provide that person exempt 
from oyster and clam license fee not to take more than one peck (now, bushel) of oysters 
and clams on any one day. Effective July 1, 1977. 


S 738 Marine fisheries funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Stallings Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds to the Department of Natural and Economie Resources 
for improvement of the marine fisheries program." Appropriates from receipts of 

' increased Commercial and Sports Fisheries license fees to Dep't of Natural and 

Economic Resources the following amounts for the following purposes: (1) $75,000

Requires court to decline to heat action if proceeding already validly begun 
in other state; sets out procedures designed to keep NC court informed of other suits 
pending and to inform other states of NC suits (including specifying content of pleadin 
files to be kept by clerk of court, etc.). Provides that NC judgment binding on all | 
parties to suit and all persons notified of suit (including out-of-staters). Provides 9) 
for filing and enforcement of out-of-state judgments, and in limited circumstances, for 
modification of such judgments. Sets out other procedures for taking testimony in NC i 
out-of-state suits, preservation of documents, etc. Generally allows assessing of cost 
against parties including attorney fee and travel expenses, if court finds it appropria

Adds new GS 115-204.1 to require development, over ten-year period, 
of comprehensive school health education program under supervision of Dep't of Public 
Instruction, to be taught from kindergarten through 9th grade. Provides that each 
school administrative unit may develop and submit a plan for such a program, to meet 
standards set by State Board of Education, and apply for funds for program. 

Establishes State School Health Advisory Committee of 16 members. Governor 
appoints nine members from nominees submitted by professional or other groups as follows: 
physician, pediatrician, nurse, dentist, NC Medical Auxiliary nominee, NC Congress of 
Parents and Teachers nominee, NC Public Health Ass'n nominee, NC Ass'n for Health, 
Physical Education, and Recreation nominee, and NC College Conference on Professional 
Preparation in Health and Physical Education nominee. Lt. Governor to appoint one 
Senator and Speaker to appoint one Representative. State Board to appoint two persons 
representing local school administrative units (upon recommendation of Sup't of Public 
Instruction). Three ex-officio members (or their designees): Chief, Office of Health 
Education, and Chief, Health Planning and Development Agency, both in Dep't of Human 
Resources, and Sup't of Public Instruction. Provides that members serve three-year 
staggered terms, with three consecutive term limit. Directs Committee to advise Dep't 
of Public Instruction in regard to Dep't's duties under act, encourage development of 
compatible higher education programs, and report annually to State Board on progress 
in implementing act. 

Appropriates to State Board of Education for 1977-79 biennium $1.1 million to 
be used as follows: (1) $354,500 to initiate 15 pilot programs in 1977-78; (2) $709,000 
to continue first 15 programs and start 15 more in 1978-79; (3) $29,500 to fund new 
position to implement act; (4) $2500 for each year to purchase or develop curricula and 
teacher guides; and (5) $2500 for each year to pay expenses of members of Advisory Com- 
mittee. Effective July 1, 1977. 


S 746 Seller's product liability limited GS: 1 cA, F994 
Introducer: Davis sent to Judiciary 2 


"To provide limitations on actions for damages for personal tnjury, death or 
damage to property resulting from the use of products." Adds new GS Ch. 99A (Product 
Liability) to provide (1) in action for damages for personal injury, death, or property 
damage caused by product defect, no product considered defective unless at time product 
sold by manufacturer or other initial seller defect made product unreasonably 
dangerous (as defined in bill) to consumer; (2) creates rebuttable presumption 
that product free from defect when product design, manufacturing method, or product 
inspection alleged to be defective was in conformity with generally recognized gov't 
or industry standards at time product made; (3) no manufacturer or seller of product 
liable when product alteration occurring after sale to initial consumer which changed 
initial function or use of product was substantial contributing cause of injury. Adds 
new subdivision (6) to GS 1-50 to prohibit action for recovery of damages for personal 
injury, death, or property damage caused by product defect or failure brought more than 
six years after date of initial purchase for use or consumption, or ten years after 
date of manufacture of product. Amends GS 1A-1, Rule 8(a)(2) to provide that in action 
against manufacturers, wholesalers, or retailers for recovery of damages in such cases, 
pleading, instead of stating demand in monetary amounts, must state that relief demanded 
is for such damages as are reasonable under circumstances.

H 1276 Insurance broker's bond coverage GS 58 
Introducer: Short Sent to Insurance 


| "To amend G.S. 58-40.2 to tnelude insurers and licensed agents within coverage 
| of tnsurance brokers bond." Amends cited section to specify that insurance broker's 
| bond to cover losses by licensed insurer or agent who provides coverage for person re- 
' questing broker to obtain insurance for him.

H 1277 No tampering with utility meter GS’ 14, 462 
Introducer: Rountree (Iden. S$ 761) Sent to Judiciary 3 


"To amend Article 22 of Chapter 14 of the General Statutes by adding GS 14- 

159.1 making tt unlawful to alter, tamper with or bypass electric, gas or water meters; 
| providing a presumption of tntent and evidence thereof; providing penalties for violations; 
| providing liability for damages in a civil action; providing an exemption; and pro- 
_ viding an effective date." Adds new GS 14-159.1 making it unlawful for unauthorized 
person to alter, tamper with, or bypass electric, gas, or water meter or knowingly to 
use electricity, gas or water passing through tampered or bypassed meter. Provides 
that meter or service entrance found to have been altered or bypassed in manner to 
cause inaccurate measurement by or diversion from recording apparatus constitutes prima 
facie evidence of intent to violate section by person in whose name meter is installed 
or person using utility measured by meter. Makes violation misdemeanor punishable by 
maximum $500 fine or two years' imprisonment, or both.

Introducer: Hux Sent to Judiciary 1 


















"To allow the purchaser in a partttion sale of real property to withdraw 
his offer to purchase within fifteen days of the order confirming the sale because 
of unsatisfted ltens." Adds new GS 46-28.1 to provide that order confirming partition 
sale of real property not to become final until 15 days after entry. Allows purchaser 
within that 15 days to petition court to revoke order of confirmation and order with- 
drawal of purchaser's offer to purchase because of unsatisfied liens on property.

"To amend Article 22 of Chapter 163 of the General Statutes relating to corrupt 
practices and election offenses." Amends cited article as follows: (1) Rewrites GS If 
269, to prohibit (a) corporations, businesses, labor unions, and insurance companies f1 
contributing or making expenditures in any election on constitutional amendments, tax 
levies, bond elections or other questions voted on by electorate (now, prohibits corpoi 
ations from aiding candidates, and GS 163-278.19 contains similar prohibition); (b) pay 
ing, using, or offering its money or property in election; (c) reimbursing or indemnify 
ing individuals or corporations, etc., in an election; and (d) making contributions or 
expenditures by agent of corporation, etc. Makes violation misdemeanor ($100-$5000 fil 
of one year maximum imprisonment or both). (2) Repeals GS 163-170 (insurance companies 
political activities). (3) Rewrites GS 163-27 3(a) (1) to make unlawful voting outside 
booth (now, prohibits allowing another to see voter's ballot). (4) Rewrites GS 163-27! 
to include media in prohibition against publishing false or derogatory information or 
photographs (adds "photographs") unless publication signed by person making publicatioi 
adds prohibition (now in GS 163-274(8)) against circulating information known to be fa

Introducer: Bell Sent to Banking 


"Directing the establishment of a commission to Study Chapter 24 of the 
General Statutes and related credit and interest Laws, and to determine the feastbility 
of establishing one supervisory authority over all lenders in North Carolina." Creates 
Study Commission on Credit composed of four members of House appointed by Speaker, four 
members of Senate appointed by Lt. Governor, two public members appointed by Speaker, 
two public members appointed by Lt. Governor, Administrator of Savings & Loan Division 
of Dep't of Commerce, Comm'r of Banks, and Administrator of Credit Union Division of 
Dep't of Commerce; chairman to be selected by Comm'n members. Directs Comm'n to study 
present coverage of credit laws; effect of these laws on lenders, borrowers, and general 
public; ways in which credit laws and regulation of lenders can be improved, including 
consideration of one supervisory agency to regulate all lenders. Requires Comm'n to 
report to General Assembly by January 30, 1979. Authorizes Comm'n to employ clerical 
assistance and professional staff, and receive travel and per diem under GS 138-6, but 
contains no appropriation or other direction for payment of expenses. 


H 1285 Campaign Finance Act amendments Gseio3 
Introducer: Gentry Sent to Election Laws 


"To amend Article 22A of Chapter 162 relating to campaign contributions and 
expenditures." Amends citec article as follows: (1) Rewrites GS 163-278.7(b)(1) to 
provide that campaign committee formed by employees of corporation, etc. must state 
name of corporation by which they are emplcyed; (2) adds new provision to GS 163- 
27&.9(a)(1) that if candidate's campaign is conducted by political committee , and 
committee handles all contributions and expenditures, candidate to say so in first 
(crganizational) report and committee, not candidate, responsible for filing subsequent 
reports; (3) adds new provision to GS 163-278.16(f) prohibiting media from publishing 
political advertisements that do not contain legend or statement showing who placed 
ad; (4) adds new provisions to GS 163-278.17(a) requiring media to report name and 

address of public relations firm making direct payment to media on candidate's behalf 
and limiting media reports to candidates for Governor, Lt. Governor, and Council of 

| State officers; (5) amends GS 163-278.23 to require State Board of Election's ex- 
ecutive secretary to inspect campaign finance statements within 30 (now, 10) days after 
filed; (6) amends GS 163-278.24 to require executive secretary to examine statements 
within four (now, three) months after filed; (7) amends GS 163-278.30(3) to specify 
campaign statements not required to be made available for public to copy until five days 
after filed (now, statements must be available no later than end of day on which filed);

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at age 65 or with 30 years" service to 1.55% of average final compensation times num- 
ber of years of creditable service (now, 1.5%), and to increase maximum death bene- 
fit to $20,000 (now, $15,000). Effective July 1, 1977. 


H 1287 State employee insurance funding APPROPRIATION, GS 135 
Introducer: Edwards Sent to Appropriations 


"To continue full state funding of individual state and state-supported 
employee hospital-medical insurance premtums." Appropriates $4 million from General 
Fund and $500,000 from Highway Fund in fiscal 1977-78, and $5 million from General 
Fund and $600,000 from Highway Fund in 1978-79, to establish reserve for continued 
full State funding of employees' hospital-medical insurance premiums. Reserve to be 
used for cost increases in premiums so long as carrier contracts awarded on bid basis. 
Specifies that existing salary appropriations and nonappropriated balances and receipt 
to be used for meeting insurance costs before reserve used. Effective July 1, 1977.

Introducer: S. White Sent to Wi e 


"To restructure the Wildlife Resources Commission and to make other necessary 
changes." Amends GS 143-240 through -245 to (1) add to comm'n four at-large members 
appointed by Governor initially for terms expiring April 1, 1981 and thereafter for | 
four years (retaining nine members appointed from districts); (2) provide for expirat: 
of present officers' terms on July 1, 1977, and have Governor appoint new chairman an 
vice-chairman on that date, to be selected from comm'n membership and to serve at 
pleasure of Governor (now, elected by membership for one-year term); (3) provide tha 





chairman to receive salary fixed by Governor and approved by Advisory Budget Comm'n,

"To create a commission to study the statewtde system of state parks and to make 
recommendations for necessary legislation to the 1977-78 session of the General Assembly.” 
Identical to H 1270, digested in Bulletin No. 2 WA Weg se 


S 755 TEACCH Center expansion funds APPROPRIATION, GS 116 
Introducer: Vickery Sent to Special Ways & Means 


"To amend Chapter 1007 of the 1971 Session Laws to provide two additional TEACCH 
Centers tn Charlotte and Wilmington." Identical in effect to H 369, digested in Bulletin 
M..rl, p. 269. 


S 756 State official's auto plate numbers GS 20 
Introducer: Harrington Sent to Special Ways & Means 


"To rewrite G.S. 20-81 concerning the tssuance of offteial license plates to 
state offitctals and to correct uncertainties resulting from the enactment of Chapter 
865 and Chapter 432 of the 1975 Sesston Laws." Rewrites GS 20-81 to change codified 
list of official state license plates, generally retaining present numbering but mak- 
ing following changes: designates plate 30 for State Budget Officer and 31 for State 
Personnel Director; gives Administrative Officer of Courts plate J-20 instead of J=10 
(latter to go to Court of Appeals chief judge); gives Sec'y of Crime Control and Public 
Safety plate 23 in place of Sec'y of Veterans and Military Affairs (that dep t abolished) ; 
reshuffles higher numbered plates to give lower numbers to Board of Roonom}¢ Revelapment 
members and higher numbers to State Ports Authority, Utilities Comm'n and Parole Comm'n | 
members; adds new category of plates numbered 110-200 to go to members of boards and 
comm'ns and to state employees at direction of Governor. Includes provisions contained

relationship; child has been placed in custody of dep't of social services, child- 
placing agency, or child-caring institution and parent for six months before petition 
has failed to pay reasonable part of cost of care of child (without regard to whether 
court has ordered support); etc. Provides that order of termination (1) ends all leg: 
aspects of parent-child relationship (except right of inheritance until such time as 
final order of adoption is issued), and (2) grants to agency with custody of child sai 
rights for placement and consent to adoption as it would have acquired had parent re- 
leased child to agency for adoption.

Authorizes Att'y General in recodifying statutes to divide, combine and rearrange 
chapters, employ uniform numbering system, alter captions for purpose of accurate des- 
cription of: contents, adopt uniform system of spelling and capitalization, make changes 
in wording and punctuation necessary for correct grammatical structure, rearrange def- 
initions and lists in alphabetical order, change references to governmental agencies 
to give effect to reorganizations made by later laws, make changes necessary to give 
effect to later laws, and correct grammatical, typographical, or mechanical errors. 
Authorizes omission of statutes and portions declared to be severable that have been 
held unconstitutional when no action has been taken by General Assembly for two or more 
regular sessions after court decision. Directs Division of Legislative Drafting and 
Codification to report to 1979 General Assembly on legislation necessary or advisable 
to eliminate or modify obsolete laws, clarify ambiguous laws, or resolve conflicts in 
or between laws. Directs printing of 600 copies of legislative edition of recodification 
to be used for action by 1979 General Assembly, with edition not to contain annotations 
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or supplementary material. Provides for one copy of legislative edition to be given 
to each Supreme Court Justice, judge Court of Appeals, judge superior court, Governor, 
head of each principal State department, members of General Statutes Comm'n, and members 
of 1979 General Assembly. Appropriates from General Fund $1,370,600 to Division of 
Legislative Drafting and Codification of Statutes of Dep't of Justice for project, 
of which $1,315,600 to be expended for purchase by State of new codes and 
legislative edition, and $55,000 for temporary personnel. Effective July 1, 1977.

"Establishing a commission to study the need J J J

repealing clause in act conferring authority on Wildlife Resources Comm'n. 


H 1328 (J Res) Family Law Study Comm'n JOINT RES, STUDY, GS 120 
Introducer: Creech Sent to Rules 


"To establtsh a Study Commission on Family Law." Creates Study Comm'n on 
Family Law composed of three members appointed by Lt. Governor and three by Speaker. 
Directs Comm'n to make study of family law in North Carolina, including need for 
legislation concerning marriage, divorce, and child custody. Requires Comm'n to 
report to Governor and legislature by Dec. 31, 1978.

"To tnerease the compensatton of certain precinct offictals." Amends GS 163- 
46 to increase amounts of precinct election officials paid for services on day of 
primary, special or general elections as follows: Registrar, raised from $25 to $35; — 
Judges, raised from $20 to $30; and Assistants, raised from $15 to $25. Increases 
compensation for attendance at instructional meetings by precinct elections officials 
from $15 to. $25.

H 1333 Insulation inspection required GS..82, 83,, 89C, 143, 153A. 16m 
Introducer: Ray Sent to Judiciary 3 


"To secure effective enforcement of the insulation and energy uttltzatton 
standards of the State Building Code and to further protect the purchasers of products 
and services designed to meet those standards." Requires superintendent of each city, 
county, or joint building inspection dep't to designate by Sept. 1, 1977 the person(s) 
responsible for enforcement of Building Code insulation and energy utilization standards, 
and to send name(s) to Engineering and Building Codes Division of Dep't of Insurance. 

If city or county does not have inspection department, governing board must designate 
one or more inspectors and notify Dep't. Requires Dep't to make instruction on Code 
requirements for insulation and energy utilization available to all inspectors, except 
requirements on buildings that must be designed by architect or engineer. Requires 
person installing, altering, or restoring insulation or energy utilization equipment 

for compensation to secure permit for job beginning Jan. 1, 1978; building permit to 

be secured if local inspection dep't issues it, and special insulation-energy utilizatior 
compliance permit if obtained from local inspector who is not part of a local dep't. 
Provides that only contractor licensed under GS Ch. 87, holder of annual license or per-- 
mit to do such work issued by county or city or installer working under supervision 

of architect or engineer may obtain permit. Requires inspections of building site as 
required by specified local inspection statutes, sets out compliance procedure, and 
provides for inspection when work is done under permit required by GS Ch. 83 and 89C 

or any other statute regulating architects or engineers. Requires all insulation contrac 
and contracts for energy utilization equipment to contain provision that work will meet 
Code requirements; guarantees as to quality of materials, expected performance, etc. 
must be in writing. Provides that wilful or repeated violation of Code insulation- 
energy utilization requirements is basis for revocation of contractor's license granted 
under GS Ch. 87, or installer's license granted under local ordinance. Makes wilful 
violation of act misdemeanor punishable in discretion of court, and authorizes injuncti 
to prevent or correct violations. Act terminates July 1, 1979; requires 1979 General 
Assembly to review experience under act.

Amends GS 143-300.1(a) to add provision that in claim for bodily injury to pupil while 
passenger on school bus, damages "shall be determined" (but does not specifically provide) 
for award of such damages) even though there was no negligent act or omission by employee) 
of local school board.

(Retains provision that first degree rape of such woman is 
committed by infliction of serious bodily injury to her; defines serious bodily injury 
to mean injury which creates substantial risk of death, or causes serious disfigurement, 
prolonged impairment of health, or prolonged loss or impairment of function of any bodily 
organ.) (3) Provides that determination of sentence to be made in accordance with GS 15A- 
2000 (added by H 5; 1977 SL, Ch. 406, digested in Bulletin No. 2, p. 13; Bulletin No. 75, 
p- 649; and Bulletin No. 90, p. 813), which provides for separate sentencing hearing in 
capital felony cases, with sentence decision to be made by jury, based on its determina- 
tion of whether listed aggravating and mitigating circumstances (with jury not limited 
to mitigating circumstances listed in statute) exist in case, and, if so, whether aggra- 
vating circumstances outweigh mitigating circumstances; also provides for sentence review 
by NC Supreme Court. Amends GS 15A-2000(e) (which sets out mitigating circumstances to 
be used in determination of sentence for murder) to specify that they only apply in 
murder cases, and to establish eight separate aggravating circumstances for rape cases, 
including: (1) defendant previously convicted of murder, rape, assault with intent to 
commit rape, carnal knowledge of minor female, or other felony involving use or threat 
of violence to person; (2) defendant was engaged in committing another felony; (3) there 
was "gang rape"; (4) victim was pregnant; (5) when victim under 12 and defendant over 16 
years of age, defendant overcame victim's resistance by use of deadly weapon. Amends 
GS 15A-2000(f£) (which establishes mitigating circumstances for murder) to establish nine 
separate mitigating circumstances for rape, including: (1) defendant has no criminal 
record; (2) victim initiated sex act (applies only if defendant over 16 and victim under 
12); (3) victim was voluntary social companion of defendant and victim had previously 
had sexual intercourse with defendant; (4) defendant aided in apprehension of another 
capital felon. Effective July 1, 1977.

Requires order to indicate that restitution is 
part of plea bargain. (4) Authorizes Parole Comm'n to impose restitution as 
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Amends GS 148-33.1 to provide that restitution to 
aggrieved party to be fourth priority for Dep't of Correction to take from work 
release payments (originally, completely rewrote priorities for payments from work 
release salary). (6) Adds CS 148-33.2 to provide that as rehabilitative measure, % 
Sec'y of Correction or Parole Comm'n allowed to impose restitution as condition of 
work release. When part of plea bargain order, if Sec'y or Comm'n finds that order 
cannot be implemented must forward written statement to sentencing court. Secty 
and Comm'n not bound by court's recommendation that restitution be imposed as 
condition of work release when active sentence imposed, but if they choose not to 
follow,-they must notify court of reasons.

S 798 Social worker licensing act GS 90B, 108 
Introducer: Gray Sent to Human Resources 


"To provide for the examination and licenstng of soctal workers; to create a 
state board of examiners for soctal workers; to define the duties and powers of that 
board; and to provide penalties for the vtolatton of this act." Adds new GS Ch. 90B 
establishing NC Licensing Board for Social Work, with seven members appointed by Gov- 
ernor. Requires two members to have doctorate or masters in social work; two to have 
baccalaureate degrees and must meet educational and experience requirements for licens- 
ing as social worker; remaining members to represent public. Requires one member to bé 
engaged in social work education, one in public social work and one in private social 
work. Also requires professional members to have at least five years of professional 
experience. Provides that members to serve three-year terms and establishes initial 
staggering of terms. Directs board to establish examinations and provides that board 
to have exclusive authority to determine skills needed for licensing. 

Prohibits persons from engaging in social work (defined in act) after Jan. l, 
1978, unless licensed as provided in act. Provides that to be licensed as "social 
worker" must have baccalaureate degree in social work and have passed examination of 
board; or have baccalaureate degree plus two years" experience and have passed examina- 
tion; or have one year towards masters of social work plus pass examination; or have 
masters degree in related field, one year of experience, and have passed examination. | 
Provides that to be licensed as "certified social worker" must have doctorate or maste! 
in social work, pass examination, and satisfy board that applicant possesses skills to 
supervise others. Provides that to be licensed for "private, independent practice of 
social work'', must be certified social worker, have two years' experience under adequat 


ee 
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supervision in area of proposed specialization, and pass examination. Provides for 
reciprocity for persons licensed in other states and permits board to waive all require- 
ments (except baccalaureate degree) if applicant can show equivalent qualifications. 
Permits temporary and provisional licenses, and sets out procedures for periodic renewal 
of licenses. 

Permits board to refuse to grant or renew, to suspend, and to revoke licenses if 
person convicted of misdemeanor created by Ch. 90B, or felony or found by board to have 
been guilty of gross unprofessional conduct, dishonest practice, or incompetence. Sets 
out grounds for such findings. Makes violation of act misdemeanor, punishable by maximum 
$500 fine, six months' imprisonment, or both. 

Establishes evidentiary privilege for disclosures to licensed social workers and 
employees or associates; permits presiding judge of superior court to compel disclosure 
if necessary to proper administration of justice. For purposes of board appointment and 
administrative preparation effective July 1, 1977; otherwise effective Jans th tke be 


S 800 Air pollution permit procedure GS 143 
Introducer: Hardison Sent to Natural & Econ Resources 


"To amend G.S. 148-215.108(b) so as to modify environmental permit procedures." 
Amends GS 143-215.108(b)(1) to prohibit the denial of permits required by NC Air 
Pollution Control program to applicant who is in compliance with federal Environmental 
Protection Agency air quality standards. Amends cited subsection by providing that 
failure of Environmental Management Commission (EMC) to either approve or deny application 
for permit within 90 days is deemed approved for five years (now, failure to take action 
within 90 days is deemed approval); person denied permit allowed to take intended action 
until appeals have been exhausted, but may be subject to civil penalties applicable to 
violators of EMC emission control standards. 


S 801 Retirement Board membership increased GS 135

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S 802 Environmental rules impact statements GS 143 
Introducer: Hardison Sent to Natural & Econ Resources 


"To amend G.S. 143-215.3(a)(1) to require an economic impact statement on 
environmental regulations." Requires Environmental Management Comm'n, before adopting 
or modifying regulations, to prepare economic impact statement showing economic and 
inflationary impact regulation will have on NC industries. Provides that statement 
to show costs to industries, markets, consumers, and employment; to analyze benefits 
to be received; to compare costs and benefits; and to review alternatives to proposal 
and their costs and benefits. Requires statement to be made available at least 60 
days before regulation effective.

Committee to study present method of collecting property taxes on motor 
vehicles. Provides for per diem, etc. with expenses to be paid by funds collected by 
Dep't of Revenue under Art. 7, GS Ch. 105. Committee to report to General Assembly by 
opening day of 1978 session.

Requires that 
compensation be denied: (1) to offender or accomplice; (2) if award unjustly benefits 
them, to offender's spouse or family; (3) if crime not reported to law enforcement 
offiver within 72 hours after it occured (unless good cause exists for untimely re- 
porting); or (4) if loss less than $100. Empowers Comm'n to deny, reduce or reconsider | 
award if victim does not cooperate with law enforcement agencies. Provides compensation 
to be reduced or denied to extent victim recovers loss from collateral sources (defined | 
term) or to extent Comm'n “deems reasonable because of contributory misconduct" of 
victim. Limits compensation for victim's or dependent's loss of work or for replacemen 
of services to $200 per week. Limits total compensation to victim and dependents for | 
all economic loss to $50,000. Requires Att'y General to be notified of all claims and 
allows him to participate in proceeding. Permits settlement of claim. If claim not 
settled, it is treated as contested claim. Requires, in contested claims, that all 
parties be given notice and hearing (including opportunity to appear, offer evidence, 
examine witnesses, and present argument) .Requires record of hearing (sets forth content 
of record). Permits Comm'n to require victim to submit to mental or physical examinati 
or to order autopsy. Sets aside patient-physician privilege in Comm'n-ordered examinat 
Provides for enforcement of Comm'n orders by Comm'n entry of "any just order", including

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order denying claim or petitioning superior court for appropriate order; denies Comm'n 
power to find claimant in contempt for refusing to comply with Comm'n-ordered medical 

or physical examination. Allows payment of compensation whether or not prosecution or 
conviction occurs; makes conviction conclusive proof that crime was committed. Permits 
Comm'n to award attorney fees (to be paid by state) for lawyer for claimant. Subrogates 


State to all claimant's rights for other compensation; requires claimant to notify Comm'n 


of attempts to recover loss from other sources of compensation; requires courts awarding 
judgments for loss to specify which portion of judgment covers economic and noneconomic 
loss. Provides Comm'n may direct lump-sum or installment payments to victim; first 

award to cover all loss to date; sets forth criteria for determining whether to make 
lump-sum or installment payments. Permits Comm'n to make tentative awards if it determines 
claimant will suffer "financial hardship" and if it is likely that final award will be 


make. Requires Comm'n to file annual reports with Governor and General Assembly. Effective 
Jans 81, 19/5.

Committee substitute adopted in House 6/3/77 adds provision that inexperience 
or lack of reasonable financial resources of proposed transferee of service station 
franchise agreement is grounds for supplier to refuse to approve transfer from one 
operator to another or from operator to member of his family. Deletes prohibition on 
supplier's granting additional franchises in operator's service area. Adds provision 
that operator's failure to pay rent or for goods after 15 days’ notice of debt is 
grounds for cancelling franchise (originally, 60 days' notice); adds provision that if 
operator files petition with courts to determine if supplier has reasonable cause for 
cancellation,. franchise to continue in effect for the notice period from time notice 
received but operator must file petition within ten days before notice period expires; 
and adds provision that if operator fails to maintain regular business hours for five 
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successive business days, presumption arises that franchise is abandoned and supplier 
may declare it terminated and is entitled to immediate possession of premises. Deletes 
former section of bill setting out unfair methods of competition.

H 823 Recall elected officials-const (digested in Bulletin No. 63, p. 517) 

Committee substitute adopted in House 6/8/77 amends Constitution to grant to 
voters right to recall any elected official and provides that General Assembly to pre 
scribe terms and conditions under which recall election held (original bill set provi 
sions in Constitution). Makes conforming change to wording of ballot. Provides that 
amendments, if adopted in election, take effect July 1, 1979. 
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H 889 Orange school board, election (introduced April 12) 

Committee substitute adopted in House June 8 changes original bill by (1) adding 
\ provision that absentee ballots may be used in school board election, (2) specifying that 
election and run-off method of GS 163-293 to apply to election, and (3) setting fol- 
lowing schedule for election of board members: five elected in 1978 with three receiving 
highest number of votes to serve four years and two "receiving the lowest number of votes" 
(apparently intends the two receiving the next highest number of votes after the first 
three) to serve for terms of two years; three members to be elected in 1980 for four- 
year terms; and four to be elected in 1982 for four-year terms. 


H 948 Revolving charge security interest (digested in Bulletin No. 68, p. 590) 
Amendment adopted in Senate 6/8/77 limits the seller to taking security interest 
only in household appliauce goods sold by revolving charge accounts. 


H 1095 School zone speeding-4 points (digested in Bulletin No. 82, p. 721) 

Committee substitute adopted in House 6/8/77 provides that person convicted of 
speeding in school zone to have four points (originally, five) assessed against his 
driver's license. Adds GS 20-141.1 to provide that Board of Transportation or local 
governing board may, by ordinance, set speed limits lower than those set in GS 20-141 


for areas near schools. Lower limits become effective when sign erected in area 
-giving notice of school zone, speed limit and hours and days lower limit in effect. 
Provides that limits may only be enforced on days schools in session and minimum 
limit that may be set under section is 20 MPH. 


H 1128 Medium custody inmates-road work (digested in Bulletin No. 84, p. 748) 

Committee substitute adopted in House 6/8/77 changes original bill by (1) limit- 
ing road work for medium security prisoners to those who can be adequately guarded 
without reducing security at prison units; (2) removing provision requiring medium 
security prisoners doing road work to be supervised by armed guards; and (3) removing 
provisions limiting medium security prisoners to be used on road work to those who 
cannot be placed on work release, study release or other programs. 


-H 1250 Richmond comm'rs districts, election (introduced May 20) 

Committee substitute adopted in House June 8 provides that chairman to vote only 
to break tie; that candidates must be residents of district for which they seek election, 
but are to be nominated and elected by voters of entire county; and requires that clerk 
of court appoint qualified resident of District #4 to serve until his successor is 


elected.

specifically allowing counties to assume liability for damages caused by "other acts"

Amendments adopted in Senate 6/8/77 make clarifying changes in language on | 
setting rates and provide that railroads not to be covered by provision requiring 
each customer classification to pay rates which reasonably compensate for costs 
imposed by that classification. 





S 598 Executor's distribution of estate (digested in Bulletin No. 79, p. 687) 

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 6/8/77 limits applicability of proposed) 
GS 28A-22.8 to executors and trustees (originally, any personal representatives). 
S 651 Bicycle rules of road (digested in Bulletin No. 84, p. 749) 

Committee substitute adopted in Senate 6/8/77 makes following changes in 
original bill: (1) adds provision specifying that motor vehicle not to be operated in 
manner to deprive bicycle of traffic lane; (2) specifies that bicycle racing prohibite|

"To require that supertor court and dtstrict court judges be nominated by party 
conventions tn judicial districts." Adds new GS 163-119 to provide that superior and 
district court judges to be nominated by party convention in judicial district. State 
executive committee of party to determine time and place of party convention. Conven- 
tion to nominate one person for each office and to certify to state board of elections 
so that names placed on ballot.

"To memorialtze the Congress of the Untted States to adopt, and submit to the 
states for rattftcation, an amendment to the United States Constttutton whtch wtll allow 
the states to enact legislation for the protection of all unborn human life throughout 


development." Urges abortion amendment as title indicates. 
H 1463 $95 month raise for state employees APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Sawyer Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds to provide the equivalent of a ten percent salary increase 
for state employees and employees of the public schools, commmity colleges, and technt- 
cal tnstitutes to be divided equally among all employees." Appropriates $160 million 
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from General Fund and $20 million from Highway Fund for each year of biennium to give 
each state employee and employee of public schools, community colleges, and technical 
institutes a salary increase of $95 per month, beginning July 1, 1977. Provides that 


increases not to affect eligibility for automatic or merit increments during biennium, 
and that Personnel Act salary ranges to be modified in accordance with act. Provides 
that funds provided in act for salary increases to UNC academic personnel to be allocated 
according to Board of Governors regulation and funds for community college personnel to 
be allocated according to regulations of State Board of Education.

Adds new GS 158-13(b) to permit economic development comm'ns to purchase (but 
not condemn) land for industrial parks, to construct water and sewer facilities for such 
parks, and to sell sites in parks. Requires consideration for sites, if tax funds used 
in purchase and development, to return to comm'n full cost of development.

| "To rewrite G.S. 28A4-14-3 regarding notice to and the barring of claims to 

creditors of decedents." Rewrites indicated section (as rewritten by Ch. 446, SL 1977, 
which originated as S 66) to provide collector as well as personal representative to 

mail statement to claimants that claims will be barred unless presented as required by 
Statute. Also specifies that statute not to be construed to require personal representa- 
tive to mail statement and representative not to be liable for failure to do so. Also 
limits liability of personal representative and collector for claims against estate 
which were not barred because representative and collector failed to mail statement. 


H 1467 Carrboro farmers market funds APPROPRIATION, GS 106 
Introducer: Hunt Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds for the construction and operation of a farmers market in 
Orange County." Appropriates $25,000 for fiscal 1977-78 from General Fund to town of 
Carrboro for construction and operation of farmers market. Requires at least even match 
by town and authorizes town to construct and operate such a market. Effective July l, 


1977. 


H 1468 Business, nonprofit loana interest GS 24 
Introducer: Short Sent to Banking 


"To state the interest rate cetling on certain small business loans and certain 
loans secured by property used for nonprofit purposes." Rewrites GS 24-1.1(2) to provide 
that parties to business property loan of $100,000 or less may agree to interest rate 
up to ten percent (now, ten percent rate applies to such loans of $50,000 to $100,000). 
Adds new GS 24-1.1B permitting interest of nine percent for loans of $100,000 or less 
secured by mortgage on real property owned by nonprofit corporation and used for reli- 
gious, fraternal, educational, scientific, literary, or charitable purposes. 


H 1470 Banks for savings and loan GS 54 
Introducer: Bell Sent to Banking 


"To allow the incorporation and operation of banks for savings and loan assocta- 
tions and credit unions in North Carolina and to allow savings and loan associations and 
eredit untons to invest in the stock of such banks." Apparently intends to amend GS 54-2 
as title indicates but line references in bill do not fit into that statute. Amends GS 
54-21.2 to allow savings and loan ass'ns to invest up to three percent of assets in stock 
and obligations of bank organized to provide financial services to saviggs and loan ass'ns 
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and credit unions. Amends GS 54-109.82 to allow credit union to also invest in such bali 
up to amount set by Administrator of Credit Unions. 


H 1471 Hammocks Beach renamed Bear Beach GS 146 
Introducer: Hurst Sent to State Properties 


"To rename Hammocks Beach State Park as Bear Beach State Park." As title 
indicates. 


H 1472 Unauthorized car use redefined-2 GS 14, 20 
Introducer: Helms : Sent to Judiciary 2 















"To amend G.S. 14-72.2 relating to the unauthorized use of a conveyance." Amends 
cited section to require that defendant carry away vehicle rather than simply exercise . 
control over it; to require that defendant have intent to temporarily deprive owner of a 
possession without having intent to steal; and to make aider and abettor or accessory 
guilty as principal. 


H 1474 Drinking water regulated GS 130 
Introducer: Gamble Sent to Water & Air 


"To enact the North Caroltna Drinktng Water Act." Adds Art. 13D to GS Ch. 1307 
to regulate water systems that supply drinking water to public. Authorizes Comm'n of 
Health Services in Dep't of Human Resources to issue rules regulating public water systé 
including specifying contaminants that may have adverse effect on public health, maximu 
acceptable contaminant level for each of those contaminants, treatment techniques that © 
would reduce level of contaminants, minimum quality of raw water, program of laboratory 
certification, inspection of water systems, criteria for design of new systems. Requifr 
person and unit of local gov't before constructing public water system to receive appro 
of Dep't. Allows Dep't to require disinfection by systems introduced after Jan. 1, 197; 
and any system when exceeds maximum microbiological contaminant level or use of water F. 
potentially hazardous to health. Allows local gov't to condemn, under GS Ch. 40 proce=" 
dure, for water systems. Requires Comm'n to issue rules governing watersheds feeding ~ 
into water systems. Lists certain prohibited acts and makes violation punishable by 
administrative penalty of $500. Effective Jan. 1, 1978. 


H 1476 Second felony mandatory imprisonment GS 14,.(15,;...148 
Introducer: Plyler (Iden. S 832) Sent to Corrections 


"Providing for mandatory prtson confinement for any person convicted of more tha 
one felony." Identical to S 832, digested in Bulletin No. 107, p. 1029. 


H 1477 (J Res) Study medical examiner system JOINT RES, STUDY, GS 130 
Introducer: Nye Sent to Appropriations 


"Creating a legtslative study commission for the study of the North Carolina 
medical examiner system." As title indicates, creates comm'n consisting of five persons) 


appointed by Lt. Governor and five by Speaker, to provide written report to legislature | 
by July 1, 1978 and to terminate at that time. 


H 1478 Two new deputy clerks in Cleveland APPROPRIATION, GS 7A 
Introducer: Falls Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds to the Administrative Office of the Courts for two addi- 
tional deputy elerks and equipment in the office of clerk of superior court in Clevelana\ 
County." Appropriates $17,231 in fiscal 1977-78 and $17,147 in 1978-79 from General 
Fund as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1977.

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H 1479 Commercial fishing vessel operation GS 113 
Introducer: Mason Sent to Fisheries 


"To require individuals engaged in commercial fishing operations in a vessel 
owned by another to be eligtble for commercial fishing licenses in thetr own right." 
Amends GS 113-152(b) to make it unlawful for owner or for “person with the authority to 
authorize use of a licensed vessel " to permit person ineligible to be licensed to com- 
mand vessel for commercial fishing (quoted language added). 


H 1480 Farm land boundary proceedings Gov bo fs. 30>. kG 
Introducer: Gilmore Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To make conclusive the metes and bounds determined by the court in special 
proceedings concerning farm land." Sets out series of rules concerning farm land prop- 
erties which have been settled by special proceedings and have had metes and bounds 
established by court, including: (1) later court-ordered survey must comply with ori- 
ginal boundaries; (2) in reestablishing borderline later court can only use chain of 
title deeds which separated two lands; (3) later court survey void unless existing 
correct corners tied down; (4) deed conveyed within the property cannot be used as 
instrument to change boundary of subdivision established from special proceeding lands; 
(5) no deed conveyed at later time can be used to change original boundary established 


_ between special proceeding lands and surrounding farm lands; and (6) person conveying 


part of special proceeding tract who misrepresents boundary to buyer is liable to make 
refund and pay damages to buyer.

(10) if seller makes statement concerning possible earnings, number of purchasers who | 
have received such earnings and number who have not. Requires statement to be filed 
with Sec'y of State. Requires contract to be written. 

Prohibits sellers from (1) representing that opportunity provides income or 
earning potential unless seller has sold this opportunity for more than one year, has 
data to substantiate claims, and has disclosed data to purchaser; (2) using trademark 
or other commerical symbol of any business that does not control ownership interest 
in seller or accept responsibility for representations of seller; or (3) making ref- | 
erence to compliance with this act in any contact, including advertisement, with buyers. i 
Provides for circumstances under which business opportunity contract voidable, permits | 
buyers to seek damages from sellers, permits injunctive relief against sellers, and 
makes violation of act unfair trade practice under GS 75-1.1 Effective 30 days after 
ratification.

Committee substitute adopted in House 6/10/77 repeals GS Ch. 58, Arts. 13 (fire 
rating bureau); 13A (casualty insurance rating regulation); 13B (miscellaneous lines 
regulation); and 25 (automobile liability insurance rates). Adds new Art. 13C regulating 
certain insurance rates. Art. applies to all insurance risks in state except: (1) re- 
insurance, (2) loss or damage to property located outside state, car or aircraft 
principally garaged outside state or activity wholly carried on outside state; (3) marine 
policies (inland marine policies covered under Art.); (4) accident, health, life 
policies; (5) annuities, (6) title insurance; (7) mortgage guaranty insurance; (8) 
workmen's comp; (9) private passenger auto liability insurance and related medical 
payments and uninsured motorist coverage; (10) motor vehicle physical damage or 
theft insurance; (11) insurance against loss to residential real property with not 
more than four housing units and contents of property. Generally allows insurers 
not exempt under Article or covered by new Art. 12B to file rates with comm'r and use 
them until comm'r disapproves. Sets following standards for rates: (1) not to be 
excessive, inadequate, or unfairly discriminatory; (2) rate not excessive if reasonable 
degree of price competition exists at consumer level and presumes that reasonable degree 
of competition exists if there are a number of insurers actively engaged in class of 
business and there are rate differentials in that class of business; (3) if not reasonable 
degree of price competition, rates excessive if clearly produce long-run underwriting 
profit that is unreasonably high for class of business; (4) rate not inadequate unless 
unreasonably low for insurance provided and continued use endangers solvency of insurer 
or rate unreasonably low and use of rate by insurer will destroy competition or create 
monopoly; (5) rate not unfairly discriminatory if it reflects equitably the differences 
in expected losses and expenses or if average broadly among persons insured under 
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group, franchise, or blanket policy. Lists specific criteria to be used in determining 
whether rate complies with standards, including past and prospective loss and expense 
experience within and outside state and allowing classifications of risks to be 
established based on size, expense, management, individual experience, location 

or dispersion of hazard, or any other reasonable considerations. Seo uae every 
admitted insurer and licensed rating organization to file rates with Comm r of 

Insurance before they become effective. Authorizes Comm'r to require filing of 
specified supporting data. Allows insurer to set own rates or to use rates prepared 

by rating organization. If after hearing, Comm'r finds rate excessive, inadequate or 
discriminatory, he is to issue order specifying why it fails and when rate no longer 
effective (must give reasonable period of time before becomes ineffective). Order 

not to affect any contract or policy issued before date rate made ineffective. Requires 
rating organizations, advisory organizations, and joint underwriting and reine tte i 
organizations to file with Comm'r and rating organizations to be licensed by Comm'r. 
Requires Comm'r to examine rating organizations at least once every three years. Provide 
that insurer or organization entitled to hearing before Comm'r to ES order issued 
by Comm'r and to judicial review from that hearing. Authorizes Comm r to impose penalty 
of $500 for violation of provision of Article or $5,000 if finds violation willful; 
allows Comm'r to suspend license of rating organization or insurer that fails to comn 
with Comm'r's order. Requires policy forms to be filed with and approved by Comm'r 
before issued for delivery. 

Adds new Art. 12B to GS Ch. 58 creating N.C. Rating Bureau to promulgate rates 
for (1) insurance against loss to residential.real property with not more than four 
housing units and any contents and other coverages written in connection with sale of 
such property insurance; (2) theft of and physical damage to private passenger autos; 
(3) private passenger automobile liability insurance, auto medical payments insurance 
and uninsured motorist coverage; and (4) workmen's comp insurance. Requires insurers 
underwriting workmen's comp insurance to insure and accept any workmen's comp risk 
designated difficult to place. Comm'r not to grant permission to company to write 
any of insurance covered by Article unless member of bureau. Provides that rates not 
to be excessive, inadequate or unfairly discriminatory and sets out factors to be con- 
sidered in setting rates. Requires Bureau to file rate, classification plans, rating 
plans with Comm'r at least 90 days before take effect. Comm'r may give written notice 
that he finds filing fails to meet requirements; Bureau entitled to hearing before 
Comm'r and to judicial review. Requires Bureau to establish safe driver reward plan 
distinguishing between classes of drivers having safe-driving records and those having 
record of chargeable accidents or traffic violation convictions. Prohibits Bureau or 
Reinsurance Facility from increasing total combined general rate level for private 
passenger auto liability insurance, auto medical payments, auto physical damages, and 
uninsured motorist coverages by more than 18% from general rate level existing at time 
of ratification of Article until July 1, 1979. 

Incorporates into this committee substitute without substantive change pro- 
visions of H 1293, S 763, digested in Bulletin No. 96, p. 883 dealing with Art. 25A 
(automobile reinsurance facility). 

Effective Sept. 1, 1977.

Committee substitute adopted in House 6/10/77 specifies that county commission- 
ers are to provide facilities for Industrial Comm'n only if such provision does not 
interfere with normal use of facilities and that act does not obligate General Assembly 
to appropriate additional funds to Dep't of Labor to implement act. 





H 879 OSHA review board chairman (digested in Bulletin No. 65, p. 549) 

Committee substitute adopted in House 6/10/77 provides that chairman may be 
full time position if Governor determines that workload of chairman justifies it 
(originally, Governor not given discretion to determine if position to be full time).

2", and has tag attached with owner's name and address; (3) Horizontal offset rules 
above not to apply to trap set in water with quick drown type set; (4) Conibear trap 
number 330 to be set only in water and in areas where beaver may be lawfully trapped; 
(5) Separate provision also requires conibear size 330 to be totally covered by water 
and anchor to be secured in water deep enough to quickly drown trapped animal; for 
areas of tidal waters mean low water to be considered covering water and for reservoirs 
covering water is low water level for previous 24 hours; marsh land not considered dry 
land; (6) Act not to prohibit health agents from using traps to stop spread of disease 
when declared necessary by Dep't of Human Resources; (7) No person to use trap by which 
animal or bird will be suspended; (8) No hook to be used for trapping; (9) Wildlife 
Resources Comm'n to put trap requirements in annual digest of hunting and trapping reg- 
ulations; (10) No person to remove lawful trap or take furbearing animal from another's 
lawful trap without express permission of owner; (11) Violation of any of these pro- 
visions made misdemeanor punishable by $50-$200 fine or maximum imprisonment of 90 days, 
or both, and court may revoke trapping license for flagrant or repeated violations; 
(12) Officer having probable cause that violation has occured may seize animal and 
trap; (13) No counties exempted; (14) Effective July 1, 1977.

THE 1977-79 BUDGET 


Committees in both houses have now completed work on the state budget for fiscal 
1977-79 and have presented their work to the full membership for approval. The appropri- 
ations recommended by the Governor and Advisory Budget Comm'n at the beginning of the 
session were summarized in Bulletin No. 6, pp. 42-48, and the Governor's supplemental ~ 
request, made early in May, was summarized in Bulletin No. 83, pp. 739-740. The budget 
approved by the legislative committees involves roughly the same amount of money as ori- 
ginally proposed by the administration, $2.17 billion in General Fund expenditures in 
1977-78 and $2.26 billion in 1978-79, plus $432 million from the Highway Fund in the first 
year and $443 million the second year. Having that amount of money available for spending 


is based on economic projections not much different from those suggested at the beginning 
of the session, an 11.5% General Fund tax revenue growth in the coming year over the pre- 


sent one (11.2% was the early projection) and another 9.9% increase the second year (10% 


had been used before). Highway Fund revenues are expected to rise by 3.2% and 2.5% each 


of the next two fiscal years. The balance in the General Fund beginning the coming year 
is still expected to be $117 million. 

The budget that has been presented leaves about $10 million to be appropriated from 
the General Fund each year for special bills. Consideration of those matters has begun 
by the committees and those bills will be summarized separately as they are reported out 


of committee. 


- Below are some highlights of the approved: budget. For the most part, the Governor's 
proposed budget was accepted and the expansion items listed in the original summary of 


‘the proposed budget have been approved at roughly the amounts listed there. The largest 


cuts in funds came as a result of the Governor's 2% reduction in the state work force. 


This summary will be concerned primarily with the supplemental requests, those items not 
~ included in the original January proposal but later asked for. Unless otherwise stated, 
_the numbers given are for the supplemental appropriation only and to find out the total 


amount of money appropriated for that program it is necessary to add the figure here with 


‘the sum listed in the original budget summary. Also highlighted here are changes in the 
special provisions of the appropriations bills. Unless otherwise indicated, the special 


provisions of the original bill have remained the same and the ones summarized here are 
only ones added during the legislative consideration of the budget. 

General Assembly: (1) $55,000 each year for add'l staff for Speaker; (2) $100,000 
each year for add'l staff for Fiscal Research; (3) all study comm'ns to have source of 


funding identified before undertaking work; (4) legislative bill drafting division author- 


ized; (5) legislative employees to receive 6.5% pay increase for first year of biennium; 
(6) Lt. Governor and Speaker to have authority to use any state vehicle or aircraft when 


‘on official business. 


Judicial Department: (1) Salaries for judicial officials set as follows: 


present salary salary for 1977-78

(1) using or threatening violence or illegal harm to person, reputation, or property; 
(2) falsely accusing or threatening to accuse person of fraud, crime, or conduct 
tending to cause disgrace, contempt or ridicule; (3) making or threatening to make 
false accusations that debtor has not paid valid debt; (4) threatening to turn over 
debt to another for collection, with representation that debtor would thereby lose

| attachment; (6) threatening unusual action unless action is intended to be taken; 
| (7) threatening action not permitted by law. 

Prohibits debt collectors from harassing debtors, including: (1) using profane, 
obscene, or abusive language; (2) placing collect phone calls or sending collect 
telegrams unless caller fully identifies self and company; (3) calling debtor on 
| phone unreasonable number of times or at unreasonable hours; (4) calling debtor at 
-work, if debtor has said not to, unless caller does not know home phone number. Pro- 
hibits debt collectors from unreasonably publicizing information on debt, including 
| communications to persons other than debtor or attorney, except (1) with debtor's 
or attorney's written permission; (2) to debt collector's employees, to credit re- 
porting agency, to person employed to collect debt by creditor, or to person making 
legitimate request for information; (3) to spouse, or to parent or guardian if debtor 
is minor living with parent or guardian; (4) to locate debtor; or (5) through legal 
process. 

Prohibits debt collector from making deceptive representations, including 


(1) communicating with debtor by false name, (2) failing to disclose that collector 
seeking to collect debt, (3) falsely stating that collector has something valuable 

to debtor, (4) falsely stating amount of debt or status in proceeding, or that 
collector connected with gov't, or debtor's rights and intentions, (5) using purported 
official documents, (6) falsely stating that debt may be increased by attorney's fees, 
etc. Prohibits use of unconscionable means to collect debt including (1) seeking 
affirmation or waiver of debt no longer legally owed unless debtor is tole that no 
obligation owed, (2) seeking to collect fees to which not entitled, (3) communicating 
with debtor after being notifed by attorney that attorney represents debtor, (4) suing 
debtor in venue impractical to debtor. 
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Provides that new article is exclusive definition of unfair or deceptive acts 
for area of commerce regulated by article. Prohibits civil penalties over $1000, 
treble damages, assessment of attorney's fees, or enforcement by private action not 
specifically available at common law or by other specific statute.
